LECTURE III. 
MINE Dust. 


Mr. PRESIDENT AND GENTLEMEN,—Fibroid lung 
(such as potters suffer from) is rare amongst coal 
miners, and anthracosis does not seem to entail 
disablement. But while coal dust does not seem to 
be an irritant of the lung, the shale dust and flue 
dust used in mines to dilute coal dust with a view 
to prevent explosions, owing to their silicious 
character, might adversely affect the coal miner's 
lungs. The spraying of mines to render the coal 
dust less liable to explosion might cause a humidity 
which, when added to a high temperature and 
darkness, might be deleterious to the coal miner’s 
health and prove favourable to the development of 
ankylostomiasis, now unknown in British coal 
mines. 

More than 200 years ago the importance of dust 
as one of the principal causes of industrial diseases 
was recognised by Ramazini, who at that time was 
the professor of medicine at Modena University. 
In this country, however, the subject attracted 
little attention until the middle of the nineteenth 
century, when the researches of Dr. Greenhow, of 
the Middlesex Hospital, placed it upon a scientific 
basis. Other observers, notably Arlidge, Haldane, 
and Sir Thomas Oliver, have made valuable con- 
tributions to the subject. In coal mines silicious 
dust is produced when new workings are opened 
up and when new roadways are cut out, but in well- 
established mines the vast majority of workers only 
come in contact with coal dust. 

The Coal Mines Regulation Act has not only been 
to some extent instrumental in diminishing the 
number of accidents in mines, but it has done 
something equally important in another direction. 
Prior to the passing of this Act one of the 
principal diseases from which miners suffered 
was fibrosis of the lungs, or miners’ phthisis, 
and Dr. Greenhow’s collection of miners’ lungs 
in the museum of the Middlesex Hospital shows 
that this disease was in many cases the actual 
cause of death. The statistics of the Registrar- 
General also show that the mortality figure for 
miners from diseases of the respiratory system was 
at one time very much greater than it is now. At 
the present time in Great Britain fibrosis of the 
lung among miners can be said to be practically 
non-existent, and its disappearance can be wholly 
attributed to the enforced improvements in the 
ventilation of mines, to improvements in illumina- 
tion, and to shorter working hours. 

The evidence given before the Departmental 
Committee on Industrial Diseases which sat in

1906 and 1907 was practically unanimous on these 
points. Professor G. R. Murray, of Manchester, 
who for many years was consulting physician to 
the North of England United Coal-owners’ Associa- 
tion, and also physician to the Royal Victoria, 
Infirmary, Newcastle-upon-Tyne, stated that he 
had never seen a case of fibrosis of the lungs in 
miners ; and Sir Thomas Oliver said that there had’ 
not been a case of miners’ phthisis in the 
Newcastle-upon-Tyne Royal Infirmary for more. 
than ten years. Similar evidence was given by 
other medical men with large experience of colliery 
practice. Though fibroid phthisis does not affect 
coal miners at the present time in this country, 
anthracosis, or infiltration of the lung with 
coal dust, is widely found. I have already 
mentioned that workers who are employed in 
making new roads in the mine may be exposed to. 
the inhalation of silicious dust, and in the ganister 
mines of Durham, Yorkshire, and other counties 
the irritating nature of the rock dust produces 
fibrosis of an aggravated type. 

Post-mortem examination of coal miners in- 
variably shows the lungs to be thickly charged with 
carbonaceous deposit, and often to such an extent 
as to make the lung appear as black as coal. This 
condition alone does not point to pulmonary 
disease. I have been present at many necropsies. 
on miners and have found the lungs to be loaded 
with coal dust and the bronchial glands deeply 
pigmented from the same cause, and yet the lungs 
throughout life have fulfilled their functions most 
satisfactorily and there has been no history of 
any pulmonary trouble. Lungs heavily charged 
with coal dust are not incompatible with good 
health, and miners whose lungs are in such a 
high condition of anthracosis may follow regular 
employment even of so arduous a nature as that 
of a collier. 

Anthracosis must be regarded in coal miners at 
the present time, not as a pathological condition, 
but simply physiological in nature. Physiological 
anthracosis is a condition well recognised, for most 
human lungs are normally blackened to some 
extent, and the black material is nothing but soot 
or coal dust which has been taken up by ‘the 
inspired air. This infiltration of carbonaceous 
material increases with age. In the newly born 
it is not found, it is hardly appreciable in the child, 
it begins to accumulate in the young adult, and it 
acquires its maximum intensity in aged people, but 
the intensity of this pigmentation is also influenced 
by environment and place of residence. 

If coal dust were an irritant to the lung tissue 
one would expect to find in colliery districts plenty 
of evidence to this effect. There are now more 
men employed in the coal mines in this country 
than at any previous period. The irritating 
effect of the dust would be shown by the same set 
of symptoms as we find in Sheffield grinders and 
stone masons—shortness of breath, cough, ex- 
pectoration,—beginning in an insidious way and 
gaining ground so slowly as to be unperceived by 
the workman, these symptoms pointing to chronic 
or mechanical bronchitis and later on to fibroid 
lung, but we have seen that cases of fibroid lung 
are never found among coal miners at the present 
time, although at post-mortem examinations anthra- 
cosis is invariably found. Coal dust, therefore, we 
must not regard as an irritant to the lung tissue, 
and the microscopic examination of sections taken 
from anthracotic lungs bears testimony to this 
opinion, 
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PATHOLOGY OF ANTHRACOSIS. 

When dust, whether it be coal-dust, or silicious 
dust, is taken through the air passages into the 
lung it is impossible for it to pass through the 
mucous membrane of the bronchi because the 
basement membrane and the fibrous coat which 
underlies this membrane prevent the passage of 
even the sharpest dust. The dust is carried into 
the alveoli of the lungs and will be found to stick 
to the alveolar cells. The dust may then be taken 
up by the epithelial cells and pass on to the lym- 
phatic spaces which underlie them, or it may pass 
direct through the interspaces which lie between 
the epithelial cells and gain direct access in this 
way to the lymphatics. When the dust has in either 
way gained admittance to the lymphatic system of 
the lungs it is carried through the various channels 
to different parts of the lung. Some dust may be 
carried to the lymphatic spaces around the bronchial 
tubes and the branches of the pulmonary artery, 
while others may be carried into the interacinous 
or interlobular tissue and deposited in the plexuses 
situated on the pleura. Although it is an 
anatomical impossibility for dust to pierce the base- 
ment membrane of the bronchi and its branches, 
sometimes one finds that dust has lodged imme- 
diately under the mucous membrane, and in coal 
miners small black patches of carbonaceous 
material may sometimes be observed in these places. 
The mechanical effect of dust upon the minute 
structures of the lung will depend entirely upon 
the character of the dust. 

Although the microscopic examination of coal 
miners’ lung confirms the opinion which may be 
formed by the naked-eye examination of post- 
mortem specimens that coal dust cannot be regarded 
in any way as an irritant to the lung tissue, one 
cannot overlook the possible effects of the 
mechanical blocking of the pulmonary lymphatics 
with particles of coal dust in middle-aged and old 
miners, especially in view of the fact that death 
from respiratory diseases other than pulmonary 
tuberculosis is very commonly found in this class 
of the community. The obstruction to the lymphatic 
circulation in the lung may result in diminished 
vitality of this organ, and bronchitis and congestion 
of the lung may ensue. 

There are two views which are put forward as an 
explanation of how the dust enters the lung. 
Calmette and Vansteenberghe and Grysez came to 
the conclusion, as a result of their investigations, 
that pulmonary anthracosis may be of intestinal 
origin. This view, however, is opposed by Feliziani 
and Kuso and Lobstein, who failed to confirm by 
experiment the conclusions of Calmette and others. 
Without entering into detailed criticism of the 
investigations which have been made it seems to 
me that the proper field for inquiry is encom- 
passed in the coal miner himself, and this appar- 
ently has been overlooked by the scientists who are 
anxious to prove their points by basing them upon 
laboratory experiments. 

The coal miner while at work is constantly 
breathing an atmosphere charged with coal dust. 
The amount of dust in the atmosphere will vary in 
different mines, in different parts of the mine, and 
at different times of the day; but in the course of 
12 months every miner who works underground and 
every boy who is employed on the screens on the 
surface inhales a considerable amount of coal dust. 
Further, when we remember that the collier eats 
his meal in the pit with unwashed hands there may 
be a good deal of coal dust carried into the 
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intestinal canal in a year’s time, and there must 
be a considerable amount of dust taken into the 
intestines through that which is swallowed with 
the saliva. 

If pulmonary anthracosis be of intestinal origin, 
surely the post-mortem examination of miners who 
have worked continuously in a, mine for 20 or 30 
years should show some evidence to this effect. In 
my own experience of post-mortem examinations | 
have seldom found any-indication of carbon pig. 
ment in the abdominal lymphatic glands, while on 
the other hand I have invariably found the 
bronchial and mediastinal glands heavily charged 
with coal dust. The microscopic examination of 
sections of the bronchial and the mesenteric glands 
taken from one of the very few subjects in which | 
have found any trace of pigment in the mesenteric 
glands is interesting as showing, not only the com. 
parative amount of carbonaceous material found in 
these two parts of the body, but also the alteration 
in the structure of the glands resulting from the 
continued presence of coal dust in these structures. 

If pulmonary anthracosis be set up by the coal 
dust gaining entrance through the intestine there is 
no reason why the same explanation should not 
hold for the formation of fibroid lung among 
grinders and stonemasons. Sir Thomas Oliver 
states that the lungs of workers in-coal mines and 
millstone builders may contain silicious particles, 
and the mediastinal and bronchial glands may be 
affected in the same way, but he has always found 
the mesenteric glands to be free. In my opinion 
the bulk of evidence goes to show that the entrance 
of coal dust or silicious dust into the lung is through 
aerial passages and not by way of the intestinal 
canal. 

TUBERCULOSIS AMONG COAL MINERS. 


Tuberculosis of the lungs is not so commonly 
found among coal miners as in many other occupa- 
tions, and the statistics of the Registrar-General 
with regard to mortality from this cause show that 
while the mortality figure for all occupied males in 
England and Wales is 175, that for the coal miner 
is only 85. Metalliferous miners, however, are not 
so fortunate in this respect, the figure for the 
Cornish tin miner being 838 (the highest on the 
list of all occupations), the copper miner 501, and 
the lead miner 344. With regard to other diseases 
of the respiratory system, while the mortality 
figure for all occupied males is 78, that for the coal 
miner is 140. The copper miner heads the list with 
665, the tin miner coming second with a mortality 
figure of 653, while the lead miner has a mortality 
figure of 187; the potter and the Sheffield grinder— 
frequent victims of this disease—are represented 
by mortality figures of 361 and 173 respectively. 

In the United States great attention has been 
paid to. the subject of tuberculosis among *coal 
miners by Wainwright and Nicholls, whose exper!- 
ence is drawn from observations made in a cdal 
mining centre with a population of about 100,000 
people. They have found that, taking the per 
centage of deaths from all lung diseases among 
miners as 100, the following table shows the per- 
centage of the coal miners and the other occupied 
males in the district :—

They hold that “miners’ asthma” is clinically 
chronic bronchitis and eraphysema, and that it 1 
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associated with epithelial irritation and thickening 
of the connective tissue and consequent loss of 
elasticity. 

It has been asserted by many authorities that 
coal dust has germicidal’ properties, and in favour 
of this view we have the experience of colliery 
surgeons, who record that extensive wounds full of 
coal dust heal rapidly, and even lacerated wounds 
sustained through injuries in coal mines can be 
stitched up without hesitation; veterinary surgeons 
have similar experience in the treatment of pit 
ponies. As a result of their experiments Wain- 
wright and Nicholls dismissed the theory that coal 
dust possesses any germicidal property; they 
believe that coal dust in the lungs does exert a 
real protective influence against the tubercle bacilli, 
but that the reduced mortality from tuberculosis is 
not due to any entiseptic property of the coal dust 
but to its stimulating effect on the lung tissue 
and increased growth of connective tissue. Among 
other experiments they kept guinea-pigs for two 
months in an atmosphere of coal dust and after- 
wards a pure culture of tubercle bacilli was injected, 
while animals were treated similarly who had not 
been subjected to the coal dust. In the latter cases 
tubercle was found in the lung on post-mortem 
examination, but in the former case no tubercles 
could be detected. Nicholls advances the theory 
that the protective influence of the coal dust is due 
to the action of the soluble calcium salts which 
form a large proportion of the ash of the coal dust. 

GANISTER LUNG. 

The mining of ganister—a hard, close-grained, 
silicious stone obtained from under the coal seam— 
is carried out in this country in Yorkshire, Durham, 
and North and South Wales. There are 18 mines 
employing 600 workmen underground, and the 
mortality due to pulmonary disease is very high. 
Ganister miners are subject to fibrosis of the lung 
on account of the irritation of the silicious particles 
which form a large percentage of the mineral. In 
the process of mining ganister the atmosphere at 
the working face becomes charged with fine dust as 
a result of drilling and blasting, and the regulations 
require the workings to be sprayed so as to mitigate 
the evil. 

The mortality statistics for this industry have 
been prepared by the Home Office officials and pub- 
lished in the annual report of the Chief Inspector 
of Factories for 1912. The pathology of fibrosis of 
the lung due to the inhalation of ganister dust has 
been investigated by Andrews, whose report was 
published in 1900. 


MINERS’ PHTHISIS IN CORNWALL. 


The mortality from lung diseases among the 
Cornish miners has been known to be very high for 
many years past, and as long ago as 1864 Dr. Farr, 
the Registrar-General, had made a comparative 
table of the mortality of Cornish miners from this 
cause and compared it with the mortality figure of 
men working in other industries and in different 
parts of the country. From the statistics which 
were collected it was found that during the 
years from 1849 to 1853 between the ages of 45 and 
55 there were 24'3 deaths per 1000 living persons 
among the Cornish miners from lung diseases 
alone. The number of deaths from the same cause 
among males, whether occupied or not, in England 
and Wales during the same years only amounted to 
68 per 1000, and for coal miners in Staffordshire 
the number was 7°9, in South Wales 9°8, and in 
Durham 3°5 per 1000. Between the ages of 55 and 


65° 44°5: deatlis occurred per 1000 among Cornish 
miners, while the number for males in England and 
Wales only amounted to 96. Among Staffordshire 
coal miners the figure was 20°2, South Wales coal 
miners 21°9; and in Durham 68 per 1000. 

The statistics which -were taken on the same 
points by the Registrar-General during the years 
1900 to 1902 show, again, a large preponderance of 
deaths from lung disease among the miners of 
Cornwall. Between the ages of 35 and 45 there 
were 33'2 deaths per 1000 living people, while the 
statistics that were taken from all the coal miners 
employed in England and Wales only amounted to 
35 per 1000 and for ironstone miners 3'2, while the 
occupied males of England and Wales showed 
figures of 59 per 1000. Between the ages of 45 and 
55 32°2 per 1000 of Cornish miners died from this 
cause, compared with 7°8 per 1000 among coal 
miners, 6°5 per 1000 among ironstone miners, and 
86 per 1000 among all occupied males. Between 
the ages of 55 and 65 the figure is 42°6 per 1000 for 
Cornish miners, 18°7 for coal miners, and 13 per 
1000 for ironstone miners. 

It will thus be seen that there is a very large 
mortality figure for lung diseases among the 
Cornish miners as compared with coal and iron- 
stone miners who work in different parts of England 
and Wales, and it is extremely important to note 
the excessive mortality from this cause between the 
ages of 35 and 45. 

This condition of affairs was brought before: the 
Government, with the result that a committee, of 
which Dr. J. S. Haldane was the chairman, was 
appointed to inquire into and report upon the 
health of miners employed in Cornwall, with 
special reference to the injurious effects alleged to 
be produced by the state of ventilation in the 
mines, the dust arising from the use of long drills, 
and the introduction of impurities into the working 
places through the use of compressed air. In the 
Redruth district they investigated the cause of 
death of all miners who had died in this district 
during the three years 1900 to 1902, and who had 
been employed in the mines since boyhood, and 
they found that among men who had at any time 
worked machine drills the causes of death were as 
follows: Lung diseases, 133; other causes, 9—the 
average age at death being 37°2 years. Of these 142 
men, 63 had worked in mines abroad only, 41 both 
in Cornwall and abroad, and 38 in Cornwall only. 
The causes of deaths among men who had never 
worked machine drills showed that lung diseases 
were responsible for 120 deaths, while 59 died from 
other causes, and that the average age at death 
among these men was 53 years. 

The statistics prepared by Dr. Robert Burnett, 
the county medical officer of health of Cornwall, 
show that during the three years 1911-13 the 
number of deaths recorded in the county of 
Cornwall as due to miners’ phthisis was no less 
than 386, and that the disease was found to be most 
prevalent in the mining district represented by the 
Redruth registration district. It was found that 
108 of this number had been employed in the South 
African mines, and Dr. Burnett points’ out that 
there has been no improvement with regard to the 
incidence of miners’ phthisis in this country in the 
last 12 years. . 

From these figures it is easily seen that exposure 
to dust from working machine drills not only pre- 
disposes to lung trouble but also to an early death, 
and it is surprising the difference in the average of 





death should be so great as 16 years. 
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The report of the committee states that the 
death-rate among machine drill men from respira- 
tory diseases was about 15 times, and their total 
death-rate about 8 times, that for the average of 
occupied males in this country; or, to make another 
comparison, the death-rate among machine men 
from respiratory diseases was about 30 times, and 
the total death-rate about 10 times, as great as 
that among colliers or ironstone miners of the 
same age. 

The miners’ phthisis found in Cornwall is caused 
by the silica-laden atmosphere of the mine; the 
symptoms and course of the disease are exactly 
the same as those of potters’ asthma or stone- 
masons’ phthisis, but the mortality tables appear 
to indicate that the risk to life on account of 
respiratory diseases among tin miners is greater 
than that of any other occupation, even when the 
workers are exposed to the inhalation of silicious 
dust. 

The result of this inquiry went to prove that the 
excessive death-rate from lung diseases was due to 
the inhalation of the stone dust. The committee 
expressed the opinion that the dust produced by 
rock drills could easily be prevented by a very small 
jet of water,’and that the dust from blasting the close 
ends of the mine could be laid by a powerful jet of 
water and air. Regulations were introduced imme- 
diately after this report to deal with the question, 
and as a result there have certainly been some 
improvements in this respect, although it cannot 
be expected that the mortality statistics for a 
disease which is very insidious in its onset and 
chronic in its course can show a great improvement 
in so short a time as eight or ten years. 


MINERS’ PHTHISIS IN THE TRANSVAAL. 


Sir Thomas Oliver was the first physician in this 
country to consider the serious lung trouble which 
prevailed in the Transvaal mines, and his interest 
was directed to this subject through the number of 
miners who returned from the Transvaal to 
Northumberland and Durham mines after the con- 
clusion of the South African war. From time to 
time he states that men had gone from the north of 
England to the Transvaal to work in the Rand 
mines, but that after the war they returned to their 
native districts in large numbers, and that many of 
them on their arrival appeared to be broken down in 
health, and sooner or later they succumbed to lung 
disease. Sir Thomas Oliver found that these men 
were suffering from a disease which could not be 
distinguished as regards either symptoms or 
physical signs from pneumoconiosis, and he attri- 
buted the condition to inhalation of rock dust while 
working in the mines on the Rand. The miners 
themselves called the disease “ the gold dust com- 
plaint on the lungs,” and although it more 
frequently attacks the bases of the lungs rather 
than the apices, still it may attack any portion of 
the lung—apex, base, or the middle lobe. 

This question was brought to the notice of the 
South African Government, who appointed a Com- 
mission to inquire into the prevalence of miners’ 
phthisis and pulmonary tuberculosis in the mines 
of South Africa, and the report of this Commission 
was published in 1912. It stated that out of 62 
underground miners who were specially examined 
and their history obtained no less than 31'6 per 
cent. were affected with miners’ phthisis, and it was 
estimated that out of 11,400, the total number of 
miners in South Africa, the number affected could 
not be far from 3600. Among machine drillers 47'5 


per cent. are victims of the disease, while among 
those who have never done machine drilling 21 per 
cent. are affected. The inquiry was confined to 
European workers, and there was no investigation 
made into the health of natives or coloured workers. 
It was found that amongst European miners tuber- 
culosis existed to the extent of 3°6 per cent. amongst 
those who were not affected by pneumoconiosis, and 
that of those affected by the latter disease 10 per 
cent. of them were tuberculous. 

One may conclude therefore that tuberculosis 
is as comparatively rare among the South 
African miners as it is among the coal miners of 
this country. Although at the time the medical 
examinations were conducted by members of this 
Commission only 31'6 per cent. of the workers were 
found to be affected by silicosis, the Commissioners. 
were of the deliberate opinion that of 11,000 or 
12,000 miners engaged in undergronnd work on the 
Rand no less than 90 per cent. of them would 
ultimately contract this disease. 


Fisrorp Luna. 
Symptoms and Physical Signs. 

As a rule shortness of breath is the first sym- 
ptom of this disease, and dyspncea may come on 
after slight exertion. * In the early stages there is 
a liability to a dry winter cough, which will recur 
in each succeeding winter ; this cough is always 
worse in the early morning and is generally 
paroxysmal in character. The patient may be 
subject to frequent bronchial colds, when there 
will be the ordinary expectoration of bronchitis. 
As the disease proceeds the succeeding attacks 
become slowly and progressively more severe in 
character. The shortness of breath is the sym- 
ptom which is the most striking, because it is out 
of proportion to the amount of bronchial trouble 
and also to the severity of the cough. Sir Thomas 
Oliver mentions that occasionally the superficial 
veins of the neck are distended, and that the veins 
in the upper part of the chest are more prominent 
than in health. 

On examination one finds in the early stages 
very little more than wheezing of the chest and 
symptoms of bronchitis, but as the disease advances 
emphysema becomes more prominent. In cases of 
moderate severity there is dulness, which is most 
commonly found at the bases of the lungs, and in 
later stages still the changes in the heart are 
apparent which I have described in the post- 
mortem appearances of this condition. The course 
of fibroid lung may be apyrexial for many years. 
A patient suffering from fibroid lung is in many 
cases pale and anemic, and there is generally 
clubbing of the finger-nails, but Summers found 
among the miners of Bendigo that the number of 
red blood corpuscles was increased, and he regards 
this increase as an effort to compensate for the 
obstruction in the respiratory functions of the 
lungs. In cases which are complicated by tuber- 
culosis we find that the expectoration may contain 
the tubercle bacilli and there will be pyrexia, night 
sweatings, and progressive emaciation. In the final 
stages of the disease symptoms arise which are 
directly due to dilatation of the right side of the 
heart. 

Diagnosis of fibroid lung is not at all easy in the 
early stages; it may be difficult to diagnose this 
condition from bronchitis of a mild form. The 
symptom which is of the greatest diagnostic import- 
ance is shortness of breath. In early cases of 
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amount of consolidation in the lungs as well as to 
the symptoms which would be associated in an 
ordinary case of chronic bronchitis. In more 
advanced cases the physician must carefully con- 
sider the history of the case, the chronic nature of 
the disease as well as the nature of the occupation, 
before finally deciding that the symptoms are due 
to fibroid lung, and this diagnosis will be con- 
firmed when he finds definite signs of consolida- 
tion of the lung. The differential diagnosis 
of fibroid lung from ordinary cases of chronic 
bronchitis and emphysema is made when one finds 
evidence of dulness on percussion and auscultation 
of the chest walls. In the latter condition as a rule 
there is more frequent expectoration and the 
dyspnoea is not so pronounced as in cases of fibroid 
lung. In addition we may find that there is a little 
increase in the body temperature with chronic 
bronchitis, while in cases of uncomplicated fibroid 
lung the temperature may remain normal. 

Chronic tuberculosis of the lung must be differ- 
entiated from fibroid lung, but this as a rule is easy. 
The temperature chart will be most helpful in 
deciding whether the patient is infected with tuber- 
culosis or not, and while sometimes one finds a 
little cavitation in cases of fibroid lung the physical 
characters of this condition are very much different 
from those found in tuberculous cases, and of 
course in the latter one often finds the bacilli 
present in the sputum. 


Prognosis and Treatment. 


With regard to the prognosis Sir Thomas Oliver, 
whose experience of this disease is unrivalled in 
this country, states that when once the disease is 
thoroughly established the outlook is far from 
good, but that in the early stages if the patient 
changes his occupation to a more healthy employ- 
ment then the chances of recovery are not altogether 
hopeless. The same writer emphasises the fact that 
pneumoconiosis favours tuberculous infection, and 
when this occurs the prognosis is much more grave. 
He regards hemoptysis as a very grave symptom, 
and he points out that in some cases acute pneu- 
monia supervenes with a rapidly fatal result. 

The treatment of fibroid lung may be considered 
under several headings. There is no disease to 
which the saying “ prevention is better than cure” 
is more applicable than to the case of those miners 
who are exposed to such conditions which may 
result in them contracting fibroid lung. It is most 
important, when it is known that the dust of a mine 
contains irritating particles, such as quartz or hard 
metalliferous dust, that means should be taken, 
either by ventilation or by spraying with water, to 
render the atmosphere of the mine as free from 
dust as possible. I have already indicated that in 
this country the Coal Mines Regulation Act has 
rendered fibroid lung among miners an almost 
unknown disease, but the records from South 
Africa, Australia, and other countries show that 
where the conditions are less favourable than they 
are in England, miners’ phthisis is still a great 
danger, and it is to be hoped that in endeavouring 
to prevent explosions by rendering the coal dust 
innocuous by the so-called inert dusts the atmo- 
sphere of the mine will not be vitiated by a quartz- 
containing dust, which in the course of time will 
expose the miners to conditions favouring the con- 
traction of fibroid lung. 

In early cases of this disease it is important for 
the worker to be removed from his occupation and 
‘ransferred to a healthier one, and it is advisable 





for him to improve, if possible, his home surround- 
ings. Of drugs, potassium iodide, nux vomica, and 
ammonium carbonate are probably the most useful. 
In the convalescent stages, glycerophosphates, 
strychnine, and Easton’s syrup may be of the 
greatest value, and if there be any loss of weight 
cod liver oil in a palatable form or extract of malt 
should be given for a period of two or three months. 
Oliver points out that Rand miners with fibrosis 
of the lungs should not settle down at the seaside 
on their return to England, as it has been found 
that they do badly on the coast of Natal as well as 
on board ship on their return home. 


Naked-eye Appearance of Fibroid Lung. 

At post-mortem examinations the pleura is gene- 
rally found to be thickened, more especially at the 
base of the lungs, and there may be adhesions 
between the parietal and visceral layers of this 
membrane. In the majority of cases there is no 
effusion in the pleural cavity, but occasionally, 
when cedema of the ankles and ascites occur as a 
result of dilatation of the right side of the heart, 
then we also may find pleural effusion as well as 
effusion into the pericardium. The lungs may be 
anthracotic to some extent, which will vary accord- 
ing to the nature of the man’s employment and the 
atmospheric conditions of his home surroundings. 
But the most characteristic lesion is a fibrotic con- 
dition of the lung. There will be an increase of 
fibrous tissue, especially at the base of the lung, 
and on section one may find that the lung is hard 
and gritty, and although the cut surface may be 
smooth in places the bronchi may be unduly 
prominent and stand out from the section on 
account of the loss of contractility. The bronchial 
walls will be thickened and fibrous, and in many 
cases we may find bronchiectasis. There may be 
areas of hardness, and we may find that some of 
these areas have broken down in the centre and 
become necrotic, with the result that irregular 
cavities may be formed with ragged walls. Some- 
times these changes are associated with tuber- 
culosis, but not invariably so. Emphysema is 
generally present, especially at the margins of the 
lungs, although it may be seen in the body of the 
lung itself. 

The bronchial glands are very often enlarged, 
deeply pigmented, and usually containing a large 
amount of carbonaceous material. These glands 
may be hard and gritty to the feel, and on section 
the same characteristics will be perceived. There 
may also be enlargement of the mediastinal glands, 
but there is no evidence to show that the mesen- 
teric lymphatic glands are affected. The right side 
of the heart is dilated and the walls of the ventricle 
hypertrophied, and there may be general cedema 
with congestion of the kidneys, liver, and spleen. 
There is much less emaciation than there is in 
those who die from tuberculous disease of the 
lung. 

EXPERIMENTS ON Dust INHALATION. 


The most recent observations upon the effect of 
dust upon health have been made by Professor J.M. 
Beattie, of Liverpool University. When at Sheffield 
he had made many observations upon the effect of 
stone dust upon the health of grinders in the 
cutlery industry, and he was requested by the Royal 
Commission on Mines to conduct a series of experi- 
ments to show the effect produced on the lungs by 
the inhalation of coal dust and powdered shale 
taken from an argillaceous grey band, and also 
stone dust in silica such as one finds in the dust 
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which is thrown off from the cutler’s grinding 
wheel. Dr. Haldane has many times expressed the 
opinion that coal dust containing no free silica has 
no injurious effect upon the lungs, but that 
silicious dust—that is to say, dust containing free 
silica or any hard material—is extremely dangerous. 
It has been proposed, as we have already seen, to 
introduce inert dust into the mines to dilute the 
coal dust found along the roadways so as to render 
the coal dust non-inflammable, and it is therefore 
important to have precise knowledge as to the exact 
effect upon the lungs of these inert dusts which are 
proposed to be used for this purpose. 

Professor Beattie had previously found that 
fibrosis of the lung could be produced in guinea- 
pigs after a comparatively short exposure to the 
dust from the cutler’s grinding wheel, and having 
established that fact he proceeded to carry out 
experiments on guinea-pigs with the dusts which I 
have already mentioned. The conclusions which 
he draws from his experiments I will give in his 
own words:— 

1. That the effects produced in the lungs of guinea-pigs 
which have been exposed to the inhalation of dust correspond 
with those produced on man. 2. That the effects produced 
vary with the time of exposure and particularly with the 
quantity and quality of the dust which is inhaled. 3. The 
more concentrated the dust in the atmosphere the more 
rapidly will fibrosis be prodaced, and the more irritating the 
dust the more intense will be the fibrosis. 4. The inhalation 
of such stone dusts as are rich in silica seems to be parti- 
cularly injurious. And 5. That the powdered shale used in 
these experiments does not produce more irritation in the 
lungs than does coal dust, and judging by the comparatively 
non-injurious effects of coal dust on the general health of the 
workers powdered shale may also be regarded as compara- 
tively harmless. 


In these experiments the powdered shale dust 
was obtained from the Altofts colliery, near 
Wakefield. 

Professor Beattie also made a post-mortem exa- 
mination of the lungs of a dead pony which had 
worked for 14 years underground at this colliery, 
and for the last year had been subjected to the 
effect of the shale dust employed there. He found 
that very little coal dust and no shale dust were 
present in the lung, which was quite free from 
fibrosis, and he explains this from the fact that the 
dust was absorbed through the mucous membrane 
of the windpipe, which has a large superficial area 
in a pony, so that very little dust reached the 
lungs. 

It thus appears that, as far as shale dust which 
is used at the Altofts colliery is concerned, it may 
be regarded as innocuous if the conditions under 
which Professor Beattie performed his experiments 
upon the guinea-pigs may be regarded as similar to 
the conditions which prevail in a coal mine in 
which shale dust is used. 

In the experiments which Professor Beattie per- 
formed the exposure of the guinea-pigs to the shale 
dust and to the other dusts which he used on each 
day was. only for a limited period. On the first day 
of exposure, for instance, the time was half an hour, 
on the fourth day for an hour, on the fifth day an 
hour and a half, and so on; and I understand that 
the dust was blown forcibly into the guinea-pig’s 
face if not down its throat: this is entirely different 
from the slow and regular inhalation of dust which 
would occur in the case of a miner in a coal mine. 
In Professor Beattie’s experiments there was no 
exposure to the dust on the second and third days, 
and in each week there was no exposure for more 
than five days. One cannot but feel that the 





forcible way in which the dust was inhaled and the 
short exposure to this violent inhalation are con- 
ditions totally different from those found in the 
mine, and I do not think that any just comparison 
can be made by these experiments upon guinea-pigs 
when the maximum has only been for 65 hours over 
a period of 51 days. 

The action of silicious dust is always insidious, 
and there may be no symptoms apparent for many 
years. The pathological condition is. due to the 
accumulative effect of the mechanical irritation 
of the crystalline or hardened dust, and it is 
common knowledge that the exposure for a short 
period of time would have little effect upon the 
lung tissue of the men exposed to the inhalation of 
an atmosphere containing silicious dust. In the 
case of Sheffield grinders the onset may be very 
much quicker, because the dust that is thrown off 
from the grinder’s wheel contains in addition to 
quartz a considerable percentage of emery and 
carborundum. 

Dr. J. W. Mellor, of Stoke-upon-Trent, has made 
careful analyses of samples of shale dust from 
the Altofts colliery, and he finds that there is 
present in the samples which have been sub- 
mitted to him quartz to the extent of 344 per 
cent. and felspathic detritus to the extent of 
66 per cent., while the total amount of argil- 
laceous matter formed 478 per cent. of the 
sample. When the residue of the Altofts shale, 
which has been obtained during the process of 
rational analysis, is examined microscopically the 
grains show a marked angularity, indicating. that 
the attack of acids upon the larger grains was not 
very marked. Dr. Mellor found that the composi- 
tion of Altofts shale might be expressed as 
follows: Carbon, 44 per cent.; ferrous carbonate, 
84; argillaceous matter, 47°8; felspathic detritus, 
66; and quartz, 344 per cent. 

Professor Beattie in his third series of experi- 
ments admits that he subjected the guinea-pigs to 
the inhalation of stone dust which was rich in 
silica, but he only makes passing reference to the 
composition of this dust in the cases of guinea-pigs 
which were exposed to the dust from the grinding 
wheels of the Sheffield grinder; but I have already 
explained that this is not a fair test to which the 
animals should be put if a comparison is to be 
made with the conditions which prevail in the 
mine. Surely powdered shale which contains 35 per 
cent. of quartz is rich enough in hard silicious 
matter to produce fibrosis of the lungs if the 
inhalation of this dust is carried on sufficiently 
long; but from the microscopical examination of 
the specimens which Professor Beattie describes it 
appears that these animals upon which he experi- 
mented did not breathe the dust for a sufficiently 
long time, although some dust was evidently taken 
into the lungs, as is evidenced by the micro- 
scopical sections. 

The case of potters’ silicosis I have investigated, 
which was in an advanced stage and of many years 
duration, was due to the inhalation of a dust con- 
taining approximately 25 per cent. of quartz, and 
it is ineonceivable that a dust so rich in quartz as 
the Altofts shale should be regarded as innocuous 
when a much larger percentage of quartz is 
present. 

Professor Beattie appears to have lost sight of the 
importance of the size of the dust granules in 
making his investigations. It cannot be too clear!) 
understood that it is only fine dust that enters the 
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miner. Further, it is’ only fine dust that would 
render the coal dust inert, so that we are only con- 
cerned with the employment of shale dust or any 
other inert dust to render the coal dust of the 
mine non-inflammable. On the other hand, coarse 
dust will not enter the lung; it is too heavy to be 
inhaled, and when thrown out of the barrow with a 
shovel all the heavy granules will fall to the floor 
of the mine and will not be carried to the nooks and 
crevices in the roof and sides or round the timber so 
as tomix with thecoal dust which is present there,and 
even if a mixture were formed of coarse dust with 
coal dust it is questionable whether it would render 
the coal dust inert. Dr. Mellor’s analyses show the 
importance of further investigation and experi- 
ments into the question of the kinds of dust which 
shall be used for the purpose of preventing 
explosions. A dust which contains 35 per cent. 
of quartz and nearly 50 per cent. of argillaceous 
matter must be viewed with profoundest distrust if 
the health of the worker is to be considered. It 
would appear that if this method were employed, 
while one evil was being remedied another insidious 
evil would be produced, and it is possible that we 
might have a condition of things in English mines 
similar to what prevails on the Rand and in 
Australia. This trouble would not be apparent at 
the beginning; some years might elapse before the 
disastrous effects of the inhalation of this silicious 
dust would be seen, but when the condition of 
fibroid lung has been set up the course of the 
disease would run in the same way as we have 
found it in the South African miners, among the 
grinders of Sheffield, and,.as was formerly found, 
among the Staffordshire potters. 


THE INFLUENCE OF TEMPERATURE ON THE HEALTH 
OF MINERS. 

The tables of Professor Cadman and Mr. Whalley 
show that the dry-bulb temperature of the mines of 
this country registers 95°5°, 96°, 92°, 97°8°, 88°8°, and 
87°F., and the same observers found that the wet- 
bulb readings in certain mines were 79°, 82°5°, 77°, 
79°8°, 82°, 81°5°, and 87°F. in different mines, and I 
have made observations myself in coal mines where 
the dry-bulb reading has registered as much as 90° 
and the wet bulb over 80°F. It will therefore be 
seen that in a considerable number of mines in this 
country the men are working at very high tempera- 
tures, and it cannot be denied that these tempera- 
tures are not only injurious to the health of the 
worker, but without doubt they have a considerable 
effect upon their working capacity. 

From the experiments of Dr. Fraser Harris at 
Birmingham University upon the human subject it 
appears that high temperatures with a high degree 
of moisture increase the pulse-rate and the body 
temperature and cause a considerable loss of body 
weight; the respiration rate is not changed out of 
proportion to the increased pulse-rate. Professor 
Langlois, of Paris, has shown that in an atmosphere 
aia temperature exceeding 77° F. (wet bulb) venti- 
lation exercised a considerable influence. At 86° F. 
(wet bulb) the subject, even when resting, was very 
uncomfortable, if not inconvenienced; in a non- 
ventilated atmosphere exceeding 77° (wet bulb) 
the body temperature rose 1°8° to 2°7° F., and the 
blood pressure was increased by 18 to 25 m.m. of 
mercury. The quantity of water evaporated varied 
according to the temperature and to the hygro- 
metrical state of the atmosphere. 

Haldane, as a result of experiments which he 
has made upon the effect. of working at high wet- 


bulb temperatures, summarises the results of his 
experiments as follows :— 


It is clear that in still and warm air what matters to the 
persons present is neither the temperature of the air nor its 
relative saturation, nor the absolute percentage of aqueous 
vapour present, but the temperature shown by the wet-bulb 
thermometer. If this exceeds a certain point, about 78° F., 
continuous hard work becomes impracticable, and beyond 
88° it becomes impracticable for ordinary persons even to 
stay for long periods in such air, although practice may 
increase to some extent the limit which can be tolerated. 
In moving air, on the other hand, the limit is extended 
upwards by severa) degrees. Men working a rock drill ina 
hot end or rise in a mine, for instance, have the great 
advantage that the air is kept in constant motion by the 
exhaust air from the drill, and that as this exhaust air is very 
dry, the wet-bulb thermometer at the working place is con- 
siderably reduced, even if the rock be wet or damped bya 
jet or spray of water to prevent dust. 


Again, when giving evidence before a Depart- 
mental Committee on the humidity and ventila- 
tion in cotton-weaving sheds, Dr. Haldane said 
that he should propose that 75°F. (wet bulb) be 
taken as a maximum, and below this temperature 
there should always be the difference of 2° between 
the two thermometers ; 70° (wet bulb) is the tem- 
perature which the Home Office specify as the 
maximum for a factory, but he considered that in 
the special conditions in Lancashire weaving- 
sheds, and limiting the 75° to the summer heat— 
the warmer part of the year—there should be no 
objection to going to 75°. 

Dr. M. S. Pembrey, as the result of observations 
upon himself and medical students and soldiers, 
was of opinion that 70°F. by the wet bulb should 
be the maximum, and he pointed out that at lower 
temperatures work could be done at a faster rate, 
more efficiently and with less fatigue and injury to 
health, and that the effect of work in a warm moist 
atmosphere is to increase the temperature, pulse- 
rate, and loss of moisture out of proportion to the 
work done. 

The question of wet-bulb temperatures in coal 
mines has become all the more important on 
account of the spraying by water of coal seams 
and roadways for the purpose of preventing ex- 
plosions, and it can be easily understood that in 
mines of high temperature with an atmosphere 
saturated with moisture while the risk of ex- 
plosions is diminished the working conditions are 
less favourable both to the health of the miner and 
to his efficiency as a workman apart from the con- 
sideration of explosions. According to the French 
mining law any temperature exceeding 77°F. on 
the wet-bulb thermometer must be considered 
high. 

Another important point in connexion with the 
watering of mines where the temperature exceeds 
70° is that favourable conditions are being created 
for the development of ankylostomiasis, should the 
disease be introduced into the pit. Up to the 
present English coal mines have not, as far as we 
know, been infected with this disease, but when it 
is remembered that the disease is frequent in the 
tropics and in the mines of South Africa, India, 
and South America, and that a large number of 
men return home to resume work in the mines of 
this country, we cannot shut our eyes to the possi- 
bility of infection of the mines of this country, and 
of course we cannot forget that the tin mines of 
Cornwall have been seriously infected with this 
disease during recent years and large numbers of 
men have contracted ankylostomiasis. While no 





cases have been recorded recently among this class 
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of miner, we have no proof as yet that the Corhish 
tin mines are free from infection; hence this may 
be another source of infection. 

In addition to these possible sources of infection 
a large number of Poles work both in the coal 
mines of Scotland and also in South Wales, and 
these workers may also be carriers of the disease. 
On the opening up of the Kentish coalfield, where 
the seams are of great depth and the temperature 
correspondingly high, there may be an inrush of 
French and Belgian, or even Polish miners, and I 
think it behoves the management of these pits to 
keep a keen look-out for the possibility of ankylo- 
stomiasis being found among them. 





THE TREATMENT OF LEPROSY BY 
INTRAVENOUS INJECTIONS OF 
IODOFORM.

DurinG the spring of 1912 I read an article by 
Dr. W. M. Crofton, of Dublin, on the treatment of 
pulmonary tuberculosis by means of intravenous 
injections of tuberculin and iodoform,' which in his 
hands had met with considerable success; and it 
occurred to me that this treatment or some modifica- 
tion of it might be worth trying in leprosy, a disease 
which in many respects, both clinical and patho- 
logical, has resemblances to tuberculosis. I com- 
municated with Dr. Crofton, who very kindly gave 
me the details of his methods, and sent out to me a 
sufficient outfit to start the treatment. 

For those who are not familiar with this method 
as used in tuberculosis it may be as well to state 
it briefly; it is as follows. A 4-grain tablet of 
iodoform is thoroughly powdered and put into an 
all-glass hypodermic syringe, 3 minims of liquid 
paraffin and then 7 minims of ether are drawn 
into the syringe, the needle is sealed with lanolin 
to prevent evaporation of the ether, and the syringe 
is then shaken until all the iodoform has been 
dissolved. The skin of the patient’s arm having 
been washed with an antiseptic lotion and sponged 
with ether, a tourniquet is applied above the elbow, 
sufficiently tight to obstruct the venous but not 
the arterial circulation, and the contents of the 
syringe are injected into the median basilic or 
median cephalic vein. 

Where the iodoform treatment is combined with 
tuberculin the tubercle bacilli are dissolved in 
2 per cent. benzoyl chloride in liquid paraffin and 
so arranged that 5 minims contain the requisite 
dose; this amount then (5 minims) is taken up into 
the syringe after the dose of iodoform has been 
placed in it, and then 7 minims of ether as before. 
The contents of the syringe are then injected into 
the muscles of the dorsum ilii after the skin has 
been prepared in the usual way. 

This, shortly, is the method of administering the 
drug as described by Dr. Crofton, and I have given 
it in the same way in the cases of leprosy described 
below, except that the combination with tuber- 
culin was omitted after a short trial on several 
cases of the nodular variety, as no reaction was 
obtained with it. It was found more convenient, 
when several cases had to be treated, to dissolve 
the requisite amount of iodoform in a non-actinic 
all-glass bottle, with a little more ether than stated

above so as to allow for evaporation, and the solu- 
tion being drawn directly into the syringe. In this 
way several injections could be given rapidly, but 
only sufficient solution was prepared for one day's 
use. 

Condition of Patients, Dose, éc. 


Of the 12 patients on whom the treatment was 
tried for three months or longer, 4 were of the 
purely nodular type, 5 were of the purely anes- 
thetic type, and 3 were of the mixed type. As 
regards the duration of the disease at the time 
treatment was commenced, the shortest was 2 
years and the longest 17 years. I would prefer to 
have selected cases in the earlier stages of the 
disease, as soon as the diagnosis was certain. This, 
however, in a disease that begins so insidiously as 
leprosy is not easy, for not only are the initia) 
symptoms such as intermittent attacks of fever 
and pains generally relegated to some other cause, 
but the patient and his friends have a tendency to 
conceal the fact from public knowledge as long as 
possible, and this is, of course, especially so in 
places where any form of segregation is carried 
out. 

Dose.—To begin with, } grain of iodoform was 
given twice a week; this was gradually increased 
up to 1 grain given five times a week. In addi- 
tion to the intravenous injections given in the 
manner described above, in 4 cases a local reaction 
was aimed at also—that is to say, the solution of 
iodoform was injected into the substance of the 
nodules, the amount varying from 10-30 minims of 
the solution according to the size of the nodule. 
Four or five nodules were. treated in this way at 
the same time, and when the resulting ulceration 
had healed another four or five were injected, and 
so on. 

All the patients were examined for the presence 
of lepra bacilli, the fluid being taken from a nodule 
when such was present, and failing this the nasal 
secretion was examined, and the number and effect 
on the bacilli were observed from time to time 
during the course of the treatment. The bacillus 
was found in all the tubercular and mixed cases, 
but in only one of the anesthetic cases. 


Results. 


These may be classed as follows: (a) Effects on 
tubercular and mixed cases ; (b) effects on anes- 
thetic cases; (c) effects on special symptoms and 
general health ; and (d) effects on lepra bacilli. 

(a) Effects on tubercular cases.—Of this variety 
4 cases were treated, 3 of which showed marked 
improvement during the period, and 2 of the 
mixed cases also showed improvement as regards 
the tubercular portion of the disease. The changes 
noted were as follows. After a period varying 
from 6 to 12 weeks the nodules became softened 
and finally broke down and ulcerated, the ulcers 
discharging copiously a thin pus containing numer- 
ous lepra bacilli. Other nodules, generally smal, 
and more especially on the face, apparently under- 
went absorption and disappeared without ulcera- 
tion. Two of the patients had large leprotic 
infiltrations stretching across the chest and abdo- 
men; these underwent ulceration in the same way 
as the smaller masses. 

The ulceration of the nodules was generally 
accompanied by a rise of temperature to 101° or 
102° F. for the first week or so, after which the 
temperature became normal. There was no difti- 
culty in getting the ulcers to heal; the leprotic 
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surface which healed without trouble if washed 
daily with an antiseptic lotion and dressed with 
carbolic or zine ointment, The time taken between 
the softening of the nodules and the complete 
healing of the resulting ulcers in no case exceeded 
12 weeks, and was generally much less. 

The change produced in the appearance of these 
five patients was very noticeable, the “leonine ” 
expression disappeared, thickened ears and lips 
went down, and the skin in the region of the ulcers 
appeared smooth and normal in thickness ; over the 
ulcer itself were left scars in some places. 

The process of ulceration described above appears 
to be similar to that which naturally occurs in 
leprotic nodules from time to time, without treat- 
ment of any kind, and which is nature’s attempt at 
cure—that is to say, there is a softening of the 
nodule, the skin breaks, and its contents are 
extruded. That the ulceration mentioned in the 
cases described was due to the injections of iodo- 
form, and not to the natural course of the disease, 
may, I think, reasonably be inferred from the 
following facts. Firstly, as far as my experience 
goes, ulceration occurring in the ordinary course 
of the disease is of a very limited extent; and, 
secondly, it seems very unlikely that a series of 
nodules in two or more patients would begin soften- 
ing and breaking down at or about the same time. 
In addition to this the 4 cases in which a local 
reaction was aimed at showed that the nodules 
which were injected broke down in the manner 
described, whilst others remained intact. 

(b) Effects on anesthetic cases.—Of this variety 
5 were treated, and all with the exception of one 
were advanced cases, with numerous anzwsthetic 
areas, paralysis of the muscles of the forearm and 
the interossei muscles of the hand, “main en 
griffe,” and loss of fingers or toes. None of these 
symptoms underwent any noticeable change during 
the period of treatment; as it is probable, how- 
ever, that in these patients the destruction of 
the nerve fibres had proceeded so far as to be con- 
verted into connective tissue, no other result could 
be expected from either this or any other remedy. 
In the fifth case, which was one of only two years’ 
duration, and in which the patient had no other 
symptoms beyond the patches of anesthesia on 
the skin, there was thought to be some slight 
improvement, but not sufficiently definite as 
to be properly described as being due to the 
treatment. 

(c) Effects on special symptoms and general 
health.—All the patients treated, both tubercular 
and anesthetic, said that they felt better and 
stronger as a result of the treatment, that their 
appetites had improved, and that they were able to 
do more work. With the exception of the 5 cases 
which made obvious improvement it is impossible 
to say how much of this, if amy, was due to the 
injections, and how much due to the psychological 
effect of something new being tried. As regards 
special symptoms there were no serious eye 
affections amongst any of the patients; 2 of the 
tubercular cases had throat lesions, of which 1 
improved during the treatment, and 3 suffered 
from impotence, which they stated left them, and 
that their functions in this respect were restored. 

(a) Effects on the lepra bacilli.—The method of 
investigation was as follows. Fluid from a nodule 
or from the nose was taken and stained by Ziehl- 
Neelsen’s method, and the number of bacilli in a 
dozen fields was noted. This was done from time 
to time during the course of the treatment and the 





results compared. As stated above, in 4 of the 
anesthetic cases the bacillus was not found. 

In the cases in which ulceration occurred it was 
found that during the period of profuse discharge 
and sloughing of the contents of the nodule the 
number of the bacilli was greatly increased, in- 
numerable clumps being seen in each field. After 
the contents of the nodule were extruded, leaving a 
clean granulating surface, the number gradually 
declined, until many fields contained no bacilli at 
all, and others contained either small clumps or 
bacilli scattered singly. With regard to the nodules 
which underwent absorption similar effects were 
noted. 

Notes of Cases showing Improvement.’ 


CasE 1.—Native of Sokoto, Mohamedan, aged about 50. 
Had leprosy four years; family not known to be affected ; 
three wives, one a leper. Had eaten dried fish as long as he 
could remember. Condition in June, 1913: Well-marked 
case of nodular variety ; numerous deposits on face, leonine 
appearance, thickening of ears; two large deposits ‘en 
cuirasse,” one on chest, the other just above umbilicus ; 
numerous small nodules scattered over front of chest, small 
of back, and arms; a few nodules on the legs. He was 
suffering from loss of voice, and was impotent ; numerous 
lepra bacilli in fluid from nodules and nose. 

September, 1913: Several medium-sized nodules on the 
chest had softened and commenced to ulcerate ; temperature 
101° F. Patient did not feel ill and was able to attend to 
his farm. Some of the smaller nodules on the face had dis- 
appeared. October, 1913: Injections given into the sub- 
stance of the nodules as well as intravenously. ‘The nodules 
thus injected began to soften and break down after about 
the sixth time. The large deposits on the chest and abdomen 
were similarly treated. Smears from ulcers showed large 
masses of lepra bacilli. 

January, 1914: The improvement had continued ; ulcers 
nearly all healed ; many nodules absorbed without ulcera- 
tion. The man’s appearance showed a remarkable change ; 
he had lost flesh, but felt quite well; lepra bacilli in smear 
very few. March, 1914: No nodules on chest or abdomen ; 
a few small nodules on forehead and chin; ears showed less 
thickening. 

CasE 7.—Male, aged 40, race Fulani, Mohamedan. Had 
leprosy five years; a brother, the child of another wife of 
his father, a leper ; had always eaten dried fish. Condition 
in August, 1913: Had lost portions of various fingers and 
toes; paralysis of interossei muscles in both hands; wrist- 
drop in left hand ; anwsthetic patches on trunk. He had 
lately had attacks of fever and pains in the limbs and 
headache. There were several small nodules of the face, 
and the eyebrows were thickened ; the nodules had, he said, 
appeared recently. 

December, 1913: The injections had been used intra- 
venously only, no local injections being used into the 
nodules. The face had greatly improved, only a few 
nodules being left on the chin. The patient said that he 
felt much better. This case was afterwards lost sight of. 


Cases 9 and 10.—-Tubercular leprosy; had been ill for 
two and four years respectively. Both natives of Birnin Kebbi. 
Both had always eaten dried fish. Those cases were very 
similar in every. respect to Case 1. Their treatment was 
begun in November, 1913, and by the end of February, 1914, 
the difference in their appearance was very marked, scarcely 
any nodules being left, and the lepra bacilli being scanty 
and difficult to find. These patients are still receiving 
injections twice a week. 


CasE 12.—Male, aged about 30, a pagan; had leprosy 
three years. July, 1912: A case of tubercular leprosy ; 
numerous nodules on face, arms, and trunk; prominent 
masses above eyebrows; throat affected; suffered from 
attacks of fever followed by fresh crops of nodules ; 
numerous lepra bacilli. October, 1912: The case had been 
treated both by intravenous injections and also by injections 
into nodules. Many of the nodules had ulcerated and 
healed; at least 6 nodules which had not been injected 
locally had ulcerated. The patient spoke better; some of

the smaller nodules had been absorbed. Through my going 
home on leave this case was unfortunately lost sight. of. 


Conclusions. 


Of the 4 tubercular cases treated 3 showed 
undoubted improvement, and in the fourth the 
signs were distinctly encouraging at the time the 
treatment was unavoidably discontinued. In all of 
these cases the injections were given locally into 
the nodules as well as intravenously, and it might 
be thought at first that the ulceration described 
was merely the result of irritating fluid in the 
nodule, and that there was only a local effect 
produced. The course of the cases described is, 
however, opposed to this view, as in none of them 
were the local injections given on the face, and yet 
the nodules on the face underwent great improve- 
ment, and to a large extent disappeared entirely. 
One of the mixed cases, too, which received no 
local injections into nodules improved greatly as 
regards the nodular portion of the disease. 

From my experience, then, in these cases I am of 
opinion that it would be quite worth while to give 
this remedy a more extended trial and in a larger 
series of cases, using both intravenous injections 
and also local injections into the nodules, care being 
taken that the area of ulceration is controlled to a 
reasonable size, so as not to produce too severe a 
drain on the patient's health. 

Post-mortem reports on the bodies of lepers 
appear to indicate that, at any rate for some years, 
in the vast majority of cases the disease does not 
produce any internal lesions ; the bacilli are seldom 
found in the blood or urine and only very occasion- 
ally in the feces. The disease is largely, then, one 
whose manifestations are confined to the skin, and 
the cure of which attempted by nature is by means 
of ulceration and sloughing of the leprous deposits 
therein. Any drug, therefore, which will bring 
about this natural process in the nodules, causing 
extrusion of the deposits and with them of millions 
of bacilli, and leaving behind soundly healed, 
apparently healthy skin, is, I think, worthy of con- 
sideration. These remarks apply entirely and only 
to tubercular cases. In anesthetic cases, where 
permanent changes have evidently taken place in 
nerve sheaths and fibres, the chances of benefit 
are obviously nil, and in any early case before such 
changes have occurred I have had no opportunity 
of trying this method of treatment. 

Of the remedies that are being tried in various 
places at the present time the most diverse 
results are reported by different observers in 
the use of the same remedy. To take only 
four of these remedies, leproline, nastin, salvarsan, 
and chaulmoogra oil, and reading the extracts 
from various papers given in the Tropical Diseases 
Bulletin during the last two years, on them 
the authors express the most divergent conclusions. 
Taking leproline, Rutherford found no improvement 
in 32 cases, while H. Gougerot writes that “it has 
a distinct curative action,” and “ the best treatment 
we know of.” Taking nastin, Schumacher and 
Max Rudolph had cases which improved under its 
use, while E. P. Minett considers that it has “ very 
little beneficial effect.” With regard to salvarsan, 
Gaucher and Boinet speak of it favourably, the 
course of treatment being combined with bee 
stings. Paldrock had 9 cases which improved 
temporarily followed by a relapse, and Veillon and 
Serra consider it has no benefit. As to chaul- 
moogra oil, Kirby Smith found that there was no 


obtained an apparent cure from the treatment when 
combined with oil of camphor and resorcin.. 
There are, of course, many reasons which \may 
account for these very divergent results, but | 
suggest that one of the chief may be that the 
disease is attacked by different observers whilst in 
different stages. The initial lesions of the disease 
are unknown, and the knowledge of its subsequent 
stages very imperfect, and it may be that a 
substance has the power of destroying the bacilli 
and arresting the disease in certain stages and is 
quite useless at other periods. Therefore, until our 
knowledge of the pathology of leprosy is more 
accurate, given any case which does not improve 
after fair trial under one kind of treatment, I think 
that other forms which have been found of benefit 
in other hands should be tried, and careful notes 
made of the stage in which the disease is. This 
would, I think, lead to greater uniformity of 
results. 
In conclusion, I should like to draw attention to 
the history of fish-eating in all the preceding cases. 
Certain kinds of fish locally known as “ taragassa” 
and “ kulumi”’—the latter not unlike the cat-fish in 
appearance—are, according to popular report, the 
cause of leprosy if eaten frequently. The native 
method of dealing with fish is to open them, clean 
them roughly, and then dry them for about 12 
hours in smoke; they are then sold in the market. 
It is probable, however, that the drying is very 
imperfect, and rotting fish would, I think, be a 
better description of the product as sold than dried 
fish ; but the native view is that it is not every 
kind of fish that can convey leprosy, but .only 
certain kinds, especially the two mentioned above. 

Leprosy is extremely prevalent in Sokoto 
province, and has been for many years, and the 
natives have of course evolved this fish-eating 
theory without any knowledge of European views. 
I mention it accordingly as affording an interesting 
and independent piece of information in support 
of the theory of the late Sir Jonathan Hutchinson 
regarding the cause of leprosy.

SOME CASES OF TRAUMATIC HYSTERIA. 
By J. W. GEARY GRANT, F.R.O.S. Eve. 





For some years past whilst examining workmen’s 
compensation and other cases for insurance com- 
panies I have happened to run across a considerable 
number of cases of definite traumatic hysteria 
(as distinguished from the ubiquitous traumatic 
neurasthenia); cases which I believe Janet calls 
“hysterical accidents”—that is to say, local 
manifestations of the hysterical state, determined 
by some fortuitous event, focusing the mind on 
the particular part concerned. Whilst of the cases 
I have examined these have furnished quite a con- 
siderable proportion, they can hardly be very 
common, for on inquiring among one or two 
medical men, who exclusively examine for large 
collieries, they appear to have had few or none. 
The following cases selected from many similar 
ones illustrate different types of this “ hysterical 
accident.” Since I put them together I have had 
the advantage of reading the Lumleian lectures by 
Dr. J. A. Ormerod,’ and I think that these cases 
which I am fully aware are very short and

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incomplete, may be of interest in connexion with his 
lucid exposition of the modern theories of hysteria. 

The cases of anesthesia have been far the most 
common, but I have only given one, for they all have 
nearly the same features; usually the stocking, 
glove, hind-quarter, or fore-quarter type. In most 
of them I have remarked what Dr. Ormerod terms 
Janet's sign, answering “ No” when the anesthetic 
part is touched. I have also found that in hemi- 
anesthesia the vibrations of a tuning-fork are not 
felt when on the supposed anesthetic side of the 
sternum and are at once appreciated when brought 
half an inch or so to the other side. Similarly 
with hysterical deafness, when the tuning-fork is 
passed to and fro across the middle line of the fore- 
head it is heard or not heard according as it is or is 
not on the supposed deaf side. 

As Dr. Ormerod points out, the anesthetic areas 
are ideational and represent the anatomical ideas 
of the man in the street, who very fortunately 
for the examiner has no knowledge as yet of 
Head’s segmental areas: but in some cases after 
repeated examinations with needles and suggestions 
as to where they feel and where they do not, the 
subjects make more or less good shots at peripheral 
nerve distributions, such as those of the median 
and ulnar. 

In connexion with anesthesia the absence of the 
plantar reflex in many cases is remarkable, and I 
think that attention is called to this point in Pro- 
fessor T. R. Glynn’s Bradshaw lecture,* and the 
inference is drawn that anesthesia cannot be purely 
ideational in hysteria. The normal plantar reflex 
is, however, a cortical reflex and its absence might 
therefore be explained by some block in the higher 
centres. Further, limbs the subject of hysterical 
anesthesia, contractures, or paralysis show, as 
might be expected. some interference with their 
nutrition; they are cold, they do not bleed readily 
when pricked, and the electrical response of the 
muscles, whilst normal qualitatively, is not so 
quantitatively ; by which I mean that a stronger 
faradic current is often required to obtain con- 
traction than is the case on the sound side. A 
frequent association I have found is an absent 
plantar reflex with a considerably increased knee- 
jerk, the corresponding reflexes on the sound side 
being normal. si 

A further point to which I should like to call 
attention is the question whether some cases do 
not start from a small patch of organic anesthesia 
due to injury of a peripheral nerve. In Mr. James 
Sherren’s “Injuries and Diseases of Nerves” he 
cites one or two such cases where an extensive 
hysterical anesthesia depended on a lesion of a 
small cutaneous nerve, in one case the anterior 
tibial, this being both verified and cured by the 
operation. In several of my cases this has occurred 
tome as possibly having been the starting-point, 
but I have never had the opportunity of verifying 
it by operation. It does seem feasible that a patch 
of anesthesia in a hysterical subject may by 
suggestion determine anesthesia of a limb. In 
one case, a brachial monoplegia, the history of the 
accident suggested injury to descending cutaneous 
branches of the cervical plexus ; in another wasting 
of the vasti after a blow on the thigh, followed at 
a much later date by anesthesia of the whole limb, 
suggested damage to a motor branch of the anterior 
crural, and possibly to cutaneous branches also; 
and in the first case of the following there may

have been, as in Mr. Sherren’s, damage to the 
anterior tibial nerve. 

In connexion with contractures I have never had 
the opportunity of examining them when the 
patient was asleep or under an anesthetic, and I 
was very interested to find that in the cases 
mentioned by Dr. Ormerod the contracture persisted 
during sleep. 

My greatest difficulty in these cases has been to 
determine whether they were genuine hysterical 
subjects or malingerers. I frankly confess, in spite 
of the statements of some authorities that this is a 
simple matter, that I usually find it quite beyond 
my powers to give my reasons why I regard one 
case as that of a malingerer and the other as that 
of a hysterical subject. Possibly a very elaborate 
examination, with determination cof the visual 
fields and search for all the known stigmata of the 
condition, might corroborate, but in the cases where 
a claim under the Workmen's Compensation Acts 
or at Common Law is pending so many other 
factors enter in that the difficulty is extreme. 
Hysteria in many cases is associated with a large 
element of moral perversity, and as the result of a 
not inconsiderable experience I feel convinced that 
some at least have started by deliberate feigning 
and exaggeration and have at last reached a stage 
where they are quite unable to control the con- 
dition, whether a paralysis or contracture, much as 
a habitual liar in time is said to believe his own 
tales. 

Further, it seems to me that to go so far as to say 
that “hysteria is as real as small-pox or cancer” *® 
is somewhat misleading. Any mental state is, of 
course, a reality per se, but taking these cases attri- 
buted to accident it is obvious that the hysterical 
condition is, in reality, precedent to the accident 
which merely determines the local manifestation of 
the underlying condition. Most of the following 
cases also arose as the result of very minor injuries, 
where there was little evidence of severe nervous 
shock; the accident itself acted by auto-suggestion, 
the auto-suggestions being strongly reinforced by 
injudicious treatment and the pernicious suggestion 
of stupid, ignorant, or designing relatives, the 
object in many instances being to magnify a condi- 
tion in order to enhance its financial value. 

Very different are the cases which Page and 
Thorburn relate, where there have been all the 
elements of profound psychic shock, railway 
accidents, explosions, and such occurrences. Into 
their pathology, so clearly explained by Thorburn, 
I need not enter, but in them it is evident that the 
accident truly is the causa causans of the resulting 
condition. By its profound effects on the nervous 
system it really is the cause of the resulting 
neurasthenia or hysteria, whichever may eventuate; 
but looking at the matter from what I conceive to 
be a commonsense point of view, it appears to me 
that to mulct a defendant in heavy damages for an 
imaginary condition in a plaintiff is not justice. 
Because a man after an abrasion of the hand allows 
himself to imagine that the injured member is 
useless, it is nothing less than an absurdity, I hold, to 
suggest that the person who has been held to have 
caused that simple injury should be also responsible 
for the mental state into which the injured person 
allows himself to fall. Moreover, the end result 
for the man, whatever sum he may obtain, is 
disastrous, for not with impunity do these people 
permit themselves to drift into such states.

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The consulting medical officer to a cértain 
company, after reading my report on one case, 
annotated it as follows: “ This man requires not 
massage or electrical treatment but a horse-whip,” 
and I am not sure that this somewhat drastic, if 
impracticable, treatment might not have been more 
effective in causing speedy recovery than the -£150 
he received in settlement after two years of loafing. 
Without, however, venturing to suggest this as an 
appropriate stimulus to supply the lacking will- 
power, I only desire in citing these cases to draw 
attention to their medico-legal relations and to 
what I look on as two distinct classes in regard to 
causation, firstly, those due to severe mental shock; 
and secondly, those due to trivial causes, injuries 
occurring in persons with a strong neuropathic ten- 
dency and often in their genesis depending on 
wilful exaggeration of symptoms, or deliberate 
feigning. 

Anesthesia of lower limb.—The patient was a collier aged 
34. In May, 1906, a stone fell on the dorsum of his right 
foot, which was bruised. He was laid up for a few weeks, 
and early in the case some loss of sensation was found on 
the dorsum (character and extent of this not specified). 
Later he was treated in an out-patient department with high 
frequency, &c., but he got worse and was only able to walk 
with the help of astick. When I examined him 18 months 
later he presented loss of all forms of sensation, epicritic and 
wrotopathic, to a line drawn circularly round the knee. Calf 
an inch less in circumference than the left. Knee- and ankle- 
jerks brisk. Noankleclonus. Noplantar reflex. Muscles of leg 
reacted to faradism, but required a much stronger current than 
left to produce the same result. Complained of ‘‘ agonising 
pain ” in foot and leg, and desired to have it amputated, but 
in spite of this he had a most serene and. self-satisfied 
expression. Asked to stand without support his right leg 
gave way, and he gently and carefully subsided to the 
ground. This case resulted in prolonged litigation, and was 
the subject of two appeals. When examined two years 
later anzsthesia had spread to fold of groin and nates. 
Disposed of for a large lump sum. 

Hysterical contracture.—The patient was a domestic 
servant. There was a small septic sinus on the back of 
the left hand between the fourth and fifth metacarpals, the 
wesult of operation for removal of a needle, and unconnected 
with bone, tendon or nerve. I laid it open and scraped it 
and it healed. Some weeks later she found she could not 
flex the fingers. Any attempt at passive flexion produced 
spasmodic contraction of extensors, but taking each finger 
separately and applying gentle pressure they could be 
passively flexed to full extent into palm, the extensors 
relaxing. No sensory loss. An arbitration followed with a 
decision in her favour. She passed from one medical man 
to another and to different hospitals. At one I believe she 
had an anesthetic and the hand was fixed with the fingers 
bent, but about a year later her condition was the same, and 
as far as one could judge she never bent her fingers; she 
was then lost sight of. 

Paralysis without sensory loss.—The patient, a collier’s boy, 
in October, 1905, was kicked in the hollow behind the left 
great trochanter by a horse. Examined in September, 1910. 
Has done no work since. Walks with stick, and without it 
leg gives way and he gently subsides to ground. Lying 
down limb when passively raised drops as soon as support 
removed. No sensery loss. Noankleclonus. Right knee- 
jerk normal; left exaggerated. Right great toe response 
flexor ; left absent. All muscles of limb react perfectly to 
weak current. A prolonged attempt at treatment with elec- 
tricity and massage at hospital did no good, and he was 
disposed of for a large sum. 

Hysterical monoplegia with anesthesia.—The patient, a 
chemical plumber aged 41, met with an accident in 
February, 1911. When bending a leaden pipe, 12 feet long, 
over his right shoulder he felt a jar in his shoulder and pain 
running down the upper outer side of the arm. Hew 
for a week. He was examined by various medical men and 
reported to have ruptured the brachial plexus. When 
examined in the following November the arm was kept 


including the trapezius, rhomboids, and spinati, reacted 
readily to a faradic current of the same strength as required 
by those of the left arm. Light touch, prick, minor d s 
of temperature and vibration sense loss over whole limb, 
limited by posterior border of scapula behind and midline of 
sternum in front, fore-quarter type. Pressure sense 
retained. Report: hysterical After a course 
of electrical treatment, which resuited in no improvement, 
compensation was stopped, and the patient then obtained an 
appointment abroad, receiving a small sum in settlement. 

A second case was that of a male, aged 40, who in 
February scraped the back of his right hand on a bin causing 
a simple abrasion, which healed in three weeks. He then 
lost all power in the hand and found weakness going up the 
arm and affecting the right leg. When examined at the 
end of April he was a robust, well-developed man, with his 
right hand hanging limply by the side. He made no attempt 
at grasping. The hand was colder than the other. Sensation 
of light touch and prick lost to a lire drawn circularly round 
the elbow. The muscles gave a perfectly normal response to 
faradism. Right knee-jerk exaggerated, no ankle clonus, 
plantar reflex flexor. His claim was settled at once for a 
small sum, and he was not seen again. 

Hysteria with spasmodic movements.—The patient on 
July 6th, 1910, when standing on top of a lift put his foot 
through a glass roof. No physical injury whatever. His 
health was said to have ually broken down since then, 
but he did not cease work until February, 1911. He was 
examined in May. As he entered the room he screamed 
and started the most extraordinary writhing movements of 
the hands, arms, and face. These movements, which 
resembled those of posthemiplegic athetosis, consisted of 
slow flexion of wrist, pronation of forearm, flexion of fore- 
arm, fingers in accoucheur’s position, and hands gradually 
behind the back and then to position of rest. The 
shoulders were raised and head bent over until they touched, 
and the mouth was drawn over to the side. Both sides 
were affected; speech was jerky and staccato. His 
aspect indicated terror of examination. Knee-jerks appeared 
grossly exaggerated, but this proved to be a purely 
voluntary act, as shown by the long reaction’ period 
and the fact that tapping the patella or tibia caused the 
jerk. On diverting his attention found to be normal. No 
sensory loss. Pupils normal. No apparent lack of intelli- 
gence. He remembered dates perfectly and discussed his 
case inteliigently with me. He was sent by his medical 
attendant to University College Hospital under Dr. J. 8. 
Risien Russell, who got, I am informed, his house physician 
to write to the solicitors of the insurance company pointing 
out the boy’s condition, that he was improving, but that this 
was delayed by impending litigation, and suggesting a com- 
promise on the basis of a small sum and a promise of work 
when certified cured. On my advice this was agreed to, and 
for a trifling sum and this guarantee, which was faithfully 
carried out, the case was settled, and the boy is now well and 
back at work. 

Hysteria with astasia abasia and fits.—The patient, aged 
31, a labourer underground, in January, 1903, was caught in 
the right calf by the hitching plate of a runaway tram. 
‘* Ruptured some sinews.” He was in bed for two months 
and on crutches for two years. He was in hospital for a 
month and was treated with faradism. There was loss of 
power in the right leg, right arm, and right side of the face. 
Latterly he had developed fits with aphasia, coming on at 
night. He fell out of bed and rolled underneath. His face 
was drawn to the right. He lost speech for from four to 
nine days, during which period he had to express his wants 
on a slate. He could not see or hear so well on the 
right side. When seen on April 18th he was a power- 
fully built man of fine muscular development. The cir- 
cumference of the lower limbs was approximately equal. 
On walking across the room he reeled to the left, 
but stood with eyes shut perfectly steadily, Wher 
he sat or stood on the sound leg he could move the 
affected one in any direction, and held it straight out in 
front of his body, a condition known as astasia abasia. 
Superficial reflexes were brisk and Babinski sign was 
not present; a spurious clonus on right side and 
greatly exaggerated jerk on tapping bone or tendon 
obviously like the clonus voluntary. It was found normal on 





helplessly by the side, but with help could be raised above 
the level of the shoulder. All the muscles of the limb, 


distracting attention. On testing muscles with faradism the 
left was normal; right, cried out with a weak current; 
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electrode disconnected without his knowledge with battery 
working, cried out loudly with the His medical 
attendant assured me he was absolutely genuine, and thought 
it was a case of cerebellar disease, though how a blow on 
the calf could cause this he did not try to explain. 


If the account the last patient and his friends gave 
is true itis a curious one, as he would appear to have 
had fits of pure motor aphasia of subcortical type. 
In these he was unable to speak a word for days 
and expressed his wants in writing, being able to 
understand written and spoken speech and to write. 
Anatomically this would be due to a block of the 
outgoing fibres whilst mental speech processes and 
memory of words is unimpaired, and is a variety 
which is known to occur in hysteria and an illustra- 
tion of which is the scriptural one of Zacharias, 
the father of John the Baptist.‘ It is noteworthy 
that the paralysis was on the correct side, the right, 
and the patient’s symptoms therefore fitted a 
hypothetical organic lesion. The view I took of 
him was that he was a hysterical malingerer.

MENTAL SYMPTOMS ASSOCIATED WITH 
EXOPHTHALMIC GOITRE.

THE following case appears to be of interest on 
account of the well-marked mental symptoms. 

The patient is an unmarried female, aged 34 
years. Having been certified as insane, she came 
under my care for treatment. She was described 
as suffering from hallucinations of hearing and as 
having the delusional idea that her relations and 
neighbours were conspiring to poison her food and 
give her chloroform. It is her first attack, and 
the mental symptoms are said to have existed for 
two weeks before certification. Her father was 
insane and committed suicide. Most of the physical 
signs usually seen in cases of this kind are present. 
The thyroid gland is moderately and symmetrically 
enlarged, a thrill is easily felt by the hand, and a 
murmur heard by the stethoscope over the 
gland. No dyspnoea or cough is noticeable. The 
pulsation of the carotid arteries is most re- 
markable, as is also the apex beat of the 
heart, for as a result of the latter a wave 
of pulsation may be seen all over the 
chest and abdominal walls. The pulse-rate is 
142 per minute and tends to become more frequent 
while the patient is under observation. There is a 
well-marked fine tremor of the muscles of the face 
and limbs, and also a staring expression of the 
eyes. The eyeballs are prominent, but this sign is 
not well advanced at present. Neither Stellwag’s 
nor von Graefe’s sign has developed. The pupil 
seems to be unaffected, but on looking downwards 
both the upper eyelids enter into a state of 
spasmodic twitchings. The patient is thin, anwemic, 
and becomes very breathless on slight exertion. 
The superficial reflexes are increased. 

The chief mental features noticed are irritability, 
restlessness, and a tendency to resent any inter- 
ference by those about her. She appears to be very 
preoccupied and often sits or lies in bed with her 
eyes closed apparently listening to imaginary 
voices. She rarely makes an attempt to initiate 
& conversation, but when spoken to she smiles 
or answers in monosyllables and sometimes in- 
coherently. She does not ask questions or try to

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continue a conversation. Her manner is rather 
dignified and commanding, yet she is nervous and 
tremulous, and becomes more so under observa- 
tion. Her method of speaking is rather abrupt 
and somewhat halting. She always says she feels 
well. She mistakes the nurses and doctor for 
people she has known at her home and gives them 
names accordingly. Periodically she jumps im- 
pulsively out of bed and takes up a threatening or 
abusive and sometimes violent attitude towards 
those who happen to be near to her. On one 
occasion she struck a fellow patient for throwing 
dirt on her, whereas the patient was merely dusting 
the floor. Certain noises which occur about the 
room she mistakes for guns which are fired to shoot 
her. She apparently does not realise where she 
is at present, nor has she any idea as to the length 
of time she has been with us. Her general condi- 
tion varies considerably from time to time; some- 
times she is comparatively composed and almost 
polite, but usually she is excitable, exalted, and 
rather noisy and difficult to deal with. 

The most prominent mental features seem to be 
irritability, impulsiveness, suspiciousness, dis- 
orientation, incoherence of speech, exaltation, and 
a tendency to take up a threatening and abusive 
attitude. Drugs or other treatment have had no 
appreciable effect on the condition.

A CASE OF FIBROSIS OF LUNG TREATED 
WITH BACILLUS FRIEDLANDER 
VACCINE.

THE patient, a married man aged 33, first came 
under my notice on Noy. 8th, 1913. He gave a 
history of having suffered from left-sided pleurisy 
in 1907 and severe bronchitis in 1910. Except for 
these illnesses he had enjoyed good general health 
and was in regular employment as a clerk. In 
January, 1913, he had a severe cold, with night 
sweats, and noticed streaks of blood in his sputum. 
A doctor who attended him diagnosed “phthisis 
and heart trouble’ and ordered a change. Tubercle 
bacilli were not found in the sputum. He gave up 
work in consequence and went down to Devonshire, 
where he gained weight and improved in genera} 
health, returning to Croydon in October, shortly 
before I saw him first, but was nevertheless unable 
to work on account of dyspnea and palpitation. 
My notes on examining him on Noy. 8th were as 
follows :— 

Family history: Negative, except for a sister who died 
from acute phthisis about 1900, aged 29. Previous diseases : 
None beyond those described above. Symptoms: Cough 
and sputum moderate, but troublesome ; sputum not foub 
and never copious. No night sweats nor hemoptysis. 
Digestion good and larynx normal. Chief trouble excessive 
dyspncea, combined with cardiac palpitation on any exertion. 
Weight 10 st. 5lb. Temperature morning 97°F., evening 
98° ; pulse 96. 

Physical signs :—Left lung: Percussion note dull all over 
front and back. Movement diminished and chest flattened 
in front. Loud broncho-vesicular breathing with increased 
vocal resonance. Numerous coarse rales and rhonchi heard 
all over. Right lung: Impaired note, broncho- vesicular 
breathing, and coarse riiles over the upper two-thirds of the 
upper lobe in front and behind. Heart: Apex beat dis- 
placed upwards and outwards towards the left axilla, about an 
inch outside the nipple line. Occasional systolic bruit in the 
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second left intercostal space near the sternal edge ang visible 
pulsation in this area. 

The fingers were markedly ‘‘clubbed” and the hands 
cyanosed. Examination of the sputum showed no tubercle 
bacilli, but bacillus Friedlinder' was present in abundance. 


Under observation and treatment by rest the 
patient gained in weight, but the dyspnoea and 
palpitation continued very troublesome. On 
Dec. 8th I gave him an injection of 30 millions of 
a stock B. Friedliinder vaccine. His weight was 
then 10st. 1141lb. After the injection he took his 
temperature four-hourly for 24 hours, but did not 
remain in bed. There was a rise of a degree during 
this period, and subsequently the temperature 
showed a well-marked diurnal swing from 97°2° in 
the morning to 98'6° or 99° in the evening. This 
increased diurnal swing was a noticeable feature 
throughout the treatment, and continued after it 
was concluded. The subsequent treatment is best 
given by short. extracts from my notes made at the 
time :— 

Dec. 15th: B. Friedliinder vaccine 70 millions given. 
Weight 10st. 12}1b. Lungs rather moister. Dec. 17th: 
Slight increase of cough and sputum, with slight headache, 
since injection. , He thinks the dyspnea and palpitation are 
less. Weight 10st. 1241b. Temperature, morning 97°, 
evening 98°4°; pulse 100. Dec. 22nd: Cough and sputum 
much less ; no headache ; palpitation distinctly less trouble- 
some. Numerous dry rhonchi in lungs. Weight 10 st. 1341b. 
Vaccine 100 millions given. Dec. 24th: Again slight 
increase of cough and sputum and transient headache 
following injection. Now feels much better ; dyspnoea and 
palpitation decreasing. Lungs moister. Weight 10 st. 12} Ib. ; 
pulse 100 ; temperature, morning 97:6°, evening 99°. 

Dec. 30th: Has had a slight cold, but now feels better. 
Lungs show fewer moist rales. Weight 10 st. 133 Ib. Vaccine 
100 millions given. Jan. 1st, 1914: This time the post- 
injectional increase of cough and sputum has been much 
less noticeable, and there was no headache. General con- 
dition obviously improved, and he can walk about without 
excessive dyspncea or palpitation. Weight 11st. ; pulse 100; 
temperature, morning 97:2°, evening 99°. Jan. 5th: 
Feeling very well. Lungs much drier; only fine crepitations 
and dry creaks. Weight 11 st.041lb. Vaccine 120 millions 
given. Jan. 7th: No increase of cough or sputum after 
injection. Dyspncea and palpitation steadily decreasing. 
Weight 11 st. 14 lb.; pulse 100; temperature, morning 
96-6°, evening 98-4°. 

Jan. 12th : General condition keeping very good. Lungs 
show increasing fibrosis ; rales diminished and dry. Weight 
1lst.141b. Vaccine 130 millions given. Jan. 14th: No 
after-effects from injection. Cough and sputum very slight. 
Now able to walk about most of day without noticeable 
dyspneoea or palpitation. Weight 11st. 3} 1b. Sputum tested 
again; no tubercle bacilli found and bacillus Friedlinder 
entirely absent. 

Jan. 19th: Has a slight cold with increase of rhonchi in 
chest. Otherwise very well. Weight 11 st. 3}1b. Vaccine 
150 millions given. 

After this injection the vaccine treatment was 
discontinued, the Friedlinder bacillus having been 
apparently removed from the sputum. The patient’s 
condition was now so satisfactory that I considered 
him fit for work, and he began to make arrange- 
ments. for finding a situation. His subsequent 
course continued entirely satisfactory. The weight 
increased steadily to 11 st. 7} 1b. on March 9th. The 
cough and sputum remained very slight, and most 
noticeable of all, although he was going about in a 
normal way and eventually resumed work, the 
dyspnea and palpitation, although present on 
marked exertion, were not sufficently troublesome 
to be a serious inconvenience, a vety diffeipnt 
condition to when I saw-him first. On Feb. 2nd I 
tested him for von Pirquet’s reaction, thinking that 
a negative result might be obtained which would 
assist in excluding any tuberculous infection from 





the diagnosis. There was, however, a slight but 
definite reaction, and thus no information of rea! 
value was given. A subcutaneous diagnostic injec. 
tion of tuberculin I did not consider justified in 
view of the extensive lesion in the lung and the 
danger of lighting up any latent tuberculous focus. 
The patient is now at work at his former occupation, 
and is keeping well and maintaining his weight. 
The lung signs are as extensive as when I saw him 
first, but there has been a general increase in 
fibrosis. 

The points of special interest in this case seem to 
me to be as follows: 1. The disappearance from 
the sputum of B. Friedlinder after six injections of 
a stock vaccine. 2. The marked increase in weight 
during and after treatment. 3. The progressive 
and notable improvement in general bodily health 
which accompanied the treatment. The way in 
which his face took on a healthy appearance was 
especially striking. 4. The distinct improvement in 
regard to dyspnoea and palpitation enabling him to 
return to work, despite the extensive character of 
the lung lesion. 5. The fact that the vaccine treat- 
ment was given during a period of attendance 
at a dispensary, and that no medicinal treatment 
(beyond malt and cod-liver oil) was given at any 
time. The case seems to me worthy of notice on 
these grounds, and I have described it in detail 
since the condition is probably not uncommon and 
may easily be confused with chronic. pulmonary 
tuberculosis. It is, I think, important to bear in 
mind the possibility of a B. Friedlander infection 
in such cases, since treatment directed against that 
may produce equally satisfactory results.

A CASE OF ACUTE NON-CALCULOUS 
CHOLECYSTITIS IN A CHILD.

THE patient, a boy aged 6 years, was admitted to 
my ward at the Children’s Hospital on Nov. 7th, 
1913, with a diagnosis of appendicitis. The history 
as related by the mother was that on Nov. 2nd the 
child had a bilious attack and was very sick. The 
sickness lasted for three days, during which time 
there was no constipation or abdominal pain. He 
then appeared fairly well for two days. On the day 
before admission he was again sick and had a severe 
abdominal pain on the right side. He was seen by 
Dr J. J. French, of Waterhouses, who ordered his 
removal to the hospital. There had been no pre- 
vious illness or factor to account for the onset. 

On admission the child looked ill, had a tempera- 
ture of 101° F., and pulse 132. He looked pale, and 
was sweating. When asked where the pain was the 
boy put his hand over the upper part of the right 
rectus. On abdominal examination some distension 
was noticed in the upper abdomen on the right 
side. There were rigidity and tenderness over the 
upper part of the right rectus. The rightiliac fossa 
was slightly tender but not rigid. The remainder 
of the abdomen was flaccid and not tender. On 
more careful examination a definite mass could be 
felt under the right rectus, and this part was du!! 
on percussion. The position and definite outline of 
the swelling were such that I remarked to my house 
surgeon that had the patient been an adult I should 
unhesitatingly have made a diagnosis of acute 
cholecystitis. Under the circumstances I felt that 
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the most probable condition was an inflamed 
subhepatic appendix, with a small abscess or 
surrounded by omentum. The pallor, moist white 
tongue, and general appearance did not suggest the 
usual severe type of appendicitis. 

An operation was performed at once, the abdomen 
being opened by a vertical incision through the 
upper part of the right rectus. The peritoneum 
contained free fluid, which escaped from the wound. 
On examining the swelling it was found to be 
surrounded by the omentum, which was adherent. 
The peritoneum was packed off and the omentum 
readily separated from the under surface of the liver, 
revealing an enlarged and inflamed gall-bladder. 
This was about the size of a hen’s egg, was tense, 
green in colour, the vessels being injected. 
An exploring syringe drew off some bile-stained 
pus, which was injected into a sterile tube for 
examination. The remainder of the contents were 
aspirated and found to consist of bile-stained pus, 
the material from the neck of the gall-bladder 
being almost pure pus. The gall-bladder was then 
opened; its mucous membrane was intensely 
inflamed but no gall-stones were present. A tube 
was sewn into the gall-bladder and the abdomen 
closed. 

The temperature became normal by the fourth 
day, and the tube became loose and was removed 
on the tenth. Acetone was present in the urine 
for seven days. The child left the hospital well 
and with the wound healed at the end of three weeks. 
He has remained well during the last nine months. 

Professor H. J. Hutchens reported that the pus 
obtained at the operation was sterile. A second 
specimen obtained from the drainage-tube four 
days later gave a growth of the bacilluscoli. A 
special examination was made for the typhoid 
bacillus, but none were found. In spite of this it 
was intended to have a Widal’s reaction done, but 
this was not carried out. 

The symptoms and signs of acute cholecystitis in 
children very closely resemble those occurring in 
the adult. It is, however, a very rare condition in 
childhood; this case, so far as I have been able to 
ascertain, is the first which has occurred at the 
Children’s Hospital, Newcastle-on-Tyne, during the 
last 50 years. Khantz, in a paper quoted by 
Moynihan,’ states that he has found a record of only 
5 cases of non-calculous cholecystitis in children in 
the literature. Three of these were secondary to 
scarlet fever, enteric fever, and appendicitis. 
Cholecystectomy was performed on 4 patients, 
3 of which were successful. 

The patient in this case was given urotropin in 
order to help the sterilisation of the bile passages, 
but that this treatment alone would ever be 
justifiable is unlikely, as the diagnosis of such 
cases must always present considerable difficulty 
owing to their rarity. As in this case, the condition 
is most likely to be taken for a subhepatic appendi- 
citis. As the gall-bladder was quite capable of 
recovering I preferred draining it to performing a 
cholecystectomy.

A CASE OF GALL-STONE CAUSING 
INTESTINAL OBSTRUCTION.

THE following case of internal biliary fistula 
leading to the passage of a gall-stone causing 
intestinal obstruction is reported, as it is believed 
to be an uncommon one, and to consist of a sequence 
of events rarely met with outside text-books. 

The patient,a widow aged 70, was admitted to 
the above hospital on June 14th, 1914, suffering from 
intestinal obstruction. She was too ill to give a 
very clear or detailed history, but she had 
apparently been a healthy woman all her life until 
two years before her present illness, when she had 
a similar attack to the present one for which she 
was admitted to a London hospital. She was then 
informed that she had obstruction of the bowels 
due to a growth, and that an operation was 
not possible on account of her age and 
her collapsed condition. Enemata were given, 
and she was subsequently discharged. From 
this time until the present attack the patient 
enjoyed moderately good health considering her 
age. The doctor who sent the patient to this 
hospital gave the following history of the onset of 
the attack. A few days before admission she had 
rather acute symptoms resembling a subacute 
attack of appendicitis. An abdominal tumour was 
felt, and on June 12th the patient had her last 
natural action of the bowels. The obstruction 
persisted in spite of treatment, so as stated above 
she was sent to the hospital on June 14th. 

On admission the patient, who was a small, 
sallow old woman, was in an extremely collapsed 
condition, and frequently brought up feculent 
vomit. The abdomen was flaccid, doughy, and 
moved normally on respiration. The liver was 
readily felt as of smooth surface and extending 
as far down as the umbilicus upon the right side. 
What was taken to be an enlarged gall-bladder was 
felt continuous with the liver and projecting from 
its lower border. Having regard to the history, 
age, and general condition of the patient it was 
decided to delay operative treatment, and three 
high oil enemata were given with an interval of 
two hours between each. The patient’s condition 
improved slightly, and a small result was obtained 
from the first enema. On the morning of June 15th 
the patient was worse and started fecal vomiting 
again. A median laparotomy was performed and 
a gall-stone was found impacted in the ileum about 
3 feet from the ileocecal valve. The stone was 
removed and the patient returned to bed, where 
she died two and a half hours after the operation. 

The stone was dark blackish-brown in colour, 
egg-shaped, and smooth in contour. It measured 
2 inches in length and was 3} inches in circum- 
ference at its broadest part. It had a soft outer 
covering of fecal matter and a very hard chole- 
sterine core. The bowel covering the stone was 
quite healthy, and it was judged that the stone had 
only recently been impacted at that spot. 

A post-mortem examination was made and the 
following points noticed. The liver was enlarged, 
but otherwise normal. No growth or abnormality 
was found in either large or small intestine, except 
that the duodenum was fixed by a mass of dense 
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gall-bladder was practically non-existent, and could 
only be identified as a small cavity about the size 
of an acorn within the mass of adhesions men- 
tioned above. No other gall-stones were found. 
Leading from the lower end of this cavity was a 
fistula, through which the index finger could be 
passed into the second part of the duodenum. The 
cystic and common bile-ducts were dilated and 
their walls thickened, but the lumen of each was 
patent. No other pathological changes except those 
due to senility were found. 

It was thought probable that the attack of 
obstruction from which the patient suffered two 
years ago was due to the same gall-stone which 
caused her death. Another hypothesis is that the 
previous obstruction was caused by the adhesions 
around the duodenum, the fistula at this time not 
having been found. The chief points which might 
have led to a correct diagnosis being made the 
second time were the history of an attack of 
obstruction recovered from without operation in an 
elderly woman who had had many children, and 
was therefore likely to have gall-stones. Also, the 
signs of high obstruction as evidenced by the lack 
of distension and obvious peristalsis; thirdly, the 
enlarged but smooth liver and the mass felt in the 
gall-bladder region. The case was under the care 
of Mr. A. H. Brodribb, by whose courtesy this report 
is published.

Exhibition of Specimens.—Epidiascope Demonstration.— 
Chronic Metritis in a Nullipara.—The Subdivisions of 
Chronic Metritis. 

A MEETING of this section was held on June 11th, Dr. 
W. 8. A. Grirrira, the President, being in the chair. 

Dr, H. MAcCNAUGHTON-JoNES showed a Twin Female 
Monster, exhibiting thoracopagus approaching to prozygosis 
in which the thoracic centres were united by the visceral 
lamine. The twins (female) faced each other and were 
united above the umbilicus and equally developed. The 
umbilical cord was single. The union extended unusually 
far forwards, involving not only the thoracic wall, but also 
the neck, lower jaw, and lower lip, being an example of 
emprosthozygosis thoraco-didymus (Gault).—Mr. ALBAN 
DORAN, in discussing the specimen, said that Schwalbe 
classed these very rare monsters under the type of pro- 
sopothoracopagus. Three others have been reported by 
Barkow, Daude, and Otto. Mr. Doran considered that this 
type of monster was a true connecting link between the 
chest-united thoracopagus and the head-united prozygosis, 
or cephalothoracopagus twin monsters.—Remarks were also 
made by the PRESIDENT, Dr. AMAND RourH, and Professor 
DAVID WATERSTON. 

Dr. 8S. GorvoN LUKER showed a Lithopedion removed 
from a patient, a 4-para, aged 33, when six and a 
half months pregnant. The date of the ectopic gesta- 
tion was apparently 12 years before—the first pregnancy. 
Pain and a lump in the right iliac region had been noted by 
the patient in each succeeding pregnancy. The specimen 
was ovoid in shape, about 6 cm. by 4‘5 cm., covered by an 
elastic bony shell about 0:2 cm. thick. Abortion occurred 
on the third day after operation. The patient was under the 
eare of Mr. Frank Kidd in the London Hospital, and the 
operation was performed by him. 7 

Professor WATERSTON showed a Decidual Cast con- 
taining a very young embryo. (Professor Waterston’s 
demonstration of this specimen and the exhibition of a wax 
reconstruction model of the embryo were of the greatest 
interest to the section, and, as tae President and others 
remarked, the society owed Professor Waterston a deep 





debt of gratitude for bringing the specimen before thei; 
notice, not only on account of its rarity, but on account of 
the immensescientific value for teaching purposes as showing 
the process of implantation ‘and development of the early 
humarembryo). The clinical history was that the decidua! 
cast was passed ten days after a missed menstrual period. 
Careful examination of the interior of the cast showed a 
small pea-like nodule which it was thought might be an 
embryo. It was accordingly sectioned, and an embryo was 
found init. Many of these sections were shown by means 
of the epidiascope, and Professor Waterston’s demonstration 
of them was followed with the deepest interest. The embryo 
was nearly 3 mm. in length and was apparently about three 
weeks old. Sections showed the early embedding of the 
embryo, and the characteristic features of the various 
portions of the decidua. A beautiful wax model plate— 
reconstruction model—was also shown of the embryo, yolk 
sac, amnion, chorion, and decidua, greatly magnified. (A 
complete account of the embryo and drawings will be 
published shortly by Professor Waterston in the Jowrnal o/ 
Anatomy.)—The PRESIDENT remarked that if it were possible 
to procure duplicates of Professor Waterston’s model they 
would be invaluable for teaching purposes. 

Dr. ARCHIBALD DONALD (Manchester) read a short paper 
on a case of so-called Chronic Metritis in a Nullipara, This 
case was of interest in that it shed some light on the etiology of 
a somewhat obscure condition—the so-called chronic metritis 
in virgins, which seems to be a general hypertrophy of the 
whole uterus, or that found in women who have never been 
pregnant, and in which, of course, subinvolution is out of 
the question. The patient was first seen in March, 1912. 
She was 45 years of age, married four years, and suffered 
with profuse menorrhagia, There had been profuse and 
painful menstruation since the age of 14. Latterly the 
periods had lasted as long as three weeks at a time. The 
uterus was found enlarged to the size of a three months’ 
pregnancy. The patient was thought to have a fibroid. The 
patient did not improve, and owing to the profuse losses and 
the effect on her general condition supravaginal hyster- 
ectomy was performed in May, 1913. She made a good 
recovery. On examination of the specimen the uterus was 
regularly enlarged. There was no fibroid. The length of the 
uterus without the cervix was 34 inches, and its walls 1 to 
14 inch thick. The endometrium was also enormously 
thickened and measured a little over half an inch. Micro- 
scopically, the uterine wall consisted of muscular and fibrous 
tissue in the same proportion as in a virgin uterus, the blood- 
vessels were not enlarged, and there was no elastic tissue 
other than the internal elastic layer of the blood-vessels. 
The enormously thickened endometrium consisted of glands 
very much enlarged in some parts, but not in others. The 
interglandular tissue was of average density and in places 
slightly cedematous. The blood-vessels were numerous. The 
enlargement of the endometrium was therefore a true hyper- 
trophy, but its causation seemed obscure. Dr. Donald 
referred to the paper he had published ten years ago on 
Chronic Endometritis and Chronic Metritis in Virgins. 

Dr. W. FLETCHER SHAW (Manchester) read a paper on 
the Subdivisions of Chronic Metritis. This paper was read 
directly after Dr. Donald's, and by the wish of the President 
the two papers were discussed together. The author admitted 
that he was dealing with a difficult subject, but he held that 
chronic metritis was one of the commonest gynzcological 
** diagnoses,” but that from a pathological standpoint the 
pomenclature was hardly correct. Possibly ‘chronic 
metritis” as a clinical term should be retained, by which 
was meant a uterus symmetrically enlarged and hard, whicli 
contained no fibroids or malignant disease, and which caused 
hemorrhage, pain, and leucorrhea. A nulliparous uterus 
could always be distinguished from a parous uterus by the 
distribution of the elastic tissue which was’found in the parous 
uterus to surround the vessels or groups of vessels. Reference 
was made to the work of James R. Goodall, of Montreal, on 
this subject, and to the condition called ‘‘ subinvolution.” 
The persistence of the ‘‘elastic layers” round the 
vessels in a parous uterus’ was always to be found. 
The author, in the course of his arguments, main- 
tained that chronic metritis was a clinical entity, and 
included at least two groups of pathologically different uteri 
The object of the paper was to describe two of these groups 
based on the examination of 29 uteri removed with the 
diagnosis of ‘‘ chronic metritis.” Group 1 was classified as 
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chronic subinvolution, in which the uterus was regularly 
enlarged and hard, and the symptoms those of hemorrhage, 
pain, or leucorrheea. Many such cases were nowadays 
termed *‘ fibrosis uteri,” but the author pointed out that this 
was an incorrect term and quite unnecessary ; further, it was 
very confusing in that there was no marked increase of fibrous 
tissue at any particular region, but that muscular tissue and 
fibrous tissue were both found enormously increased in such 
uteri. The most marked changes in chronic subinvolution were 
that vessels and groups of vessels were found surrounded by 
thick ‘‘slabs” of dense elastic tissue, and by muscular 
tissue thickly interspersed with elastic tissue. This 
change was very marked in cases attended with severe 
hemorrhage. The blood-vessels were not necessarily 
thickened or enlarged, bat new formed vessels were 
sometimes seen surrounded by the old internal elastic 
lamina, outside which was the old vessel wall impregnated 
also with elastic tissue. In 15 out of 25 specimens exa- 
mined the endometrium was greatly thickened, but in none 
was it edematous, as it probably would have been had the 
thickening been due merely to congestion. The great 
thickening of the uterine wall itself was brought about by 
involution being retarded and the muscular tissue and elastic 
tissue not being absorbed. In Group 2 (hypertrophic uteri) 
the patients had never been pregnant. The cases presented 
similar clinical features, and there was regular enlargement 
of the uterus. Four cases of this nature were described ; 
two were virgins and two married nulliparous women. All 
had severe hemorrhage and dysmenorrhcea, and one had 
been curetted three times without benefit. Histologically 
these uteri differed from Group 1, and form a normal parous 
uterus in the arrangement of the elastic tissue. In Group 2 
the elastic tissue followed the same arrangement as in a 
virgin uterus, but was present only as the internal elastic 
lamina of the vessels and a few fine fibrils in the media 
and adventitia and between muscle bundles of the meso- 
metrium. None of these uteri showed an increase in 
the percentage of fibrous tissue found, nor were the blood- 
vessels increased in size or number. In this group the 
uterine walls were very thick also, but instead of the increase 
being due to want of absorption it was produced by a definite 
hypertrophy of all the constituent elements. Again, in 
Group 2 the endometrium was found enormously thickened 
and seemed to be the primary fault in such cases, becoming 
thickened from some cause unknown and giving rise to the 
hemorrhage so typical in the clinical histories. Many of these 
cases were cured by curetting in the early stages, while in 
Group 1 hysterectomy was often needed. Reference was made 
to the work of Beckwith Whitehouse and Henry Briggs, but 
Dr, Shaw maintained that in a large majority of cases he 
had investigated syphilis as a causative factor was out of the 
question.—The papers were discussed by the PRESIDENT, 
Dr. T. J. STEVENS, Dr. C. Lockyer, and Dr. T. W. 
Eppen.—Dr. DONALD and Dr. SHaw replied. 





SECTION OF DERMATOLOGY. 
Carbon Monoxide Erythema.— Exhibition of Cases. 

A MEETING of this section was held on June 18th, 
Dr. J. J. PRINGLE, the Pres nt, being in the chair. 

Dr. I. J. DAVIES gave an account of Carbon Monoxide 
Erythema which occurred in nine cases after an exposure of 
20 hours as a result of a colliery accident in October of last 
year. The lesions chiefly involved the buttocks and covered 
parts of the body, and consisted principally of acute erythema 
accompanied by cedema. They were regarded as being 
angioneurotic in character. Five of the cases had peripheral 
neuritis. 

Dr. E. G. GRAHAM LITTLE showed a case of Pellagra with 
Multiple Peripheral Neuritis and Skin Symptoms in a boy, 
aged 14, from Sussex. In the latter part of 1912 he was 
bitten on the chest when bathing. The lesion apparently 
suppurated and was cauterised by the local practitioner. This 
was followed by vomiting, intestinal pain, diarrhcea, and 
wasting. In August, 1913, he had a pleuritic effusion and 
was tapped, the diagnosis being made of tuberculous pleurisy 
possibly complicated by Addison’s disease. Last Easter he 


was ‘‘caught by the sun” and developed acute erythema- 
tous swelling and subsequent pigmentation and desquama- 
tion of the back of the hands, neck, nose, and forehead. 
No arsenic was given until May. There was no maize in 
the dietary, Lumbar puncture provided no cytological 





evidence, and there were neither mental symptoms nor 

tenderness.—The PRESIDENT was under the impres- 
sion that peripheral neuritis had been observed in some of 
the American reported cases.—Dr. J. H. SEQuEIRA had 
recently had a man at the London Hospital who was 
melancholic and suffered from diarrhea and wasting, and 
had an eruption suggestive of pellagra.—Dr. G. PERNET had 
seen cases of pellagra in Rome and thought Dr. Little was 
justified in his diagnosis.—Dr. J. M. H. MacLzEop said that 
all cases of pellagra exhibited an increased susceptibility to 
sunburn, as had been noticed in the present case.—Dr. A. 
WHITFIELD said that Dr. Sambon’s description led him to 
think that the pellagrous erythema did not disappear so 
quickly as in the case shown. 

Dr. GRAHAM LITTLE then showed a case of Trophedema 
of the lower limbs in a girl of 16, who dated the symptoms 
from a fall off a cliff three years ago. She suffered from cedema 
and asphyxia of the legs and thighs accompanied by pain and 
aggravated by standing. Dr. Graham Little thought the 
case was analogous to those of Milroy’s disease. A skiagram 
showed that the sella turcica was distinctly enlarged, but he 
had attributed the condition to deficiency rather than to 
excess of pituitary secretion. There were no blood changes 
or disease of any of the internal organs to account for the 
edema. The patient showed an extraordinary toleration to 
sugar, and could take 10 ounces without this substance 
appearing in the urine.-~Dr. SEQUEIRA said his colleague, 
Dr. R. C. B. Wall, had recently had a similar case following a 
fractured base of the skull.—Dr. A. D. HEATH (Birmingham) 
asked if any other members of the family were affected, and 
remarked that the swelling and other symptoms generally came 
on at about 15 years of age.—Dr. H. C. G. SEMON inquired if 
the question of myxoedema had been considered.—-Dr. PERNET 
suggested that the case might be one of dermo-adipositas 
cerebralis.—Dr. GRAHAM LITTLE, in reply, said that the 
thyroid appeared to be normal, and the symptoms would 
harmonise with a deficiency of the pituitary secretion. There 
was no history of heredity. 

Dr. GRAHAM LITTLE also showed a mouse affected with 
Favus which was found in the bedroom of a patient 
suffering from that disease whom he had shown at a 

vious meeting. 

Dr. PeRNET showed a child, 2 years of age, with Favus 
of one year’s duration. The patient’s mother was also 
affected and had had it since the age of 2.—Dr. H. G. 
ADAMSON said he had shown a case six years ago of favaus in 
a baby and in a mouse with cultures from both. He thought 
that mouse favus was more common than was generally 
supposed.—The PRESIDENT remarked that cases of English 
origin were not very rare, and Dr. SEQUEIRA said that Sir 
Jonathan Hatchinson’s well-known case of favus of the 
tongue came from Cornwall. 

Dr. PERNET also showed a boy, aged 18, who suffered 
from Localised Ichthyosis and also had an attack of bulle 
on the hands and other parts of the body. His father and 
three brothers were said to have suffered from the same 
complaint. The bulle did not occur as the result of injury. 
—Dr. ADAMSON thought the case was a zoniform nevus 
associated with epidermolysis bullosa. 

Dr. J. L. BuNcH exhibited a patient, aged 51, with Paget’s 
Disease of the Nipple of 12 months duration treated by two 
massive doses of X rays, who refused to have the breast 
removed.—The PRESIDENT suggested treatment with massive 
doses of radium inserted deeply through the base of the 
growth.—Dr. SEQUEIRA said he always advised early and 
complete removal as the condition was a duct carcinoma.— 
Dr. J. H. Stowers had seen a disastrous case resulting from 
radium treatment and urged removal of the whole breast. 
He showed a drawing of a patient seen by Paget who had 
developed a scirrhus on the other breast.—Mr. HaLpin D. 
Davis said his experience was not such as led him to 
recommend radium treatment.—Dr. J. A. Nixon thought 
these should not be regarded as dermatological cases but 
should be advised to undergo immediate excision. Radium 
and X rays were delusive because they caused a superficial 
improvement.—Dr. H. MacCormac said that two distinct 
types of carcinoma caused the condition known as Paget's 
disease—viz., spheroidal and columnar—and the treatment 
depended on which of these was present. 

Dr. BuncH also showed a case of Psoriasis in a man 
aged 33, who also suffered from Thrombosis of the Inferior 
Vena Cava said to have been brought on by over-exertion. 
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Dr. MacLEop brought forward a man, aged 22, With 
an eruption consisting of Reticulated Pigmentary and Atrophic 
Lesions resembling lichen planus on the inner side of the 
left knee of one year’s duration.—The PRESIDENT drew 
attention to the presence of some lichen spinulosus lesions 
on the opposite knee, and Dr. ADAMSON agreed to the 
diagnosis of lichen planus. 

Dr. W. KNowWSLEY SIBLEY exhibited a case of Adenoma 
Sebaceum in a girl, aged 19, of perfectly normal mental and 
physical development. The lesions, which consisted of 
numerous telangiectatic papules on the face, associated 
with isolated hairy nevi on the arms, abdomen, and back, 
had been present since childhood.—The PRESIDENT con- 
firmed the diagnosis and said that there were many cases on 
record in which there. were no mental symptoms.—Dr. 
ADAMSON expressed the opinion that this disease came into 
the category of nzevi. 

Dr. SEQUEIRA brought forward a case of Leiomyoma 
situated on the forehead, face, and neck of a woman aged 
32. The tumours, which were very numerous and almost 
entirely confined to the right side of the face, had been 
present as long as she could remember, and were painful, 
especially in cold weather. Sections showed them to consist 
of smooth muscle tissue. 

Dr. SEQUEIRA also exhibited a boy with a Lichenoid 
Eruption on the Trunk and Limbs who had been shown at a 
previous meeting, provoking much difference of opinion. 
It had been found that he suffered from diabetes insipidus, 
and the eruption had altered in character and now strongly 
suggested xanthoma. Microscopical sections showed a 
granuloma.—The case was referred to the Pathological 
Committee for investigation. 

Dr. R. J. COLENSO, introduced by Dr. SEQUEIRA, brought a 
case for diagnosis. The patient presented a large ulcer in 
front of, and involving, the left ear which had arisen from an 
injury to a nevus some years ago.—The PRESIDENT sug- 
gested a microscopical examination in order to determine 
the nature of the growth.—Dr. MacL&op regarded it as 
a nevo-carcinoma, Dr. ADAMSON as a sebaceous gland 
tumour, and Dr. GRAHAM LITTLE as a rodent ulcer. With 
regard to treatment Dr. ADAMSON and Dr. HEATH suggested 
scraping, Dr. NIXON excision and skin grafting, and Dr. 
SEQUEIRA curetting followed by X rays or diathermy.—Dr. 
A. M. H. Gray thought the enlarged gland was malignant 
and should be removed. 

Dr. WHITFIELD showed a boy, aged 10, with an 
eruption which was first thought to be a fading recurrent 
purpura, but had remained unchanged for two months and 
was now regarded by Dr. Whitfield as probably a case of 
Schamberg’s disease. 

Dr. SIBLEY brought a case of Lupus Vulgaris treated by 
means of Finsen light, solid carbon dioxide, tuberculin, and 
nascent iodine. 
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Pregnancy in a Malformed Uterus.—Typical Male and 
Female Sex- Ensemble. 


A MEETING of this society was held on June 10th, Sir J. 
HALLIDAY CrooM, the President, being in the chair. 

Dr. A. C. MCMASTER showed two specimens of Hydati- 
diform Mole smaller than a normal ovum of the same age. 
One had been under careful observation for a few months 
and had remained stationary in size for three or four months 
before it was expelled. He stated also that he had found in 
what seemed to be an ordinary retained abortion that a few 
villi had undergone hydatidiform degeneration. 

Dr. W. Forpyce read notes on a case of Pregnancy in a 
Malformed Uterus. The patient had been married six 
months and had suffered excessively from vomiting in con- 
nexion with pregnancy, which was supposed to be about 
three months advanced. She had pain in the right side, and 
there had been a slight discharge of blood from the vagina. 
A swelling beside the uterus was easily made out, and bulged 
down into the right lateral and posterior fornices and 
extended upwards into the right iliac region and was dis- 
tinctly tender. The cervix was soft and the external os 
normal. Menstruation began at 15, had been regular, of 
five to seven days’ duration, and always rather profuse. As 
there was difficulty in the diagnosis the patient was kept 





under observation for a month in hospital. It was evident|y 
not an extra-uterine gestation. The swelling gradually 
extended upwards right into the lumbar region above the 
crest of the pelvis. Its walls seemed very thin, and what 
seemed to be the uterus lay below and was pushed over to 
the left. No definite sulcus could be made out between 
the tumour and the fundus of the uterus. The diagnosis 
of pregnancy in an undeveloped right horn of the uterus 
was made. Owing to the pain and the thin walls, 
with risk of rupture, it was decided to operate. She 
was then supposed to be four and a half months pregnant. 
The wall was pouched, markedly irregular, and was 
found to be extremely thin; the lower part extended well 
out to the pelvic wall, opening up and expanding the broad 
ligament on that side. The left half of the uterus was solid, 
apparently well developed, and looked like a somewhat 
small uterus in its non-pregnant state. It was impossible to 
determine whether it was a case of pregnancy in one half of 
a septate uterus or a pregnancy in an undeveloped horn 
due to migration of the sperm from the opposite Fallopian 
tube. As its retention involved risk it was removed supra- 
vaginally, some difficulty being experienced on the right 
side. On examination it was found to be a septate uterus, 
the septum extending right down to the internal os; below 
this the development was normal, as there was a single 
external os and no trace of any vaginal septum. The 
placenta was attached to the upper part of the uterine wall 
and not to the septum. Microscopic examination showed 
a well-marked decidual reaction in the mucosa of the empty 
half of the uterus. The patient made an uninterrupted 
recovery. Dr. Fordyce referred to a case where he had 
removed an abortion from the one-half of the uterus and a 
fibroid polypus from the other. There was danger of these 
cases rupturing during labour, both due to obstruction and 
also from thinness of the wall without any obstruction.—The 
PRESIDENT, Dr. D. BERRY Hart, and Dr. J. W. BALLANTYNE 
discussed the paper, and Dr. FoRDYCE replied. 

Dr. Berry Harr read a paper on Atypical Male 
and Female Sex-ensemble (Hermaphroditism and Pseudo- 
hermaphroditism). Dr. Hart held the sex gland to be the 
only criterion of sex. Thas in typical and atypical cases 
the sex was either male or female. What one studied really 
was the sex-ensemble, the ‘‘ altogether” of effective sex. 
In the normal female the sex-ensemble was made up of : (1) 
ovary, tubes, uterus, vagina, and external genitals—the potent 
portion ; (2) the opposite sex duct elements, epodphoron and 
parodphoron—the non-potent portion ; and (3) the secondary 
sexual characteristics as to hair distribution, mammz, 
pelvis, bones, larynx, and psychosexual powers. The 
normal male ensemble was made up of (1) descended testes, 
vas deferens, and phallus—potent organs ; (2) opposite)sex 
duct elements, hydatid testis (Miillerian), and prostatic 
utricle (hymeneal)—non- potent organs; and (3) secondary 
sexual traits, as seen in hair distribution, mammz, pelvis, 
bones, larynx, and psychosexual powers. In both of these 
the potent organs were at a maximum and the non-potent 
at a minimum with the secondary sex traits congruent. 
This was an ultimate probability result, and any in- 
crease in the minimum gave a diminished maximum, 
and a non-congruence of the secondary characters. The 
essence of atypical male and female sex-ensembles was 
thus a ratio disturbance in the duct elements of the sex- 
ensemble and the secondary traits. The classification 
proposed was (1) atypical female sex-ensemble and 
(2) atypical male sex-ensemble. There could be no glandular 
hermaphroditism, as no ovo-testis had as yet been demon- 
strated. It was theoretically possible. Transverse and 
lateral hermaphroditism were non-existent if one took the 
sex gland and not the duct element as the criterion of Sex. 
Atypical female sex-ensemble had been comprehensively 
described by Fibiger, of Copenhagen, and Dr. Hart showed 
a case in a six weeks’ child through the kindness of Mr. 
John Fraserand Dr. W. E. Carnegie Dickson. Such cases were 
extremely like hypospadic males, and a prostate, uterus, 
tubes, ovary, and vagina were present, the last opening into 
the prostatic sinus by a slit like the colliculus seminalis 
in the male. ‘The secondary characteristics of the atypical 
female case varied ; the thyroid cartilages might have male 
or female ossification. Fibiger’s second case had a wife 
and three children (by another father, according to the 
widow's statement), and he had female psychosexual 
feeling ;. indeed, was a sexual ‘‘invert.” in all these 
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atypical female cases it was significant that the 
suprarenals were large, and this was well shown in 
Fraser and Dickson’s case. Atypical male sex-ensemble 
cases are in the proportion of 10 to 1 of the atypical female. 
Such cases were deseribed as given by Leopold, Neugebauer, 
Luksch and Tuaffier, and Laponite. In such the testes may 
be in the split scrotum. Tuffier’s case was remarkable as 
the patient was somatically an attractive woman ; the testes 
were in the split scrotum, and this was absolutely proved by 
an incision, inspection of the sex gland and microscopical 
examination of a piece of it. Psychosexually the case was 
an ‘‘invert” and proposed marriage with a man. Somatically 
the limbs, hands, and feet were male, and the pelvis female. 
There is thus in atypical male and female sex-ensemble a 
disturbed ratio between the potent and non-potent elements 
of the sex-ensemble duct tract and a non-congruent dis- 
turbance of the secondary sex traits. In conclusion, the 
mechanism of this and questions of diagnosis, prognosis, and 
treatment were considered. Dr. Hart emphasised the neces- 
sity of very carefully examining the sexual organs of infants 
at birth. An epidiascopic demonstration of slides and illus- 
trations was given, and Fraser and Dickson’s specimen was 
shown.—Dr. BALLANTYNE agreed with Dr. Hart that both 
ovary and testis were not found in the same subject. If all 
agreed to this conclusion, then there was no such thing as 
true hermaphroditism, and accordingly there could be no 
pseudo-hermaphroditism. He had tried to get an English 
word for ‘‘ sex-ensemble,” and had thought of *‘ sex-totality,” 
but he was not satisfied with it. He approved of Dr. Hart's 
very simple classification. It was a great advance to show 
clearly that beyond the fact of ovaries and testes there 
were no characters that could certainly be considered male 
or female. Recent investigations seemed to show that other 
parts of the body besides those commonly associated with 
sex seemed to have influence on sex; there was an unusual 
enlargement of the suprarenals in some cases. This might 
be a return to foetal conditions. The pineal gland was also 
supposed to have something to do with sex development. 
Dr. W. Blair Bell said a woman was not a woman on account 
of her ovaries, but because of her internal secretions ; and a 
man was.a man because of his internal secretions. That the 
prostate gland was not decisive of sex was an important 
point. A practical difficulty was, what could be done for 
the creature. He considered some cases should be left alone. 
But there were some cases where a re-declaration of 
sex might be a good thing, as in Sir Halliday Croom’s 
two cases read before the society a few years ago. All 
would agree that there should be a careful examination of the 
new-born infant. An aid to diagnosis would sometimes be 
found in tracing the presence of a cord passing from the 
body in the labium upwards along the inner aspect of 
the ramus of the pubes; it pointed to a testis.—Dr. 
FoRDYCE referred to a case where a patient had been 
plugged for severe bleeding after coitus, and when the plug 
was removed in the hospital it was discovered there was no 
cervix and nothing found in the roof of the vagina. The 
abdomen was opened and testes were found in the abdomen. 
He did not altogether agree with Dr. Hart that the term 
“ pseudo-hermaphroditism ” should be discarded.— Dr. JAMES 
YounG referred to a case admitted to the gynzxcological 
wards of the Royal Infirmary. The patient had been 
married for two or three months, had the appearance of a 
girl, and dressed as such. But she had broad shoulders and 
no mammee ; and there was a split scrotum with a testis on 
either side and a penis, and the urogenital sinus was 
patent. The patient agreed to have the long hair cut short 
or her head, and she left the hospital wearing male attire. 
Later the person married a girl. Dr. Young asked 
Dr. Hart to explain the origin of the mammz in the 
male.—Dr. Hart, in reply, said theoretically there 
was no reason why there might not be an ovary- 
testis; im fishes there was often one. As to the 
term ‘*sex-ensemble,” he meant something beyond the 
sex gland. The internal secreting glands were of the 
highest importance ; the suprarenals undoubtedly played 
some part, and he included them as part of the sex-ensemble. 
There was a part of the suprarenal in the foetus which 
normally disappeared for which the reason was not known. 
He thought that perhaps in the distribution of the sex- 
ensemble there were hormones which stimulated the develop- 
ment of the mammz. Every man and every woman were 
mere varieties derived from the species homo, but there were 





certain changes arising later which were complementary to 
one another. 

Owing to the visit of the American Travelling Gynzco- 
logical Society to Edinburgh it was agreed not to have a 
-meeting of the society in July. 





SCOTTISH OTOLOGICAL AND LARYNGO- 
LOGICAL SOCIETY. 


Exhibition of Cases. 

A MEETING of this society was held in the Western 
Infirmary, Glasgow, on June 6th, Dr. J. WALKER DOWNIE, 
the President, being in the chair. 

The PRESIDENT showed: 1. A girl with Lupus of the 
Soft Palate, Fauces, Pharynx, and Larynx. Considerable 
improvement had followed the use of chromic acid locally 
and syrup of the iodine of iron internally.—Dr. A. LoGAN 
TURNER suggested the treatment of such cases by nascent 
iodine with electrolysis, a method of treatment which could 
be easily carried out with the aid of suspension laryngoscopy. 
——2. A man, aged 57, who had had Leucoplakia of the 
Tongue and Buccal Mucous Membrane for over 16 years. No 
malignant change had taken place.—Dr. J. KERR LOVE 
referred to a case in which he had watched leucoplakia of the 
tongue for a longer period, and in this patient malignant 
disease had occurred within the past year necessitating 
removal of the tongue.——-3. A man whom he exhibited a 
year ago with Carcinoma of the Ethmoid. The disease had 
very slowly progressed, though the patient himself had kept 
in fair health. 

Dr. THOMAS BARR showed @ young man in whom 
as the result of an accident the auricle was almost 
completely torn off. As a result it became permanently dis- 
placed forwards, and the meatus became entirely occluded. 
Two years later a thin fcetid fluid began to escape from a 
minute opening behind the auricle. After five years, during 
which he had had attacks of pain, vertigo, and vomiting, he 
came under Dr. Barr’s care. After milder measures had 
failed to effect a cessation of the discharge the radical 
mastoid operation was performed seven months ago. The 
result of this was satisfactory, a dry cavity resulting. 
There existed, however, a tendency to epithelial desquama- 
tion which necessitated occasional syringing. Various 
remedies for this were suggested, but probably the condition 
would of itself disappear in time. 

Dr. J. GALBRAITH CONNAL showed: 1. A case in which 
acute middle-ear suppuration had been followed by a 
Bezold’s mastoiditis, from which a pure culture of 
streptococcus was obtained. 2. A patient, a coal-miner, 
whose tympanic membranes were of a dark-blue colour. No 
doubt the colour was due to coal dust in the tympanic 
cavity.—Dr. KERR LovE remarked that the interest of the 
case lay in the point that as coal dust got into the tympanic 
cavities, so might other dust, and it was an interesting 
speculation how far dust might be a direct factor in the 
causation of adhesive processes in the middle ear.——3. A 
man who when boxing received a blow on the larynx 
causing swelling of the inside of the larynx on the 
left side. The cord was more or less fixed and there was 
severe hoarseness. The condition was gradually passing off. 
The thyroid cartilage was not fractured.—In this connexion 
the PRESIDENT referred to four cases of fracture of the 
larynx from various causes, direct and indirect, which had 
come under his observation.——4. A man in whom he had 
operated for Chronic Middle-ear Suppuration with labyrinthine 
and meningeal symptoms. On admission the caloric tests 
showed that the function of the left (the diseased) ear was 
destroyed. The radical mastoid operation was performed. 
The footplate of the stapes was absent. The labyrinth 
operation was, however, not carried out. Three days after 
operation meningeal symptoms showed themselves, and 
lumbar puncture gave exit to turbid fluid under consider- 
able pressure. The fluid contained abundant polymorpho- 
nuclear leucocytes but no organisms. An injection into his 
spinal canal of his own blood serum collected from blood 
withdrawn from a vein in the arm was made on the 
suggestion of Dr. J. Shaw Dunn. Lumbar puncture was per- 
formed on several occasions and the patient ultimately 
recovered.—An interesting discussion took place as to the 
indications for opening the labyrinth in aural suppuration. 
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Dr. HENRY WHITEHOUSE and Dr. Connat showed a 
patient operated on for Cerebellar Abscess, the result of 
chronic middle-ear suppuration. Dr. Whitehouse also showed 
a patient, a woman aged 39, with Epithelioma of the 
Hypopharynx. 

Dr. J. MACKENZIE BootH submitted a short report on the 
Treatment of Certain Forms of Deafness by Maurice’s 
kinesiphone, and described the results in three cases in 
which it had been used. He was inclined to think this 
method had some value in the treatment of certain in- 
tractable aural conditions, though it remained to be seen 
whether the improvement, which certainly did occur in 
some cases, remained.—Dr. W. G. PoRTER supported Dr. 
Booth in his attitude, and referred to a case in which 
marked improvement had followed this method of treatment. 
On the other hand, several members condemned the treat- 
ment as useless and savouring of charlatanism.—It is hoped 
that at a fature meeting members will bring forward records 
of cases carefully taken in which treatment by one or other 
of the forms of apparatus for auditory re-education has been 
used. 

Dr. J. LINDSAY HoOWIE showed a man with a Thyreoglossal 
Cyst. The cyst was about the size of a pigeon’s egg and had 
been present since childhood. 

Dr. A. Brown KELLY showed: 1. A man with Endo- 
thelioma of the Maxillary Antrum. 2. A man suffering from 
Tuberculosis of the Nasal Mucous Membrane, chiefly in the 
region of the posterior part of the septum and of the middle 
meatus. 

Dr. Brown KELLY and Dr. J. F. SmrruH showed some 
cases of Ozena treated by Vaccine of Perez’s Bacillus. 
Though relapses had occurred the vaccine seemed to have a 
specific action and to be of more value than any of 
the multitudinous methods which had been used in the 
treatment of this affection. 

Dr. BrRowN KELLY and Dr. W. WuireLaw showed a 
patient with Chronic Recurring Aphthe of the Mouth, and 
recommended the use of arsenical compounds in this 
condition. 

Dr. JAMES ADAM showed a patient in whom a Cholestea- 
toma had practically performed the radical mastoid opera- 
tion, and Dr. Nem MaAcLAy showed a very large 
Cholesteatoma removed from a patient by operation. 

Dr. JAMES ADAM also showed: 1. A Boy under Ortho- 
dontic Treatment to improve the width of the palate and of 
the nasal fosse. Instead of the split plate actuated by a 
screw the pressure was continuous by means of a spring of 
annealed gold wire tied to the teeth. 2. Two cases of 
Plaut-Vincent Infection of the External’: and Middle Ear. 
3. A case of Malignant Disease of the Hypopharynx 
and Ostium of the Gullet in which apparent cure 
had taken place under radium. Dr. Logan Turner, 
who also saw the patient before the radium treatment was 
commenced, was inclined to doubt the dia mosis. One well- 
known pathologist described it as definitely malignant, 
whereas another declared that he could not so describe the 
portion submitted to him. There was now no trace of 
growth to be seen. 

Dr. KERR LOVE reported two cases of sudden non- 
syphilitic deafness in young children, and took the oppor- 
tunity of impressing upon the members the extreme 
importance of immediately beginning the teaching of lip- 
reading to these children while they still have some speech 
themselves. 

Dr. KERR LOvE showed three interesting cases of recovery 
after operation for Intracranial Complications of Middle- 
ear Suppuration, one of sinus thrombosis and two of temporo- 
sphenoidal abscess. In one of the latter the abscess opened 
spontaneously some days after the performance of the radical 
mastoid operation. 

Dr. W. 38. Symg showed: 1. A patient in whom no recur- 
rence has taken place after an operation nine months ago 
for Primary Malignant Disease (Endothelioma) of the 
Mastoid. Pain was the chief symptom; there was no 
aural discharge. 2. A patient whose maxillary antral 
cavities were found on operation to be filled with a very thick 
viscid material, which the pathologist described as probably 
pure myxoma, but which may have been unusually thick 
mucin, as Dr. Brown Kelly suggested. 3. A patient on 
whom Killian’s frontal sinus operation had been carried 
out. At the operation a very large and diseased fronto- 
ethmoidal cell was found, extending much further outwands 


than the floor of the sinus—a condition which, as Dr. Logan 
Turner remarked, made it impossible that intracranial treat. 
ment could have been successful. A fortnight after opera. 
tion tenderness with some cedema showed itself over the 
left side of the forehead well beyond the limit of the sinus, 
and the temperature rose to 102 8° F. with oscillations, anj 
the patient complained of shivering. It was feared that 
osteomyelitis of the frontal bone was developing. In two 
days, however, the condition subsided and the patient made 
an uninterrupted recovery. 4. A case operated on for 
Malignant Disease of the Ethmoid and Antram with no 
recurrence after five years. 

Dr. Syme also demonstrated, by means of suspension 
laryngoscopy, a case of Dislocation of the Arytenoid, prob. 
ably congenital. 

Mr. T. K. DALzIEt showed a patient on whom he had 
operated for Tuberculous Glands in the anterior mediastinum, 
causing severe pressure on the trachea and bronchi. The 
sternum was removed, a small portion of the upper part only 
being left to maintain the shoulder girdle. The base of the 
heart and the large vessels were exposed, and a large 
tuberculous abscess found beneath the arch of the aorta. 
Tuberculous material to the amount of about half a pint was 
removed, to the great relief of the patient, who appeared 
before to be in extremis. Mr. Dalziel referred to two other 
similar cases on whom he had operated with satisfactory 
results. 

Pathological specimens, &c., were shown by the PRESIDENT, 
Dr. ConnalL, and Dr. SYME.

Arterio-stlerosis : A Consideration of the Prolonga- 
» tion of Life and Efficiency After Forty. —_ 

By Dr. F. L. Bishop. Illustrated. London: Henry Frowde 

and Hodder and Stoughton. Pp. 383. 1914. Price 

10s. 6d. net. 

Tus book is written by a clinician who recognises 
the difficulty of clearly defining so vague a condi- 
tion as arterio-sclerdsis. It is throughout verbose, 
and at first glance tnhsatisfactory, but on closer 
perusal there is much of interest that can be 
gathered from its pages. 

The author recognises the incompleteness of the 
nomenclature, due perhaps to the subject being 
approached from different standpoints, and tries 
to bring the pathologist,-the physician, and the 
clinician into concord; but having approached the 
subject in a broad-minded spirit, he rides his own 
hobby to a point of weariness, and gives the 
impression that all the ills of life are the result of 
arterio-sclerosis, this in its turn being the result of 
protein disturbances. 

We have long recognised that prolonged intoxica- 
tion, probably of alimentary origin, is one cause 
of arterio-sclerosis, and Dr. Bishop elaborates this 
view by ascribing all varieties of arterio-sclerosis to 
protein products of digestion or indigestion, which 
can become active only when the body has become 
sensitive to them through some peculiar change, an 
explanation of which leads him to have recourse to 
the hypothetical realm of anaphylaxis. On this view 
he bases his treatment, the essence of which is a 
protein-free diet; but we have to confess that we 
think it possible that there may be as many causes 
of arterio-sclerosis as of inflammation elsewhere, 
and though Dr. Bishop does not give much attention 
to these, even to the better recognised variety of 
syphilitic origin or to the possibility of there being 
an inherited weakness of vascular tissue and a 
tendency to early sclerotic changes, the American 
physicians whose opinions he quotes at great 
length in Chapter XIV. remedy this omission by 
hypothesising all other possible cases. As we are 
discussing only Dr. Bishop’s book there is no need 
to express our disapproval of the opinions of these 
physicians, many of whom have given their views 
merely because they were asked, not because they 
felt they were competent to do so. The author 
goes into great details of treatment under the 
headings of diet, nursing, and prevention; and 
here again we can hardly agree with him that 
severe exercises, such as fencing, can serve a 
good purpose when the arterio-sclerosis is in any 
way advanced. There is an interesting chapter on 
the chemistry of the proteins for the benefit of 
those who wish to go deeper into the subject 
of biochemistry, and a final chapter on life 
insurance. 

On the whole, we may say that the book has some 
claims to originality, and that the author is on the 
right lines when he throws in his lot with the 
biochemist. .And if we have been thus critical, it 
is only on account of the unnecessary verbosity of 
the book, for in these days brevity is in itself a 
most convincing argument. There is much that 
is good and of interest in the work, and for that 
Wwe would recommend it, 








Some Minute Animal Parasites, or Unseen Foes in 
the Animal World. 


By H. B. Fantuam, D.Se., and ANNIE Porter, D.Sc. 
London: Methuen and Co., Limited. 1914. Pp. 319. 
Price 58. net. 


THIS volume is one of a series of handbooks 
upon natural history intended by the publishers 
and by the authors for readers who are not in 
possession of detailed knowledge of the various 
subjects treated of. It is quite clear, however, 
from even the most cursory inspection of the 
present work that some considerable equipment in 
the way of scientific training is desirable for the 
student who would profit by Dr. Fantham and Dr. 
Porter’s little handbook. With some such elemen- 
tary knowledge we are of opinion that a general 
idea of the more salient results obtained from 
a study of certain protozoa in relation to disease 
can be acquired by the non-expert reader. Srch 
a reader may trust himself with confidence to his 
instructors, since the knowledge offered to him is 
not altogether a compilation, however exact and 
thorough, but is at least partly derived from a first- 
hand acquaintance with the facts and experiments, 
to which both authors have mace original ccntri- 
butions of their own. This is as it should be, and 
must inspire confidence. 

The reader is pleasantly carried along, for the 
authors write with enthusiasm, and when the sub- 
ject permits of it, as it does in the last chapter, 
their words rise to eloquence. To one wishful only 
of obtaining facts free from comment any such 
enthusiasm may seem out of place, as tending by 
its presence to colour too highly the essential data 
of this branch of science. But it is really only when 
discussing the general importance of their subject 
and the desirability from all points of view of incul- 
cating in the people a knowledge of it, that the 
authors abandon the colder language which is proper 
to a scientific treatise. No fault can be found with 
the plain and straightforward account of the 
trypanosoma gambiense associated with sleeping 
sickness, with which organism and disease the 
authors commence their work. The fully formed 
parasite is figured in clear drawings, and the 
gradual melting down, as it were, of the parasite 
into a latent body, and the revivification of the 
latter into a fully grown trypanosome are indicated 
in equally clear diagrams. It had been disp ted 
with reference to this parasite as to whether the 
infection by the tsetse fly was a mere passive trans- 
ference of such trypanosomes as had happened to 
be sucked up with the blood of its victim by the 
fly, or whether the parasite enjoyed a new and 
different life within the body of the fly, as is the 
case with the malaria organism and others. 
The authors state very definitely that the freedom 
of the fly from parasites after a short time, 
and its consequent harmlessness as a trans- 
mitter of disease, though at first seeming to favour 
the view of accidental transmission, is not really so. 
For in about 20 days after the bite of an infected 
animal the tsetse fly is again infective. Its 
dangerous qualities may continue for the rest of 
its life, and this state of affairs shows that the 
trypanosome has been only latent within its body 
during the period of harmlessness. They have, in 
fact, melted down into the smaller resting bodies 
which are immobile, possessing no flagellum and 
undulating membrane. This highly important fact 
is due to Kleine; and we may note that everywhere 
the authors of the book under review are careful to 
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give honour where honour is due. Though possibly 
a little out of place in a handbook such as is the 
present, the authors enter to some extent into the 
treatment of the diseases referred to. Thus they 
discuss, though not very deeply, the advantages of 
arsenic compounds and of salts of antimony in cases 
of the sleeping sickness.. With this portion of the 
treatise, which is after all a very small portion, we 
have less sympathy, for we have heard statements 
which are entirely at variance with those of 
Dr. Fantham and Dr. Porter. 

We turn, therefore, with greater interest and con- 
fidence to the chapter dealing with those prob- 
lematical organisms termed spirochete. These 
creatures—for their plant or animal nature can 
hardly be regarded yet as a matter that is 
entirely settled—are as parasites curiously parallel 
to the nematode worms; for in both groups we 
have some which are purely free-living forms, and 
others which are as entirely parasites, while inter- 
mediate forms unite the extremes. The type 
spirocheta was discovered so long ago as 1833 by 
Ehremberg in muddy water. Since then closely 
allied organisms have been found as parasites in 
molluscs, in man, and in other animals, and their 
connexion with diseases has been firmly established. 
The spirochwtz have been referred to both bacteria 
and protozoa, and the authors come to the con- 
clusion that “ the balance of evidence is somewhat 
in favour of including them among the protozoa, 
but that a special group, that of the spirochetacea, 
should be made for their reception.” 

There is much interesting matter in this emi- 
nently readable and, we think, quite trustworthy 
handbook. 





The Bacteriological Examination of Food and 
Water. 

By WILLIAM G, SAVAGE, B.Sc., M.D. Lond., D.P.H., County 

Medical Officer of Health, Somerset ; late Medical Officer 

of Health and Public Analyst, Colchester, &c, Cambridge: 

The University Press. 1914. Pp. 173. Price 7s. 6d. net. 


THIS work forms one of the Cambridge Public 
Health Series, edited by G. S. Graham Smith and 
I. E. Purvis. These books were, it is understood, 
to be written by experts, to appeal to a rather wide 
circle of readers, and to be rendered useful to the 
specialist by bibliographies. The present author 
has contributed much to the advance of his subject 
by his scientific investigations and is engaged in 
the practical administration of public health 
legislation; but the work is not provided with a 
bibliography. 

In dealing with bacteriology in relation to public 
health the practical and possible, as opposed to the 
scientific and desirable, must be kept in view. The 
demands made on the bacteriologist are at present 
greatly in excess of his power fully to satisfy them. 
The best he can do is to use such methods as 
experience teaches will enable him to respond to 
these demands of sanitary authorities, with informa- 
tion which is sufficiently accurate to justify adminis- 
trative action based on his findings. Dr. Savage 
realises these practical limitations. Under various 
disguises the great problem of the routine work of 
the public health bacteriologist is the discovery of 
fecal contamination. The discovery of specific 
pathogenic organisms, except perhaps in the case 
of tuberculosis, plays but a small part in this class 
of investigation. The demonstration and estima- 
tion of the so-called “indicator germs” are therefore 
of primary importance, and the book opens with 
chapters dealing broadly with the three groups of 








colon bacilli, streptococci, and B. enteritidis 
sporogenes, their value as indicators, and the 
general methods for their isolation and enumera- 
tion. This leads naturally to chapters treating of 
the application of these methods and considerations 
to the specific cases of water, soil, and sewage, 
shell-fish, milk, and milk products. The methods 
used for the discovery of specific pathogenic germs 
are also given, in connexion with their usual 
sources and associations. The bacteriology of meat 
and meat products, which naturally leads to a con- 
sideration of food poisoning and the associated 
organisms, occupies some 14 pages. This section is 
good, but the space does not permit it to be more 
than a brief sketch of a very thorny subject. The 
bacteriology of air, the testing of disinfectants, 
and an appendix giving the composition of the 
various media recommended for use complete the 
book. 

Much that is of the utmost value in the applica- 
tion of bacteriology to public health problems will 
always be the result of personal experience, and 
difficult to communicate in text-book form, but 
thanks to Dr. Savage’s knowledge of the duties oi 
the medical officer of health his book has a very 
practical character, and will form a valuable unit 
in the series to which it belongs. The printing and 
paper are excellent. 





Erfahrungen iiber die Roentgenuntersuchung der 
Lungen. ’ 
Von Dr. HERBERT ASSMANN, Assistent an der Medizin- 
ischen Klinik in Leipzig. Jena: Gustav Fischer. 1914. 
Pp. 168. Price 18 marks. 


THE main object of this work is to record 
researches made with a view to controlling the 
diagnostic value of X ray examinations of the lungs 
by means of anatomical inspection post mortem. 
The necessity for such research is forcibly illus- 
trated by the various views expressed even recently 
by the best authorities on the causation of the 
normal hilum shadow, while control by clinical 
methods leaves much to be desired ; percussion, for 
instance, needs rather to be corrected by X rays than 
vice versd. 

The author begins with an account of normal 
appearances, in the course of which he describes 
his own experiment on a dog, showing how deep a 
shadow is cast by the overfilled vessels of one lung, 
while the vessels of the other lung, having been 
washed out, show but slightly on the plate. He 
sums up a discussion on the hilum shadow by 
saying that in his opinion it is due almost entirely 
to the blood-vessels and that the bronchi take very 
little share. There follows an interesting account 
of apical relations, an accurate knowledge of which 
is of the highest importance in the X ray diagnosis 
of early tubercle; and there is a careful discussion 
of a shadow in the left third intercostal space 
which, on the strength of bismuth injections in the 
dead subject, is attributed to the subclavian 
artery. 

Having dealt with the normal, the author 
proceeds to describe pathological conditions, 
arranged according to anatomical systems—altera- 
tions of blood-vessels, bronchi, lymph vessels, lung 
parenchyma, and, lastly, of the pleura. These are 
illustrated throughout the text by references to the 
excellent series of plates, numbering no less than 
56, which are the most notable feature of this 
capital little work, and are also described with 
characteristic thoroughness in a special appendix 
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and critically compared with clinical or post- 
mortem findings. Though small, the plates are 
clearly reproduced and well repay detailed study. 





Preliminary Report on the Treatment of Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis by Tuberculin. 
By N. D. BARDSWELL. With a Prefatory Note by Professor 
K. Pearson. London: H. K. Lewis. 1914. Pp. 142. 
Price 6s. net. 


THE results obtained by the tuberculin treatment 
of phthisis at King Edward VII.’s Sanatorium 
during 18 months have been made the subject 
of a preliminary report by Dr. Bardswell. His 
statistical results are subjected to a careful 
examination by Professor Pearson, who points out 
the manifold difficulties in their proper apprecia- 
tion, and draws the conclusion that this treatment 
is still on trial and has not yet made good. Dr. 
Bardswell says quite frankly that his own ex- 
perience, up to October, 1913, shows that the 
administration of tuberculin is quite unsuitable as 
a routine method of treatment for all cases of 
pulmonary tuberculosis, and that its indiscriminate 
and careless use on a large scale can only end in 
harm. He believes that many of those who use 
tuberculin do not at present realise the importance 
of avoiding all tuberculin reactions. His report is 
well worth reading. 





Modern Anesthetics. 
By J. FREDERICK W. SILK, M.D. Lond. London: 
Edward Arnold. 1914. Pp. 200, with illustrations. 
Price 3s. 6d. 


In the preface to this little work Dr. Silk states 
that his principal object has been to describe in 
detail those procedures which he has found most 
useful in his own practice. The author has success- 
fully achieved this object, and the result is that he 
has supplied a succinct yet sufficient guide for the 
practitioner or student who seeks to follow in his 
footsteps. Dr. Silk, however, has done rather more 
than merely supply such a guide, for the book con- 
tains a certainly brief yet well-considered résumé 
of physiological knowledge concerning anes- 
thetics generally. In a work of so purely prac- 
tical a character we have obviously no right to 
cavil at any omissions in that portion which deals 
with the solely scientific side of the subject, 
and we will merely point out that Dr. Silk does not 
attempt to discuss the intimate relation of chloro- 
form to tke blood gases or the tissue elements, or 
the causation of death by ventricular fibrillation; 
such matters, no doubt, he would consider out of 
place in his manual. Indeed, considering the small 
size of the book, it is more pertinent to remark the 
admirable manner in which Dr. Silk has managed 
to summarise the now numerous important prac- 
tical matters concerned in the successful admini- 
stration of anesthetics. All the most recent 
developments of practice receive due consideration, 
including those which relate to spinal and to local 
analgesia. 

sroadly speaking, for major operations Dr. Silk’s 
preference is for the use of a mixture of chloroform 
and ether in the proportion of one-third and two- 
thirds. This is administered upon a sponge- 
containing mask, which is figured and described, 
and there is no doubt about the extreme efficiency 
of Dr, Silk’s method nor of the great rapidity 
with which anwsthesia can be induced when, as 
described in this book, the proceeding is initiated 


by the spraying on the sponge of some 7-10 c.c. of 
ethyl chloride. On the subject of preliminary 
use of alkaloids Dr. Silk is non-committal and a 
little too brief. We gather that he likes the com- 
plete morphia-scopolamine procedure or eJse no 
alkaloid at all. The preparation of the patient is 
fully considered, and Crile’s system of anoci- 
association is described in its author’s own words. 
This book can be read with pleasure as well as 
profit. 





Ueber die Doehle-Heller’sche Aortitis (Aortitis 
Luetica). 


Von Dr. G. B. GruBER. Jena: G. Fischer. 1914. 
Pp. 112, with 21 plates. Price 12 marks. 


SYPHILITIC aortitis has been elevated to the 
dignity of an eponymous disorder in Germany, and 
is known as “ Doehle-Heller’s aortitis.” A patho- 
logical-anatomical study of it by Gruber is based 
on the examination of 120 cases, 27 of which are 
reported in detail. The author notes the general 
tendency of syphilis to attack the thoracic aorta, 
particularly the ascending arch, while athero- 
sclerosis is apt to attack the peripheral arteries 
mainly; 24 of his patients showed aneurysmal 
dilatation of the aorta. All three coats of the 
aorta are involved by the luetic process; the 
intimal changes he holds to be for the most part 
secondary. Productive inflammatory processes as 
well as degenerative changes are seen in the 
media and adventitia; there is nothing about the 
intimal changes, whether reparatory or degenera- 
tive, that distinguishes them from those seen in 
non-luetic atherosclerosis. The rarity of syphilitic 
disease of the pulmonary artery is pointed out, and 
is left unexplained. Wassermann’s reaction was 
positive in 100 out of 104 of Gruber’s cases; only 
41 out of his 120 patients gave a history of having 
had syphilis. He concludes that in all probability 
the aortic disease begins as a gummatous miliary 
mesaortitis, and believes that the areas of lympho- 
cytic non-necrotic inflammation seen in the middle 
coat of the aorta are to be regarded as syphilomas. 
The 21 illustrations, moderately retouched photo- 
graphs and microphotographs, are excellent ; over 
170 references to the literature are given, but no 
mention of C. U. Aitchison’s important paper on 
Mesaortitis and Aneurysm, published in 1908, is 
made. 





Mental Deficiency (Amentia). 
By A. F. TREDGOLD, L.R.C.P. Lond., M.R.C.S. Eng., Con- 
sulting Physician to the National Association for the 
Feeble-minded and to the Littleton Home for Defective 
Children. Second edition. London: Baillitre, Tindall, 
and Cox. 1914. Pp. 491. Price 12s. 6d. net. 


WE are happy to welcome a second edition of this 
work. Advance in knowledge of the etiology of 
amentia is necessarily slow, for, in the first place, 
trustworthy data can be gathered only by watching 
generation after generation come and go; and, 
secondly, because the idea of the importance of the 
investigation of family histories is only beginning 
to be reawakened under the influence of a renewed 
interest in Mendelism. But it is in the direc- 
tion of etiology, and therefore of prophylaxis, that 
the eyes of those interested in mental deficiency 
are for the most part turned. 

It is curious that in however great measure 
Weismannism may have commended itself to the 
academic scientific world, it is in the practical field 





of medicine universally ignored. We are glad to 
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. 
note that the present author insists upon the 
absurdity of contending that germ plasm.is immut- 
able, and that he holds that primary amentia is a 
manifestation of a pathological germinal variation 
which has been produced by the environment, and 
that the germinal change is of the nature of a 
vitiation. A healthy scepticism is also evinced 
upon the rather imaginative view of Dr. Charles B. 
Davenport, that feeble-mindedness is an uninter- 
rupted transmission from our animal ancestry. 
Beyond continued research into the causation of 
amentia and the passage of the Mental Deficiency 
Act there has been but little to produce any 
variation of the present edition from the former, 
but a useful summary of the Act has been added 
and the whole book has been brought up to date. 

The work is one likely to prove useful, not only 
to the medical practitioner and the instructor of 
the feeble-minded, but also to those who are con- 
cerned administratively in their care. 





Hypnotism ; its History, Practice, and Theory. 
By J. MILNE BRAMWELL, M.B., O.M. Edin. Third and 
cheaper edition. London: William Rider and Son. 1913. 
Pp. 480. Price 12s. 6d. net. 


THIS new edition of Dr. Milne Bramwell’s well- 
known book on hypnotism is identical with the 
previous edition, except for the fact that two or 
three cases of psychical impotence are added in an 
appendix. 

As the last edition was published in 1906, we 
feel that the experience of so authoritative a 
worker as Dr. Milne Bramwell in the matter of 
new light on the phenomena of hypnotism from 
the standpoint of new theories of its nature would 
have been welcome. He has not, however, appa- 
rently seen fit to alter or to add anything beyond 
what has been already mentioned. And as the 
second edition was a replica of the first, which 
appeared in 1903, we do not know that we agree 
with his contention, as expressed in his new pre- 
face, that “nothing has been written, as far as I 
know, which throws any fresh light on the pheno- 
mena of hypnosis and suggestion.” Thus there is 
no mention in the book of the theories associated 
with the names of Boris Sidis, Freud, or Ferencsi, 
to mention but a few. In this respect, therefore, 
the student of the subject will be disappointed, for 
some of the recent developments in hypnotism are 
at least of considerable theoretical interest. 

From the point of view of practical hypnotism, 
however, the book remains an excellent treatise, 
with valuable clinical illustrative cases, and for the 
physician who wishes an introduction to the subject 
we know of no book that can be more confidently 
recommended.

THIs new series of clinical and pathological 
investigations of certain nervous and mental 
cases is one that will prove of great value to 
the neurologist and alienist.

He has taught the younger 
generation what the scientific examination of 
pathological material means, and these latest 


the best results are to be obtained, For 
histological accuracy they leave nothing to le 
desired; they will stimulate all into whose 
hands they come to be satisfied with nothing less 
than the same patient and critical research into 
the pathology of mental disease. They are illus. 
trated with well-reproduced microphotographs, 
and those who are acquainted with the high level 
of the work that emanates from Nissl’s laboratory 
will be confident that still more may be expected 
in the future numbers of the series. 

All workers at the difficult problems of neuro. 
pathology should make themselves familiar with 
these little brochures by Nissl and his collaborators. 
They represent the high-water mark of modern 
microscopical research in the subject with which 
hey are concerned.

Les Opsonines et les Bactériotropines au point de 
vue des Expériences Personnelles et la Critique de la 
Théorie de Wright. Par le Docteur St. SERKOwskI, 
Chef de Laboratoire Bactériologique 4 Varsovie 
(Bologne). Paris: A. Maloine. 1914. Pp. 116. 
Price 2.50 francs.—For the most part this brochure 
contains little that is new to English readers. It 
sets forth the theory of opsonins in regard to their 
relationship with other immune bodies, and gives 
an account of the technique of opsonic determina- 
tions strictly according to the ritual of the high 
priest of the cult. The criticism which acts asa 
grain of salt to the réchauffé is not very sub- 
versive, being directed chiefly against the view that 
vaccines may be of use in the treatment of septi- 
cemias as well as of localised infections. The 
author, however, also doubts the value of opsonic 
determinations in the dosage of tuberculin, and 
even the direct relationship between the amount of 
opsonin present in a serum and the exact degree 


fof phagocytosis occurring in a mixture of it with 


leucocytes and bacteria. Variations may, he holds, 
occur in the two latter elements also. 


The Climate of Portugal and Notes on its Health 
Resorts. By Dr. D. G. DaALa@apo, of the Academy of 
Sciences, Lisbon. London: H. K. Lewis. Pp. 479, 
with six maps and numerous tables. Price 10s. 6d. 
net.—With the improvement in communieations 
between this country and Portugal and increasing 
recognition of the beauty and interest of that 
country and the excellence of its winter climate, 
there has been during the last few years a very 
rapid growth in the popularity of Portugal as a 
winter resort and a great increase in the numbers 
of visitors thither from Great Britain and other 
northerly countries during the colder months 
of the year. Inasmuch as Dr. Dalgado states 
that it is the British who have led the way to the 
Portuguese health resorts, both continental and 
insular, and that 90 per cent. of the foreign cold 
season visitors to Portugal are British, it is appro- 
priate that his admirable account of the climatiology 
of Portugal and of the attractions, merits, and 
special qualities of its various health resorts shoul 
appear in English. We can strongly recommen( 
the book to medical men and others who for health 
or other reason may be contemplating a visit to 
“the happy land” of the ancients. Dr. Dalgado is 


to be congratulated on the thoroughness of bis 
command of idiomatic English and the Coimbra 
University Press on the excellence and correctness 
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sign of having been written and printed in what to 
author and printer was a foreign language. 


The Medical Annual: A Year Book of Treatment 
and Practitioners’ Index. 1914. Bristol: John 
Wright and Sons, Limited. Pp. 795. Price 8s. 6d. 
—The present issue of this well-known and useful 
publication well maintains the standard of its pre- 
decessors. A considerable amount of valuable work 
was carried out in 1913, and a feature of the con- 
tributions consists in a description of the exact 
details of technique of many new diagnostic, 
clinical, and surgical procedures. The many 
advances have rendered it necessary to add 100 
extra pages. In an article on Radio-activity and 
Electrotherapeutics Mr. C. T. Holland, honorary 
medical officer to the electrical department, 
Liverpool Royal Infirmary, draws attention to the 
marked advance in the recognition of the thera- 
peutic value of radium and to a correspond- 
ing demand, especially in England and Germany, 
that the hospitals should possess sufficient 
quantities to deal efficiently with the cases 
that require such treatment. Professor Carl 
von’ Noorden and Professor Wilhelm Falta write 
of the physical properties and the therapeutic 
application of the thorium radio-active group, 
but the results hitherto recorded are not 
held sufficient to form a definite opinion upon, 
except that the greatest caution has to be employed 
in its use. The energy of the group is extremely 
powerful, and its use requires special skill and 
experience. Dr. Lawrason Brown and Dr. E. N. 
Packard, jun. (New York), in a short article on 
tuberculin therapy, conclude that during the past 
year little advance has been made in the scientific 
use of tuberculin, and that so far no statistical 
proof has been adduced to show that tuberculin is 
much superior to other forms of treatment in many 
patients, “ but in a few the results are so striking 
that those who obtain them are over enthusiastic.” 
The bulk of the volume consists of summaries of 
the advances during the year in the various 
branches of medical science. The contributors 
have done their work well. 





JOURNALS AND MAGAZINES. 


Parasitology. Edited by G. H. F. Nurrauy and A. E. 
SHIPLEY, assisted by Epwarp HINDLE. Vol. VII., No. 1. 
May, 1914. Cambridge University Press. Price 10s. net; 
yearly subscription 30s. net.—Some Larval Trematodes from 
Millport, by Marie V. Lebour, contains descriptions of the 
larval stages of a Maritrema occurring in Ligia oceanica, an 
Opisthorchis encysted in the skin of gadoids, and also 
observations on the life-history of Parorchis acanthus Nicoll. 
‘The latter trematode is parasitic in the cloaca of the herring 
gull, and its larval stages have been found in the common 
shore molluse, Purpura lapillus.—A Short Description of the 
Larva of Lophoscelomyia Asiatica, Leicester, 1905, and 
Notes on the Species, by ©. Strickland, comprises an 
account of the hitherto unknown larval stage of this 
interesting mosquito, which, like other members of the 
genus Lophoscelomyia, breeds in the interiors of cut bamboos. 
Light was found to have a deterrent influence on the late 
development of this species, for fully grown larve kept on a 
light verandah refused to pupate, whilst when placed in a 
dark corner of the house they pupated within one or two 
days. The article concludes with a note on the classification 
and affinities of the Malayan myzorhynchoid species of 
mosquitoes.—Blood Parasites found in Mammals, Birds, and 
Fishes in England, by Alfred C. Coles, will come as asurprise 
to those who imagine that blood parasites are essentially a 
leature of warmer countries. During an investigation, 
extending over several years, of the blood of numerous 
animals mostly from the neighbourhood of Bournemouth, 
Dr. Coles has discovered numerous parasites, many of 


which are new. Among the latter are the following: 
Immature forms of Trypanosoma vespertilionis in the 
common small bat; possible schizogonic forms of 
the leucocytozoon of the thrush, found in the peri- 
pheral and heart blood and im that from the lung; 
hemogregarines in the blood of the field mouse and field 
vole ; intracorpuscular bodies of the nature of Piroplasma 
(probably Nuttallia) in the blood of the field mouse and 
water vole ; spirochztz in the blood of two species of bats, 
the pipistrelle and the noctule; Toxoplasma and Hemo- 
gregarina in the blood and organs of the squirrel. In 
addition, very numerous other parasites are described, 
including trypanosomes, spirochztz, proteosoma, halteridia, 
heemogregarines, Achromaticus, piroplasma, leucocytozoa, 
Grahamella, Elleipsisoma, and various filarie. This most 
interesting article is accompanied by excellent photo- 
micrographs of the various parasites observed.—The Trypan- 
Blue Treatment in Piroplasmosis of Domesticated Animals in 
South Africa, by A. Goodall, comprises a brief account of 
the results obtained in the treatment of piroplasmosis in 
dogs, cattle, donkeys, and horses, by means of injections 
of trypan blue. In every case the drug was found to be 
wonderfully effective, and the author remarks that after an 
experience of the treatment in some hundreds of cases he 
feels justified in stating that animals do not suffer from 
relapses if a sufficient quantity of the solution of the sub- 
stance is used. The dog can become infected a second time 
after trypan-blue treatment, but this second infection is 
also amenable to the drug.—The Scope and Aims of Applied 
Entomology, by A. D. Imms, is the substance of a 
lecture delivered before the University of Manchester 
on the occasion of the writer taking up the post of reader 
in agricultural entomology, and contains an interesting 
summary of recent advances in this subject.— Equine Biliary 
Fever in Madras, by J. F. Valladares, contains an account 
of this important disease, from which it seems that both 
Nuttallia equi and Piroplasma caballi occur in equine 
biliary fever in Madras. Both forms are amenable to 
treatment with trypan blue, but nuttalliosis may persist and 
is liable to recurrence when the infected animal is subjected 
to unfavourable conditions.—‘' Tick Paralysis” in Man and 
Animals, by G. H. F. Nuttall, contains an account of further 
published records, with comments, relating to this peculiar 
disease. The most interesting records are some by Dr. 
Temple, of Oregon, in which are described 13 cases of 
‘*tick paralysis ’ occurring in man in Oregon The history and 
clinical symptoms of the disease are given in each case, and 
it seems that only children are seriously affected by the 
ticks. Three of the patients succumbed to the disease. In 
every case there was a history of tick-bite, being followed by 
more or less rapid acute ascending paralysis. The tick 
implicated in the causation of this disease seems to be 
Dermacentor venustus, and it may be recalled that 
Hadwen experimentally produced the infection in sheep, 
and Hadwen and Nuttall in the dog, by the bites of this 


species. 


The Annals of Tropical Medicine and Parasitology. Series 
T.M. Vol. VIII., No. 1.—This number of the Annals con- 
tains no fewer than 15 contributions, all of special value and 
interest in the various branches of tropical medicine.— 
Dr. Warrington Yorke and Dr. B. Blacklock furnish a 
paper on the differentiation of the more important mammalian 
trypanosomes, in which they have attempted to make a 
classification. Though they do not claim to have given a 
complete account of the pathogenic trypanosomes, they 
think that the points they have emphasised will be of 
practical use in differentiating the species. This paper is 
illustrated by a coloured plate and has a table appended, 
giving the salient characters of the more important mam- 
malian trypanosomes.—Some cases of illness with bronchial 
spirochetosis and pneumonic symptoms, which came under 
the notice of Dr. J. A. Taylor, of the Uganda Protectorate 
Medical Staff, are described by him, and some temperature 
charts are appended.—-Attempts to find disease germs in 
the European bed-bug (cimex lectuarius) after feeding experi- 
ments in various diseases, including leprosy. lymphadenoma, 
carcinoma, &c., are discussed by Dr. David Thomson, who 
concludes that protozoal parasites do not seem to exist 
normally in the European bed-bug. He thinks, however, 
that up to the present insufficient research has been carried 





on with regard to the possibility of the transmission of 
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disease in temperate climates by blood-sucking insects. — 
An article on the pathogenicity of the trypanosome (T. 
nigeriense) from a case of sleeping sickness from Eket, in 
Southern Nigeria, is supplied by Dr. J. W. Scott Macfie, of 
the West African Medical Staff, and this observer, in con- 
junction with Dr. J. E. L. Johnston, of the same service, 
furnishes a note on the occurrence of spirochztosis of fowls 
in Southern Nigeria. This paper is illustrated. Dr. Johnston 
also describes some observations he made at the VYaba 
Research Institute, near Lagos, on the variations in form of 
microfilarizs found in man, and gives some illustrations.— 
A report on a so-called cure for trypanosomiasis is pre- 
sented by Dr. Warrington Yorke and Dr. Blacklock. This 
‘‘cure” was a serum, but it was found not to 
have the slightest therapeutic value when tested on 
experimental animals. These two same _ investigators 
contribute a note on antimony trioxide in the treatment 
of experimental trypanosomiasis. Though they wisely 
express their opinions cautiously they seem to think that a 
certain number of cures have resulted from the use of this 
drag.—A short note on the occurrence of plasmodium in the 
blood of West African monkeys is contributed by Dr. Harald 
Seidelin and Dr. Andrew Connal.—Mr. Llewellyn Lloyd 
gives a brief note on scratching birds and the possibility of 
their acting as a control of glossine by finding and devouring 
the pupe. Taking guinea-fowl, which are extremely 
numerous in Northern Rhodesia, he found that these birds 
ate a few of the pups, but they cannot be considered to act 
as a control of the tsetse fly.—The origin and development 
of gametes (crescents) in malignant tertian malaria, with 
some observations on flagellation, is the subject of a paper by 
Dr. David Thomson ; this forms Part II. of the report of the 
Malarial Expedition to Panama in 1912. This paper is 
illustrated by a coloured plate.—Mr. T. Harvey Johnston, of 
Brisbane University, supplies a second report (illustrated) 
on the cestoda and acanthocephala collected in Queens- 
land, and Dr. Henry Priestley, otf the Australian Institute 
of Tropical Medicine, Townsville, Queensland, furnishes a 
short article on Microsporon Scorteum (n.sp.) from a human 
case of ringworm.—A new malarial parasite of man, from 
the Central Provinces of India, is described, illustrated by 
three plates, by Professor J. W. W. Stephens, who proposes 
to give to it the name of plasmodium tenue.'—Dr. J. B. 
Christopherson, of Khartoum, in the last article deals with 
the subject of mutilation of the wounded on the battlefield, 
and describes an illustrative case of a Soudanese, where the 
enemy (the Abyssinians) had cut off his penis and scrotum 
as he lay wounded on the field of battle suffering with a 
sword wound in his neck and with a bullet in his thigh. 
This brief summary sufficiently shows the nature and 
importance of the articles included in this number of the 
Annals, 

Knowledge. June, 1914.—In the first of a series of articles 
on the Physical Conditions of the Jewish Race, written by 
Mr. Israel Cohen, B.A., the writer suggests that the secret 
of the health and longevity of the Jewish race lies in the 
mode of life which is prescribed and fashioned by law and 
custom. Under their hygienic dispensation it is not sur- 
prising, he says, ‘‘that the Jews everywhere have a lower 
rate of mortality than the people among whom they live, 
even though they generally dwell in the most crowded and 
insanitary districts.” Authorities for the statements made 
are freely quoted, and the articles when completed should 
form an interesting and useful monograph on the physical 
conditions of the Jewish race. The same issue contains 
several reproductions from microphotographs of Dytiscus 
marginalis and of a parasite fungus on Tortula muralis, 
as well as a beautiful coloured plate of the marsh 
marigold. 


The Dental Record.—In the June issue of this journal 
Mr. B. Sherratt describes the parts played by the tongue, 
teeth, palate, lips, and cheeks in the production of the 
various sounds, and shows how artificial dentures should be 
constructed with a view to reproducing the original relation 
of the parts which are of necessity disturbed by loss of 
teeth and the consequent absorption of the bone. Mr. 
Edwin Houghton writes on the question of public dental 
service, and Mr. T. G. Read publishes a paper dealing with 
the causation of dental caries. This paper is to a great 
extent a criticism of views recently published by Dr. J. Sim 
Wallace.

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AN IMPROVED RESPIRATOR. 

DuRING the use of respirators for the inhalation of 
antiseptic chemicals in the treatment of bacterial infections 
of the upper air passages and bronchial tubes it not infre- 
quently occurs with the existing models that some of the 
liquids escape from the sponge or cotton-wool pad and, 
coming in contact with the skin round the mouth or on 
the nose, cause irritation or even burning. To obviate this 
inconvenience a well-known medical man has suggested two 
modifications in the structure of such respirators which have 
been carried out in a very practical manner. To prevent 
irritation of the tip of the nose the sponge or cotton wool is 
enclosed in a cylindrical box of zinc gauze. The liquid is 
prevented from running down the sides of the mask on to 
the skin round the mouth by a narrow trough placed between 
the circular box and the inside of the respirator proper. 
Continuous use of this improved mask has shown it to be 
comfortable to wear, efficient for the purpose it is used for, 
and free from the defects found in the usual patterns. 

The mask is to be obtained from the maker, Mr. J.

ROYAL COMMISSION ON VENEREAL 
DISEASES. 


At the forty-second meeting of the Royal Commission on 
Venereal Diseases evidence was given by Professor Blaschko, 
of Berlin, honorary secretary of the German Society for Com- 
bating Venereal Diseases. 

Professor Blaschko reviewed the statistics relating to 
venereal diseases in Germany and other countries. Con- 
paring England and Germany he thought that, though the 
English army figures were much higher than those of the 
German army, prevalence of the disease was probably greater 
inGermany. This he attributed to the fact that conditions 
of life were better in England; at any rate, temptation was 
far greater in German than in English towns of the same 
size. The question whether venereal diseases in Germany 
were increasing was, he said, a difficult one to answer. During 
the last 40 years Germany had been changed from an agricul- 
tural nation into an industrial state with many great towns. 
In view of the fact that the prevalence of venereal diseases 
increased with thesize of a town it might have been expected 
that the prevalence would have increased. Trustworthy 
statistics over a long period did not exist, but the returns 
relating to German recruits in the last ten years showed that 
an augmentation was not probable. Professor Blaschko 
concluded, therefore, that some favourable influences had 
been acting, and he thought that the work of the German 
Society had played an important part. This society was 
constituted in 1902, and its main objects might be stated to 
be : (1) The enlightenment of the public on the ravages of 
venereal diseases and the necessity of combating them ; (2) 
the scientific discussion of all problems connected with the 
combating of the diseases ; and (3) the keeping in touch with 
legislative and administrative bodies and the proposing of 
reforms in the law and administration. 

The committees of the society were representative of al! 
classes, including educationists, insurance bodies, phy- 
sicians, lawyers, public officials, merchants, Members of 
Parliament, and all well-known women. There were 
branches of the society in nearly all large German towns, 


and it was through these branches that the principal part of. 


the work was done. ‘These branches organised public 
meetings and lectures at which diseussion might be per- 
mitted. The society had a large number of wax figures, 
diagrams, drawings, and lantern slides, and these were lent 
for the purposes of exhibition. Representations of Brieuz’s 
drama, Les Avariés (Damaged Goods), had also been organ- 
ised, and most of the local branches had supported the 
representations. In Berlin alone this play had been per- 
formed more than 100 times at seven theatres. The Germap 
society had taken much pains to introduce better sexual 
education at home and school, but in practice it had 
appeared that there were many difficulties and prejudices 
to be surmounted. Professor Blaschko was convinced that 
the German society had thoroughly changed public opinioz 
on venereal diseases. The whole press, as well as tbe 
general public, were in sympathy with the movement 
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The Clinical Congress of Surgeons 
of North America. 


We publish in another column details of the 
proceedings, as so far planned, which will take 
place at the annual session of the Clinical Congress 
of Surgeons of North America, which is to be held 
in London from Monday, July 27th, to Saturday, 
August Ist. The idea of holding a clinical congress 
of surgeons of one countfy in the capital town of 
another country is quite a novelty, and the under- 
lying ideas should be explained or the significance of 
the occasion may escape notice. It should be clearly 
understood that membership of the Congress is not 
limited to qualified medical men of North America. 
The idea is American and the organisation is 
American, but the codperation of the scientific 
medical world is invited, and members of that 
world who find presence in London at the particular 
season possible will find themselves welcome as 
congressists. Again, the idea of clinical meetings 
is in itself something of a novelty, leaving the inter- 
national considerations of the Congress out of 
account. In the United States such meetings have 
been held with great success on several occasions, the 
impending Clinical Congress of Surgeons of North 
America being in fact the fifth of the series. The 
personal and practical nature of a clinical con- 
gress appealed to the American mind when the 
institution of such a gathering was first mooted. 
For highly valuable as the work of scientific 
congresses has been, and is, in many directions, 
there can be no doubt that the wheat has 
been mixed regularly with a great deal of chaff, 
and that the originality of a large number of 
the communications to these gatherings is 
always of a very doubtful character. Sessions 
are too often taken up with pointless résumés 
of other people’s work; with dissertations upon 
the absurdity of accepting views or of per- 
forming operations that are no longer, as a matter 
of fact, either accepted or performed; with broad- 
minded disquisitions that propose to remove 
barriers, but suggest no practical utility for the 
added territory ; and with popularised versions of 
theories not ripe for the treatment. To the clear 
intelligence of the American, who has suffered a 





good deal from the burden of loquacious congresses, 
the notion came that, if a congress should, first, by 
its chosen subjects deal only with burning ques- 
tions, and secondly should be able to bring before 
its. members a number of essentially modern 
surgeons performing modern operations in an 
environment typifying modern administration, the 
members of such a congress would achieve at one 
and the same time a knowledge of contem- 
porary surgery and a familiarity with hos- 
pital methods which could never be gained by 
the interchange of papers, however informa- 
tory in their facts or illuminating in their 
philosophy. 

The programme of the forthcoming Clinical 
Songress of the Surgeons of North America shows 
the practical nature of the meeting—room is made 
in it for academic instruction, but the reason of the 
Congress is practical. The proceedings will con- 
sist of visits made in a systematic manner to the 
12 great London hospitals to which a medical 
school is attached, to certain other general 
hospitals selected for their all-round importance, 
and to a group of the best special hospitals 
in the metropolis. At various hours in these 
30 therapeutic centres members of the honorary 
surgical staffs will carry on the _ clinical 
routine of the place in the presence of such 
members of the Congress as are allotted to 
attend the particular clinic. The order, the very 
full order, of the day will take cognisance of the 
gynecological and special departments of the 
general hospitals, as well as of the wards of the 
hospitals founded for special purposes; and on 
certain days throughout the working week in ques- 
tion demonstrations have also been arranged in the 
various museums and laboratories of the institu- 
tions. The intention is not at all to provide a 
serial show of operative exploits, but rather to 
supply visible evidence of the way disease is con- 
trolled by surgical therapy in its numerous develop- 
ments. This should be mentioned, as the process 
of operating in front of a critical though friendly 
group of professional brethren is not entirely 
acceptable to all English surgeons. But opinion 
is far moré reconciled to the procedure than it was 
some years ago, and the leading London surgeons 
are now regularly meeting with this very object. 
It is recognised that a surgeon at a general 
hospital always performs a certain number of his 
operations in front of his own brethren on the 
staff, and that the presence of other surgeons has a 
distinct educational value. It is useful to the 
staffs of great hospitals, if only because it may stop 
a tendency to fall into some routine method of 
coping with particular conditions; it is useful to 
the staffs of smaller or special hospitals, because it 
provides a body of critics and standards of com- 
parison that otherwise would be wanting. The 
practical side of the work of the Congress will be 
furnished by clinics at the principal metropolitan 
hospitals; its academic side is indicated by 
the programme of evening sessions which we are

able to give in full in this issue. Every eVening 
in the week there will be a discussion on 
some general surgical topic, and on four even- 
ings in the week there will be simultaneously 
a discussion arising directly out of some variety 
of surgical specialism. The men to open these 
discussions have been carefully selected, and the 
time at their disposal will be so brief that there 
will be entailed upon the chairmen of the meetings 
considerable responsibility. We could, indeed, have 
wished that fewer subjects had been put down for 
treatment and more time allowed for discussion; 
but if the rules of debate are observed and the 
time limits enforced, advantage to learning may 
accrue from the multiplicity of topics discussed. 
No doubt the point was thought of when the 
programme was arranged. 
It goes without saying that not much provision 
is made for entertainments during so strenuous 
a week, a week in which the time table is 
made up from breakfast time until midnight 
nearly every day. We find this attention to 
business a satisfactory feature of the Congress. 
Some may object here that such a thing could be 
more gracefully said by a newspaper which is not 
dated from the city where the Congress is actually 
to be held, but we are sure that we shall not be 
misunderstood as meaning that English hosts 
will be relieved to find that they are not expected to 
entertain the American and other guests. We are 
perfectly certain that there will be a great deal of 
informal hospitality extended to members of the 
Congress, but the point is that in this purely 
scientific gathering time will not be wasted in 
attempts to stop scientific business by combining it 
with some crowded substitute for pleasure. The 
picnic side of scientific congresses has been de- 
cidedly overdone, and the official circular of the 
Clinical Congress of Surgeons of North America 
has laid down a sound policy in deciding to dis- 
courage large entertainments of a social nature. 
The Congress is to be held this year, as presumably 
it must always be held, in a city where there are 
many things to see, and the members will see 
them far better if they go to them on their own 
selection and at the time that it suits them, than 
they could ever hope to see them as a back- 
ground to a thronged reception. The social side 
distinctly appertains to the organisation of an 
International Congress of Medicine, and no less to 
the annual meetings of such a body as the British 
Medical Association; but the plan upon which the 
Clinical Congress of Surgeons of North America is 
based rightly leaves the occurrence of hospitality 
to individual circumstances. We feel constrained 
here to voice the general regret that the Clinical 
Congress of Surgeons of North America should 
clash with the annual meeting of the British 
Medical Association, an accident of which the 
visitors must be held guiltless, as the change 
of dates, to which it is due, was made (for 
paramount reasons, we understand) by the 


Police-Women, 

Two articles published in the current number of 
The Nineteenth Century and After paved the way 
to a public meeting at which a resolution was 
carried urging the appointment of women police 
constables with powers equal to those of men 
constables in all county boroughs and in the metro. 
politan boroughs of the County of London. The 
meeting was organised by a committee of persons 
interested especially in the amendment of the 
criminal law in regard to sexual crimes, a matter 
of the first importance which, for reasons of 
humanity as well as for those of law and order, 
never fails to attract wide attention. The news. 
papers have published many letters on the subject, 
which is generally seen to be ripe for serious 
consideration, and which has obvious medical bear- 
ings of an interesting sort. 

The duties proposed by the speakers at the meet- 
ing as appropriate to police-women included the 
following :—Supervision in parks and open spaces, 
presence at railway stations, answering inquiries 
in the streets, taking depositions of women and 
children, investigating cases of alleged assault upon 
women and girls, visiting places of amusement and 
refreshment, and inspection of women’s lodging- 
houses. To them there may be added some at 
least of the functions described in The Nine- 
teenth Century and After as being performed 
by women police in Germany and America, 
many of which are not duties at present per- 
formed by male police in the British Islands, 
the suggestion appearing to be that it would 
be well if corresponding duties could be im- 
posed on the police here, with the proviso that 
women, being added to the constabulary,. should 
have the task of carrying them out. These duties 
include in different States in America the helping 
of women in cases of desertion by husbands, 
investigating newspaper advertisements in refer- 
ence to women, enforcing a curfew law which 
clears the streets of young people by a certain 
hour, and general supervision of amusements 
for children. Thus the duties to be assigned to 
the proposed female force divide themselves into 
two classes, the first consisting of duties already per- 
formed by our policemen, which, it is argued, women 
would carry out better, and the second of duties 
which do not at present form part of our police- 
men’s work, or only in the most indirect manner. 
The supervision of parks, of railway stations, and 
of places of amusement or refreshment, as con- 
templated by the advocates of the establishment 
of police-women, proceeds from a desire to 
keep women, especially young and defenceless 
women, out of the temptation to lapse into 
prostitution. The work for the police-woman, so 


defined, would differ considerably in its scope from 
that which is assigned to her in connexion with 
prostitution in continental countries where State 
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regulation of vice is in force. In fact, it may fairly 
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be said that the duties suggested for the police- 
woman have as their object to a large extent the 
prevention of immorality rather than those punitive 
measures against the vicious who infringe the law, 
to which the action of the male police officer is 
limited. In this respect the movement in favour 
of appointing women as constables must be 
regarded as one for organising a certain class of 
missionary or social effort under the ewgis of the 
iocal authority and under the control of the local 
police, instead of leaving it as heretofore to private 
religious and benevolent agencies. The object is a 
thoroughly worthy one, and the police-women would 
be useful agents in the interests of public morality, 
and incidentally in the interests of the public 
health; but it must be made clear that the 
proposal to establish police-women is a movement 
to impose new duties upon the police to be 
performed by women rather than to supplement 
male efficiency in the carrying out of existing 
functions. 

We are sure that all who advocate this inno- 
vation will see the necessity of perfect codperation 
between the male and female members of a com- 
posite force, for, if the scheme came into actual 
working, situations would inevitably arise where 
duties that appeared particularly suitable for the 
one would have to be discharged by the other. 
If such obvious considerations as this are duly re- 
garded the moment is not unfavourable for the 
carrying out of experiments in the direction 
indicated. Education and civilisation have pro- 
vided as material a population which, if not 
intrinsically more moral than that of a generation 
ago, is at any rate quieter, better behaved, and less 
likely to resent with violence restraint upon its 
liberty to be vicious. The supervision of our streets 
and places of amusement with a view to checking 
prostitution, at any rate so far as London is con- 
cerned, will hardly present such a problem to-day 
as would have “been the case 25 years ago, but at 
the same time we are not sorry to see that 
the experiment under discussion is likely to be 
tried elsewhere, and not in London, as a beginning. 
In the vast population of London failure might 
result owing to the mere magnitude of the scale 
necessary for the carrying of the scheme to success. 
We are, however, very far from suggesting that 
in the great cities of the north such success will be 
easy of attainment. We would rather say that it 
will be less difficult there to obtain indications as to 
whether police-women have a future before them 
in this country. In Germany they were introduced 
1l years ago and are said to have been welcomed 
wherever they have exercised their authority. In 
Germany, however, the police have to deal with a 
people inured to an interference with their personal 
actions which would considerably surprise a large 
section of the population of our cities and towns. 
We recently’ alluded to a case in which a mob of 
200 colliers’ wives assaulted a nurse sent to bring a 
school-girl from her home to a school clinic in 
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order to have her head cleansed from vermin. 
Officials of the Local Government Board have had 
similar difficulties arising out of the notification of 
diseases or the disinfection of premises, showing 
that our men and women, though on the whole law- 
abiding, may on many occasions greatly resent what 
they consider infringement of their private rights. 
The police-woman, if she materialises, will find the 
absolute necessity of male codperation. 

In America the introduction of police-women 
upon a small and experimental scale may well have 
been welcomed as an alternative to male police, 
who, not only in New York, have by no means 
endeared themselves to the community. Through- 
out the kingdom our police are on the whole 
popular, and live up to a well-earned character for 
kindliness and honesty which the presence of black 
sheep among them does not impair. Consequently 
there is less likelihood in this country than in 
America of women police being regarded as an im- 
provement upon men by those who employ them and 
by the classes to control whom they are employed. 
Any experiments which may be initiated in these 
islands in the direction of adding women to the 
police force of boroughs and large towns must be 
regarded as a new thing tried in new circum- 
stances, and not as the adoption of a system the 
success of which has been assured by successful 
experiments abroad. One result, to be gained only 
by experience, will be the ascertaining whether we 
have here any supply of women available, capable 
of exercising with success the powers and 
functions which sanguine advocates of the 
scheme would assign to them. Another will 
be the answer to the question whether there 
will be that general public acceptance of 
women in a new capacity which will be necessary 
in order to render their introduction effective for 
good. The experiment, however, is one worth 
trying, as if it succeeds it should tend in an 
important degree to assist in the effort now being 
made to check crime and vice at the outset by 
getting at and helping the young when they are 
taking their first steps on the downward grade. 
The time seems still to be far distant when parental 
discipline and training, supplemented by school 
education, will render crime and immorality in 
those at the threshold of citizenship easy problems 
for the State and its agents to handle. 
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Deficiencies in the Insurance Drug 
Funds. 


Ir has been known for some months that in 
various areas the amount of money available for 
the payment of the accounts of panel chemists for 
the first year’s service under the National Insurance 
Act would be insufficient, but it is only recently 
that the real extent of the deficiency has been ascer- 
tained, and it has been found to be more serious 
than had been suspected. In England and Wales 
out of 139 insurance districts there are 30 in which 
the drug funds are insufficient to pay the chemists 
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in full, In some instances the amount of the 
deficiency is small, but in others it is substantial. 
In Scotland, on the other hand, there are only two 
areas in which the money available is insufficient, 
and in both cases the amount of the deficit is 
inconsiderable. This state of affairs is sufficiently 
alarming, but the outlook is still more unpromising, 
for from many districts all over the country the 
figures for the first quarter of the second year show 
that the drain on the drug funds is becoming 
heavier, and it seems most probable that at the 
end of the present year the number of deficiency 
areas will be larger and the amount of the 
deficits greater. In some cases the chemists’ 
accounts for the first quarter are probably equiva- 
lent to ninepence per insured person, or three 
shillings a year—that is to say. 33} per cent. more 
than the amount available after the “ floating 
sixpence” has been absorbed. It is obvious, in 
fact, that unless the demand on the drug fund is 
very substantially smaller during the other three 
quarters the deficiencies will be very serious 
indeed. Even in Scotland large deficits are 
threatened, for the accounts for the first three 
months of the present year showed an increase on 
those of the corresponding quarter of last year of 
50 per cent., and as the Scottish Commissioners 
have pointed out, this fact indicates need for great 
care if exhaustion of the drug fund and discounting 
of accounts is to be avoided. 

The chemists will not continue to supply drugs 
and perform services indefinitely on the uncertain 
terms which prevail at present. The twofold ques- 
tion therefore arises whether the deficiencies are 
unavoidable, and if so, how is the extra money to be 
found. Im various districts it has been alleged 
that panel doctors have prescribed too generously, 
but charges of this kind are easier to make than to 
substantiate, and although instances have occurred 
which indicate the need for eareful scrutiny of 
suspected prescriptions, it is hardly conceivable 
that these instances are sufficiently numerous to 
account for the absorption of large sums of money. 
Machinery is furnished by the Medical Benefit 
Regulations for the detection of what is called the 
“excessive ordering of drugs”; this is being set in 
motion in most of the districts in which “ excessive 
prescribing” is suspected to be practised, and it must 
be left with the various panel and pharmaceutical 
committees concerned to sift carefully the evidence 
brought forward, and if necessary to recommend 
the Insurance Committee to enforce the Regula- 
tion which provides that, if the committee is of 
opinion that ‘an excessive demand upon the drug 
fund has arisen owing to orders given by a prac- 
titioner which are extravagant either in character 
or quantity,” the committee may “ make such deduc- 
tion from the amount payable to the practitioner 
as they think fit.” The Pharmaceutical Society, 
which is naturally interesting itself in this matter, 
recently convened a conference between representa- 
tives of insurance, panel, and pharmaceutical com- 


the position resulting from the deficit in the drug 
funds; after a lengthy discussion it was decided io 
form a committee consisting of six medical prac. 
titioners, six chemists, and six representatives of 
Insurance Committees to consider a scheme 
suggested by the society for dealing with this 
question of over-prescribing. The Pharmaceutical 
Society’s proposal was that a central bureau should 
be established where the prescriptions of individual 
panel doctors would be classified and comparisons 
made with those of other panel doctors in the same 
district, the object being to ascertain whether. 
and if so to what extent, the deficiency is really 
due to over-prescribing. ‘The committee considered 
the proposal from all points of view, but decided 
not to proceed further with it but to leave it 
with each Insurance Committee to make its own 
arrangements. In view of the delicacy with which 
procedure might have to be taken we think the 
course taken showed a wise discretion—no general 
rules would meet all cases. 

Insurance Committees, not only in Lancashire 
but in other places, have now made arrange- 
ments for some scrutiny of prescriptions, but it is 
hardly conceivable that it will be found that the 
deficiencies are to any material extent unavoidable 
so long as the amounts of the drug funds are 
governed by the present system. There has 
certainly been a larger demand for drugs in those 
areas in which the proportion of women workers 
is high, and it is possible that a thorough inquiry 
would show that there has been excessive siekness 
in some of the districts where the drain on the 
drug funds has been unusually heavy. For 
excessive sickness provision is made, but where the 
deficits are not caused either by so-called over- 
prescribing or by excessive sickness it is clearly 
the duty of the authorities to devise some means 
of finding the necessary money to pay the full 
amounts of the chemists’ accounts.

A SIMPLE TREATMENT OF FRACTURE OF THE 
CLAVICLE. 


UNDER the title, “Cure of Fracture of the 
Clavicle in Ten Days,’ Dr. Couteaud described, at 
a meeting of the Académie de Médecine on May 5th, 
a simplified form of a method devised by him 
about ten years ago. As the method is very simple 
and the results seem to be excellent it deserves to 
be known in this country. The patient is kept in 
bed with the arm so placed as to produce con- 
tinuous extension of the fragments. There are 
two successive positions. In the first the arm 
hangs out of bed with the shoulder out of the 
perpendicular. At first Dr. Couteaud recommended 
that this position (the position of reduction) should 
be maintained for some days, but he found that the 
time could be reduced to an hour or an hour and 
ahalf. This is a great advantage, as the position 
is uncomfortable. In the second position the arm, 
flexed to a right angle, rests on a stool below the 
level of the bed. At first Dr. Couteaud maintained 
this position for two weeks, but he has now 
reduced it to eight or ten days. In fractures treated 
by this method the coaptation is perfect, and on the 
third day the site may not be discoverable. The 
callus is never exuberant and the clavicle recovers 
its form. Both clavicles become equal again, and 
it has even been asserted that the fractured one 
increases in length by a centimetre. Even when the 





treatment has not been adopted until some time 
after the fracture—sometimes as much as two 
weeks—the results are good. Dr. Couteaud forbids 
massage, as it injures the callus, but after con- 
solidation he allows massage of the soft parts and 
of the shoulder.

“Not so much a name as a ‘nominis umbra,’ 
Roger Bacon has had long to wait for the recog- 
nition due to him from posterity.” Thus writes 
a frequent correspondent who has found our brief 
allusion to Bacon’s Seventh Centenary inadequate 
to the occasion, We publish his supplementary 
remarks with pleasure. “Only of late years, in 
the later decades of last century, has Bacon’s work, 
or rather his influence, in speculation and research 
received adequate appreciation from his country- 
men. Indeed, such appreciation as had up to 
then been vouchsafed him came chiefly from 
abroad—from the great Humboldt and the ail. 
accomplished Emile Charles, whose admiration 
Was so pronounced as to evoke a sympathetic 
response from English savants and thinkers such 
as the able ‘Positivist’ critic, Dr. J. H. Bridges, 
followed by such scholars as Dr. Rashdall and Mr. 
A. G. Little, and worthily supplemented by the 
masterly ‘monograph in miniature’ of the Public 
Orator of Cambridge University, Sir J. E. Sandys. 
Thanks to these commentators and apologists, the 
English-speaking world, academic and non-academic, 
was in full sympathy with the University of Oxford 
when on June 10th it celebrated the seventh 
centenary of her illustrious, if long-neglected, son, 
and when, through the spokesmen of the occasion, 
Sir Archibald Geikie and Lord Curzon, his 
statue was unveiled in the University museum 
with every accompaniment of well-inspired homage 
and classic eloquence.” Our correspondent goes on 
to draw the following apt comparison between Roger 
and Francis. “It is a noteworthy coincidence,” he 
says, “that the two great English seats of learning 
should have produced two pioneers in speculation 
and research, not only bearing the same patronymic, 
but inspired by the same innovating genius, 
animated by the same instinct of revolt against 
scholastic tradition, and finding in nature-study, 
pursued for its own sake, the master-key to 
the interpretation of the Cosmos. Roger Bacon, 
of Oxford, was the legitimate progenitor of 
Francis Bacon, of Cambridge, and if the 
author of the ‘Novum Organum’ and the ‘De 
Augmentis’ was but partially aware of it, he 
was nevertheless a genuine product or develop- 
ment of his thirteenth century namesake—the 
scholar, the investigator, and the idealist, whose 
life and work had prepared the field for him, clear- 
ing it of the overgrowth of Aristotelian authority, 
and creating an atmosphere in which alone the scien- 
tific spirit could breathe and energise. If Roger 
Bacon, master as he was of the ‘omne scibile’ as 
then understood, chafed against its limitations and 
strove to surmount them, he did so in response 
to a stimulus that survived him as a progressive 
force—a bequest in inspiration and in method of 
which, centuries later, Francis Bacon was the 
legitimate heir and beneficiary. Another proof of 
the consanguinity, intellectual*and moral, of the 
two masters reveals itself in their attitude 
to religion, in their belief that there is no 
antagonism between nature-study and the wor- 
ship of the Divine. ‘I would rather, says 
Francis Bacon, ‘believe all the fables in the 
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Talmud than that this mighty frame was with- 
out a mind’—a confession of faith which 
is but an echo of what Roger Bacon not only 
asserted but made a guiding motive of life. In 
his Opus Majus we have conspicuous evidence of 
his belief in the harmony between science and 
religion, written as it was to persuade the reigning 
Pontiff that neither cause had anything to fear 
from the other—that both, in fact, had the 
supremest of interest in common. True, that 
treatise was addressed to a world still in the 
leading-strings of Aristotelian tradition, jealous of 
all innovation, prompt to resent all apparent ques- 
tion of the Stagirite, whom even Dante revered as— 
‘Tl gran Maestro di color chi sanno.’ 


All the greater honour, therefore, to the earlier 
pioneer who had to confront such barriers to free 
thought and free investigation, nay, who had (what 
his namesake never had) to suffer the pains and 
penalties inflicted as the contravener of current 
doctrine. His task,indeed, was an infinitely less easy 
one than that of Aquinas or Albertus Magnus, who 
had the Church behind them as a sustaining and 
encouraging force. But the success of his mission 
is, pro tanto, more honourable than theirs, and 
achieved as it has been amid antagonism from 
the contemporary world, it has had its recog- 
nition and its reward from a posterity endowed 
with the latest developments of learning.” 





PATHS OF BACTERIAL INFECTION, 


By means of inoculating into various parts 
of the body virulent cultures of bacteria into 
animals, and subsequently examining the blood 
and tissues for their presence, Dr. F. -H. 
Thiele and Dr. Dennis Embleton have been 
able to elicit some interesting and practical 
information. Details of their experiments are to 
be found in the Proceedings of the Royal Society 
of Medicine (Pathological Section), 1914.1 The 
animals used were rabbits, guinea-pigs, and cats. 
In some of the experiments the animals, after par- 
ticular inoculations, were killed or examined at 
definite intervals. When a subcutaneous injection 
of the bacillus mycoides was made it was found 
that (a) the spread is by way of the lymphatics; 
(b) the glands act for a time as filters and barriers 
to further spread ; and (c) if the dose is large the 
bacteria spread upwards, reach the receptaculum 
chyli, and pass by way of the thoracic duct into the 
blood, and can be demonstrated in the organs. It 
is curious to note, however, that even if the 
organisms are present both in blood and tissues 
they do not appear in the serous cavities or joints. 
It was shown that bacteria can gain entrance into 
the body through the uninjured mucous membrane 
of the glans penis when the culture is dabbed 
on this part. From the anterior urethra infec- 
tion is more rapid. Of particular practical im- 
portance are the results observed following 
alimentary infection. This was examined in 
three ways. 1. Direct swabbing of the tonsillar 
region. This showed that organisms do not 
pass readily through the tonsils anywhere into the 
lymphatic system. 2. Direct inoculation into the 
duodenum. Cats were used here. General or 
local infection rarely occurred. Organisms, there- 
fore, do not readily pass through the mucous mem- 
brane of the intestine. 3. Feeding experiments. 
Guinea-pigs were given mixtures of cultures with

oats, or emulsions of China ink with vegetable oi] 
were given by the cesophageal tube. It was found 
that alimentary infection can occur through the 
buccal mucous membrane without any trace of 
lesion at the point of entry. Dissemination can 
follow spread from the submaxillary, pharyngeal, 
and cervical glands. In some animals bacteria can 
pass through the mucous membrane of the stomach 
and intestines, pass into the chyle, and reach the 
blood stream. .In this process the mesenteric 
glands do not act as efficient filters. To produce 
such effects, however, huge quantities of bacteria 
have to be given, and coarse food, which injures the 
mucous membrane, facilitates infection. _ These 
observations suggest one important thing. Bacteria 
can pass through the buccal mucous membrane: 
if tubercle bacilli be the infective bacteria cervical 
gland infection, pulmonary infection, or some other 
form of tuberculosis may easily occur. But as 
the lungs are not efficient filters, for organisms 
may be found to pass into the systemic circulation 
from the right side of the heart, pulmonary infec- 
tion is not an invariable sequel. There is 
little support for Calmette’s theory that pulmonary 
tuberculosis in adults is invariably secondary to 
intestinal entry. Other observations were made 
also upon paths of infection from serous cavities 
and also from the cerebro-spinal fluid. The 
value of these experiments may be considerable. 





SEVENTEENTH INTERNATIONAL CONGRESS OF 
MEDICINE. 


THE organising committee of the Seventeenth 
International Medical Congress have already 
received congratulations on the success that 
attended their efforts to make the seventeenth 
the most successful of all the International Medical 
Congresses. The warmest thanks of the pro- 
fession are due to them for their exertions, 
which began a long time before the Congress 
and are only now closing. On July 7th the final 
meeting of the committee will be held, when the 
report of the finance committee will be presented. 
Besides the subscriptions from 1613 members 
of the profession .contributions were made by 
the Royal College of Physicians of London, the 
Society of Apothecaries of London, the Royal 
College of Physicians of Edinburgh, the Royal 
College of Surgeons of Edinburgh, the Proprietors 
of THE LANCET, the Worshipful Companies of 
Merchant Taylors, Goldsmiths, Clothworkers, and 
Salters, also by Lady MacCormac and Lady Butlin. 
The total sum of £5418 5s. 7d. received from these 
sources was further augmented by £2834 4s. 4d., the 
profit derived from the Congress Exhibition, and a 
sum of £195 3s. 1ld. accruing from various sources, 
such as the sale of materials temporarily employed 
in the organisation of the central office and 
museum, and the interest on money placed upon 
deposit with the bankers. To the above sums 
remains to be added £6494 lls. 9d. received 
in membership fees. Thus in all a grand 
total of £14,942 5s. 7d. was obtained. An esti- 
mate of probable receipts and expenditure sub- 
mitted by the honorary treasurers to the finance 
committee at an early date proved practically 
accurate as far as the expenses of organisation and 
the various sources of income are concerned. The 
estimate assumed further that, as on previous 
occasions, the sum received by payment of fees by 
members would suffice to meet the expenses of 
printing, publishing, and distributing the volumes 
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of the Transactions of the Congress, but when the 
original papers and the discussions thereon came 
into the hands of the editors it appeared obvious 
that the balance to the credit of the honorary 
treasurers would prove insufficient in consequence 
not only of the great mass of material to be 
printed, but also of the heavy/cost entailed by the 
distribution of the volumes to members, so large a 
proportion of whom reside either on the continent, 
in America, or in the Dominions beyond the 
Seas. An appeal to the officers of each section 
and subsection to raise an additional sum pro- 
portionate to the size of the section or sub- 
section concerned produced the sum of £646 Os. 6d. 
Editorial curtailment of some of the papers and 
discussions, and: the unexpected receipt of a sum 
of £347 Os. 7d. by sales of the Transactions, how- 
ever, resulted ina balance of £337 19s. 8d. at the 
bank, and a credit balance with the publishers of 
£59 2s.4d. This balance has been returned to the 
respective donors in proportion to the amount sub- 
scribed. The finance committee draws special 
attention to the remarkable promptitude and 
success with which this great undertaking has been 
carried out by the editorial secretaries of sections 
and the editorial committee, and also to the ex- 
cellence with which the volumes, which extend 
to 12,498 pages, and are printed in three 
languages, have been produced, in a space of 
little more than six months, by the Oxford Press. 
Now that all expenditure has been met a certain 
sum lies in the hands of the treasurers, which may 
still be slightly augmented by the sale of further 
copies of the Transactions, and it is recommended 
that it be left to the officers of the Congress to 
decide how the eventual balance from the general 
funds shall be disposed of. It is further recom- 
mended that the Royal Society of Medicine be asked 
to deposit the minute books and other records of 
the Congress in their library. At the final meeting 
of the organising committee on Tuesday, July 7th, 
the members of a National Committee of Great 
Britain and Ireland for the puroses of the Inter- 
national Congresses of Medicine will be nominated. 
The President of the Royal College of Physicians 
of London has issued invitations to a conversa- 
zione at the College in the evening at 9 P.M., 
which will close the official existence of the 
organising committee. 





GRADUAL EVACUATION OF ASCITIC FLUID 
THROUGH A SLENDER CANNULA. 


A FEW surgeons have from time to time recom- 
mended the use of a cannula of very small bore for 
the evacuation of ascitic fluid, one of the most 
recent advocates of this method being Staff-Surgeon 
Dr. Buth, of Berlin. He employs what he calls a 
capillary trocar fitting into a cannula 8 cm. long 
and 14 mm. in external diameter, with a bore 
of 14 mm., or about one-twentieth of an inch, and 
several small lateral perforations near the end 
which enters the peritoneum. The other end is 
provided with an olivary enlargement for the 
attachment of an indiarubber tube which conveys 
the escaping fluid to a suitable receptacle. In his 
account of the operation, published a short time 
ago in the Deutsche Medizinische Wochenschrift, 
he recommends that the patient should sit on a 
chair or bed and that the skin at the site of the 
puncture in the middle line near the symphysis 
pubis should be sterilised with iodine and anzs- 
thetised. The sharp point is thrust quickly through 
the skin and then slowly in a downward direction 





through the abdominal wall. The fluid must 
not contain fibrinous exudation, and it comes 
away rather slowly—from 1 litre to 1} litres in 
an hour. A statement in tabular form shows that 
among Dr. Buth’s cases the most rapid evacuation 
was 54 litres in three hours, while the slowest 
was 5} litres in five hours. He considers that a 
puncture with this instrument is less trying for 
the patient than the use of the ordinary large 
trocar; that on account of the slow evacuation 
there is no danger of collapse; and that there is no 
risk of wounding the epigastric artery, because 
repeated punctures may be made within a space 
the size of a shilling; the punctures have never 
been found to become unhealthy. The instrument 
used by Dr. Buth was supplied by Herr Berkholz, 
70, Képenicker Strasse, Berlin. 





ARTIFICIAL TEETH FOR THE POOR. 


THE amount of misery and ill-health due to the 
lack of means to obtain artificial teeth is incalcu- 
lable—among the poor of London alone it must 
be enormous. Hitherto little has been done to 
remedy matters except through individual effort 
in those special cases which for some reason or 
another attract the notice of the charitable. We 
now learn that an attempt is being made to attack 
the problem in an organised fashion and on a large 
scale. In January last Mr. Edwin Tate generously 
offered a sum of £5000 to the authorities of St. Bar- 
tholomew’s Hospital to start a fund for assisting 
necessitous persons, being patients of thatinstitution, 
to obtain artificial teeth. A scheme has now been 
prepared by the hospital and approved by Mr. Tate, 
and all the preliminaries are completed and the 
trust deed is ready for sealing. It is not neces- 
sary for us to dwell upon the benefit which such a 
fund, wisely administered, will confer upon those 
who need the help which it is designed to give; but 
the fact should be stated that further contributions 
are desired in order to extend and consolidate the 
work. It is fitting that the oldest hospital in 
London should show the way in this matter, and 
we hope that other institutions throughout the 
country will find the means to follow so useful 
and beneficent a lead. 





SIMULTANEOUS DISLOCATION OF BOTH 
SHOULDER-JOINTS. 


In the South African Medical Record of May 23rd 
Dr. J. L. Levin has described a curious accident 
—simultaneous dislocation of both shoulder-joints. 
He received an urgent message from a farm that a 
woman was in great pain, the cause of which could 
not be ascertained. On arrival he found a woman, 
aged 24 years, weeping copiously and half kneeling, 
half sitting on her bed, leaning forward resting on 
pillows, each arm slightly abducted with the elbows 
flexed to a right angle, and one forearm supporting 
the other. The history was that after retiring to 
bed and while talking to her husband she suddenly 
threw her arms about wildly and became uncon- 
scious for about a minute. When she recovered 
she complained of agonising pain round her 
shoulders. On examination both shoulders corre- 
sponded exactly, which somewhat obscured the 
diagnosis. Any attempt to place either hand on the 
opposite shoulder while the arm was pressed against 
the chest caused excruciating pain. Both shoulders 
appeared to be slightly flattened and the acromion 
processes projected slightly. The significance of 
this fact did not strike Dr. Levin until he was 
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, 
told by the woman’s. husband that the left 
arm had been dislocated seven times previously. 
On palpation both glenoid cavities were found 
empty and in each axilla the head of the humerus 
could be felt. Having no anesthetic manipulation 
was employed. The left arm was hyper-abducted 
and at the same time the head of the humerus was 
pressed upwards and the familiar click was heard. 
The right shoulder was reduced by Kocher’s 
method. The unlikelihood of a woman lying in 
bed dislocating both shoulders caused difficulty in 
diagnosis. Subsequent inquiry elicited the fact 
that before marriage she had suffered from epilepsy, 
although for the last year sie had not had a fit. 
Miles and Thomson in their ‘‘ Manual of Surgery” 
state that recurrent dislocation of the shoulder: is 
met with in epileptics. Evidently the patient had 
an epileptic fit, during which the left shoulder 
could easily be dislocated, but, as Dr. Levin says, 
the ease with which the right was dislocated remains 
unexplained. Presumably the anatomical conforma- 
tion was favourable to dislocation in both joints. 





THE ETIOLOGY OF MUMPS. 


THE Local Government Board has issued a report‘ 
iby Dr. M. H. Gordon on an experimental investiga- 
tion in relation to epidemic parotitis, containing 
first a general description of the clinical pathology 
of the disease, the histological changes in the 
parotid gland, and the results of experiments on 
monkeys with the saliva of cases of mumps; and 
secondly an account of investigations inte the cause 


-of several cases of rapidly fatal illness in children 


admitted to St. Bartholomew’s Hospital which were 
suspected to be due to a virus similar to that of 
mumps. As is generally known, ordinary bacterio- 
logical methods have failed to reveal the micro- 
organism of mumps. Recent observations by 
Nicolle and Conseille have shown that the serous 
exudate of the parotid gland durmg mumps can 
produce, after a prolonged incubation period com- 
parable to that of mumps in man, a transient 
febrile illness with little or ne paretid swelling 
which confers immunity against a subsequent 
infection. Dr. Gordon has experimented on 
monkeys with the saliva of patients suffering 
from mumps after it has been filtered through 
a Berkefeld filter. The cynemelgus monkey 
was found to be more susceptible to intra- 
cerebral injection of the virus than the rhesus 
monkey, and the result of the injections, when 
positive, was the production of symptoms of 
meningeal irritation, accompanied by a series of 
changes in the central nerveus system which Dr. 
‘Gordon describes. In one menkey acute interstitial 
parotitis developed. The experiments, as Dr. 
‘Gordon. points out, need to be confirmed and 
extended, but peint to the conclusion that in a 
proportion of cases of mumps a virus occurs in the 
saliva which can pass through a Berkefeld filter, 
and produce a lymphocytic meningitis on intra- 
cerebral injectien into the monkey, and that if the 
animal lives long enough interstitial parotitis may 
supervene. The investigation affords evidence that 
mumps is due to an ultramicroscopic virus com- 
parable te that of poliomyelitis. Its virulence 
appears te be destroyed at 55°C. Dr. Gordon points 
out that his results afford some explanation of 
the nervous symptoms which for a long time past 
have been observed clinically in exceptional cases

of mumps. These symptoms are sometimes severe, 
but usually end in recovery, only 12 cases having 
been collected in which the result was fatal. The 
second part of the report will be studied with 
interest for its description of a series of rapidly 
fatal cases of illness in children in which pyrexia, 
collapse, diarrhoea, and vomiting were associated 
with meningeal or cerebral irritation, and where 
post-mortem examination yielded only negative 
evidence as regards macroscopic lesions generally 
and the presence of any constant local or general 
bacterial infection. The microscopic examination 
of the salivary glands in certain instances suggested 
the possibility of the disease being due to the virus 
of mumps, notwithstanding the absence of glandular 
swelling; the results of experimental inoculation 
into monkeys of emulsions from the central nervous 
system and of the parotid glands were, however, 
mainly negative. 


PES CAVUS AS A SIGN OF NERVOUS DISEASE, 


THERE are certain Grenzgebiete in medicine where 
the exponents of different specialties meet on 
common ground. To take but one instance from 
many that occur to the mind, the orthopedist and 
the neurologist are both concerned with the subject 
of deformities. The former, perhaps, is interested 
rather in the deformity gud deformity, whereas the 
neurologist sees in it the expression of a central 
defect. To put the matter in this somewhat 
arbitrary way, however, is a little unfair to both, 
for the latter is not a mere diagnostician, while 
the orthopedist is alive to the importance of 
seeking the underlying cause. He has been 
criticised, it is true, for surgical interference in 
deformities which experience in nervous disease 
teaches are essentially progressive, but if he 
thereby can relieve, though it be for a time only, 
the disabilities under which the patient labours, 
that interference is surely justifiable. The ortho- 
peedist is not fully equipped unless he either has a 
working acquaintance with the principles of neuro- 
logical diagnosis, or is able to call on the aid of a 
neurological colleague. A patient has an obvious 
pes cavus: odd as it might for the moment 
appear to the unitiated, one of the next 
questions that should present itself to the mind 
is, Has he also nystagmus? In fact, pes 
cavus is one of the symptoms above referred to 
which are commonplaces both of neurological and 
orthopedic practice, and for the patient's sake 
systematic investigation of the whole nervous 
system in such cases is indispensable. In vol. xlix. 
of the St. Bartholomew's Hospital Reports Dr. 
Garnet W. Twigg has collected some 22 cases of 
bilateral deformity of this nature from the ortho- 
peedic department of the hospital, and has written 
interesting descriptions and comments which show 
the multiformity of the pathogenic factors in such 
cases. That form of amyotrophy known as the 
peroneal form of muscular atrophy and named 
after its original describers the Charcot-Marie- 
Tooth variety is undoubtedly one of the common 
conditions in which pes cavus is met with. The 
diagnosis is easy if the hands also are involved 
and if a familial element is discovered, but early 
cases may be difficult of detection. In several 
cases placed in this category by Dr. Twigg he 
mentions the occurrence of an extensor plantar 
response, or Babinski’s sign; this is not, however, 
by any means usually seen, and is not characteristic 
of typical peroneal muscular atrophy. In that 
disease the lateral columns of the spinal cord 
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are intact; but im not a few cases there are 
changes in the posterior columns, the exact import 
of which is not clear. Dp», Twigg does well to draw 
attention to the occasional difficulty of deciding in 
pes cavus cases what the actual toe movement is 
when the sole is stimulated. In leg cases of acute 
anterior poliomyelitis a form of pes cavus may: be 
a residual phenomenon; the history ef the case 
helps to a correct diagnosis as much as an 
objective examination. Among various instances 
of this condition quoted by Dr. Twigg one 
patient is said to have had an extensor response, 
and another ankle clonus; these, too, are rarities 
in true poliomyelitis, and indicate that the lateral 
columns must have suffered as well as the central 
grey matter, so that, strictly speaking, they are 
cases of focal myelitis, Unfortunately myelitis is 
a term whose inaccurate usage is a reproach to 
scientific neurology. There is a further large group 
of cases in which pes cavus is seen—viz., cases of 
Friedreich’s disease, of which Dr. Twigg supplies 
several illustrative instances. He also mentions 
the deformity as occurring in hysteria and in osteo- 
arthritis. He gives an extended list of other known 
causes of the condition, not all of which, however, 
he has had opportunity of verifying himself. In 
these are included the distal form of myopathy, 
amyotrophic lateral sclerosis, hemiplegia and para- 
plegia, and “an unknown form of muscular spasm.”’ 
There might be added to this list chronic hyper- 
trophic interstitial neuritis, described by Dejerine 
and Sottas, Brasch, and others, in which curious 
disease clubfoot of the pes cavus type is 
frequently seen. Syringomyelia, too, might have 
a place, and also peripheral neuritis, of which 
pes cayus, or a condition not unlike it, is a 
very occasional residual sign. Dr. Twigg discusses 
the mechanics of the deformity, and inclines 
to the view that it is due to the predominance 
in power of certain muscles over their anta- 
gonists, in almost every case the long extensors 
of the toes forming one of the groups. Im some 
cases the tibialis posticus and the peroneus longus 
are the other associated muscles; in others the 
tibialis anticus. In fact, pes cavus can be formed 
in a variety of ways; the action of the long flexor 
of the great toe and of the peroneal muscles cannot 
be ignored in this connexion. With Dr. Twigg’s 
conclusion that in all cases of pes cavus a full 
investigation should be made of the nervous system 
we are in cordial agreement. 





FILTER-PASSING SPIROCHATA. 


THE papers recently published in the Journal of 
Experimental Medicine by Wolbach and Binger ‘ on 
two new species of spirochet# are of interest, not 
only as affording proof that the free-living kinds can 
be successfully cultivated on artificial media, but 
also that they are capable of passing through the 
pores of a Berkefeld filter. The species most carefully 
studied by these observers was derived from pond 
water and passed through a Berkefeld “ V” filter. 
It is named by its discoverers “ spirocheta elusa.” 
Cultivation was effected on an infusion prepared 
by soaking 120 grammes of hay in a litre of water 
for ,half an hour, decanting, adding 1 per cent. of 
dextrose,and neutralising to phenol-phthalein. The 
fluid was then sterilised by passage through a 
Chamberland “F” filter. A suitable solid medium 
was obtained by mixing equal parts of this fluid 
and of 3 per cent. agar jelly. On this the organisms

developed: as. transparent droplets, and later’ 


assumed the form of circular discs with a slight 
central elevation. The colour of the colonies was 
greyish-white and the surface smooth, moist, and 
slightly iridescent. Stab cultures showed a slightly 
beaded line of growth along the needle track to a 
depth of 1 to 14 centimetres. The optimum tem- 
perature for growth was 30°C. These spirochete 
multiply by transverse division, the protoplasm con- 
densing at the central point anda flail-like joint 
resulting; the two daughter: organisms remain: 
attached for a time. Longitudinal division was. 
never observed. The body) is. round with taper 
ends. Bud-like lateral swellings were formed in 
old cultures and encysted’forms were also seen. 
The second form dealt with in these papers was 
named by the writers “spirochzta biflexa” owing 
to a peculiar curvature of its ends; it was not 
susceptible of artificial culture,.and its filtrable 
character was only shown in a single experiment. 
Trial with spirocheta duttoni by Todd and Wolbach 
showed that this organism could be forced through 
a Berkefeld filter by a pressure of over 50 pounds 
to the square inch, but did not pass at ordinary. 
atmospheric pressure. It does not appear from 


these experiments whether the spirochetw pass. 


through the filter in their ordinary shape or in the 
form of granules such as have been described in 
several species by different observers. The descrip- 
tion of the colonies formed in artificial media is 
more suggestive of a relationship to the bacteria. 
than to the protozoa. 


FLOATING KIDNEY. 


THE symptomatology that characterises a movable’ 


kidney is well known, but it occasionally happens 
that this affection gives rise to such unusual. 
symptoms that even a clever diagnostician may be 


deceived and his mind led to think of diseases- 


entirely different. It is a generally accepted fact. 
that persons suffering from renal ectopia complain: 


either of pain in the lumbar region, or disturbances: 


of digestion, or nervous troubles which are some- 
times erroneously attributed to neurasthenia or 
hysteria. Besides these principal symptoms there: 
are a quantity of secondary which are less frequently 
met with. Thus, biliary colic and jaundice may 
result from compression of the duodenum, while 
pressure on the abdominal veins has been con- 
sidered the cause of congested states of the appendix 
and pelvic organs. Ptyalism has been met with and 
thought to be due to irritation of the salivary 
glands through the sympathetic, sciatica and pain 
when lying on the sound side have been described, 
while polyuria, mucous colitis, and paralysis of the 
lower limbs add to the list of the varied symptom- 
atology accredited to a movable kidney. A further 
unusual and, it appears, hitherto unrecorded sym- 
ptom is described by Dr. Cesare Scandola.' A young 
woman who presented all the usual symptoms and 
physical signs of floating kidney on the right side 
complained also of continuous pain in the spine. 
Further investigation disclosed the fact that when. 
asked to pick up an object from the ground 
she was unable to do so without bending the 
leg on the thigh and the thigh on the abdomen 
of the left side and keeping the right leg ex- 
tended. An operation for nephropexy discovered the 
right kidney not much enlarged but surrounded 
by many adhesions. The author's explanation of

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the phenomenon is that the right kidney had, owing 
to its mobility, developed a condition of irritation 
which resulted in a slight paranephritis, as shown 
by the adhesions found at the operation. As the 
psoas muscle is inserted into the lateral aspect of 
the bodies of the twelfth dorsal and first four 
lumbar vertebre, the displaced kidney came to 
occupy a position on that muscle, which contracted 
when the patient flexed the thigh on the abdomen 
and caused pain. The existence of any spinal 
lesion was disproved by the fact that this unusual 
symptom disappeared after the operation. 





LATIN FOR MEDICAL STUDENTS. 


THE University of Sheffield has adopted new ordi- 
nances which render Latin no longer a compulsory 
subject for those seeking degrees in the faculty of 
medicine. A good many people doubtless find 
themselves in agreement with the Vice-Chancellor, 
who moved the adoption of the ordinances, but 
confessed to no great enthusiasm for the change; 
yet it is scarcely possible to resist this type 
of educational reform, at least outside the two 
venerable Universities of this country. The simple 
fact is that medicine is becoming so vast a 
subject, and the period of study necessary for 
obtaining a qualification is now so prolonged, 
that subjects not so directly helpful as others 
are being crowded out of the educational cur- 
riculum. There are, of course, plenty of men 
entering on medical study who have by the age of 
16 or 17 mastered a fair amount of Latin and 
French, some Greek and mathematics, and some 
elementary science. But most young men of this 
age find that they must either defer the beginning 
of medical study for two or three years, or else 
scamp some one or more of their school subjects. 
And if something has to be jettisoned it must be 
confessed that a modern language and mathematics 
are more valuable articles of mental cargo than that 
mere smattering of classical learning which is all 
that the matriculation examinations connote. But 
the student who has learned Latin will find his 
examinational career much easier. 





CHRONIC DEMENTIA FOLLOWING PTOMAINE 
POISONING. 


A CASE of considerable interest is reported at 
length in the Journal of the American Medical 
Association of May 30th by Dr. C. W. Burr. Its 
point lies in the possibilities suggested for food 
poisoning. A boy aged 14, whose family and pre- 
vious history gave no hint of any leaning towards 
mental disease, ate tinned salmon at school with 20 
other boys. All fell ill,and several died. Dr. Burr's 
patient survived, but was bedridden for some time. 
Fever persisted for several months, during which 
there was a transient hemiplegia with several 
general convulsions. His state was usually one of 
stupor, but this was periodically and suddenly 
interrupted by attacks of delirium lasting from 
two days to two weeks. During these attacks his 
talk was rambling, his power of attention almost 
gone, and his general behaviour restless, but not 
violent. He tcok food well, but his habits were 
unclean. His gait was very ataxic, but there was 
no sign of the hemiplegia which had attacked him 
earlier in his illness. The ataxia, which affected 
the arms as well as the legs, was cerebellar in type. 
From the time when he was first seen by Dr. Burr, 
18 months after the onset of the illness, his 





mental state improved gradually, memory and 
attention both returning towards normal. This 
improvement was, however, interrupted by various 
incidents, particularly by epileptiform convulsions 
of varying degree; some atrophy of the optic discs 
was also noted. When last seen he was better 
but still very weak minded; the ataxy persisted, 
and the knee-jerks were still very exaggerated. 
Dr. Burr thinks there is no doubt whatever 
that the salmon poisoning was responsible for 
what was evidently an organic lesion of 
the brain; syphilis and other possible causes 
could, he thinks, be positively excluded. From the 
psychical point of view one symptom is of peculiar 
interest—an absence of memory for places that was 
quite out of proportion to his other faults of 
memory, which Dr. Burr compares to amnesia for 
words. He has been unable to find any other case 
of the kind in the literature, though there is, of 
course, no reason why the cerebral cortex should 
not prove susceptible to ptomaines as it does to 
other poisons. Still, we cannot avoid a suspicion 
that there may have been a factor in the case 
which did not come to light.

GENERAL BOARD OF COMMISSIONERS EN 
LUNACY FOR SCOTLAND: FIFTY- 
SIXTH ANNUAL REPORT. 





THIS report presents points of unusual interest. It is the 
last report that will be issued under the old and familiar 
title, ‘‘General Board of Commissioners in Lunacy.” In 
consequence of the passing of the Mental ‘Deficiency and 
Awnacy (Scotland) Act, 1913, it is provided in'Section 19 of 
‘that Act that ‘‘the General Board of Commissioners in 
‘Lunacy for Scotland shall be reconstructed subject to the; 


provisions of this Act, and shall, as from the fifteenth day 


of May in the year nineteen hundred and fourteen, be 
designated the General Board of Control for Scotland, and 


‘the members shall be designated Commissioners of said 


‘Board.” Provision is also made for the appointment of a 
third paid Commissioner at any time after the passing of the 
‘Act, and Dr. John Carswell (Glasgow) has been appointed. 
It is also provided that in addition to the two Deputy 
Commissioners for whose appointment provision is made in 
the Lunacy Acts, the Secretary for ‘Scotland may, at any 
time after the passing of this Act, appoint not more than 
four duly qualified medical practitioners to be ‘Deputy Com- 
missioners of the Board, of whom at least one shall be a 
woman. Accordingly, Dr. J. P. Sturrock (Perth) and Dr. 
Kate Fraser (Glasgow) have been appointed to be additional 
Commissioners. 
Reviero of Lunacy Administration since 1857. 

The next point of special interest in the report is a 
review of lunacy administration since 1857, by Dr. John 
Macpherson. The main points in this review may: be briefly 
summarised. On April 9th, 1855, a Royal Commission was 
appointed to inquire into the condition of lunatic asylums in 
Scotland and the existing state of the law in reference to 
lunatics and lunatic asylums. The report of this Com- 
mission, after the examination of a large number of 
witnesses, as well as by the inspection of existing institu- 
tions for the care of the insane, was presented early in the 
year 1857. This report shows that the total number of the 
insane then in Scotland was 7403. Of these, 3328 were 
under the special protection of the existing law, and 4075 
were not under the cognisance or protection of the law. 
Of the latter 253 were in unlicensed poorhouses, 3798 in 
private houses, and 24 in unlicensed private asylums. One 
of the recommendations of the Commission was to the effect 
that the Crown appoint a Board invested with due authority, 
and to whom the general supervision of the insane in 


‘ Scotland shall be entrusted. Immediately following this 


report the Lunacy Act of 1857 was passed through both 
Houses of Parliament and received the Royal Assent. The 
first meeting of the new General ‘Board of Lunacy created 


» under that Act was he!d at Edinburgh on Nov. 4th, 1857. 


About the time of the passing of the Act of 1857 there were 








re _) 
nearly 4000: insane persons resident in private dwellings of 
the existence of whom the Board, after its institution, |\a 
obtained cognisance. With the exception of a few patients 
confined in private houses by order of the sheriff, upon 
two médical certificates, all the other patients in private 
dwellings throughout the country were, in the year 1857, 
under no official sanction or legal tion, and the only 
means of rendering their position legal was forthe Board to 
obtain from inspectors of poor a petition, statement, and one 
médical certificate upon which they granted dispensation 
from removal to an asylum. In the second report of the 
General Board we find that on Jan. Ist, 1859, there were 
7878 lunatics in Scotland of whom the Board had cognisance. 
Of these, 4014 were in establishments and 3764 were 
in private dwellings. Of the latter number, 1887 were 
private patients and 1877 were paupers. Gradually the Com. 
missioners weeded out the unsuitable patients in private 
dwellings by removing them to asylums and leaving 
a residuum of suitable patients in private dwellings, 
which residuum formed the nucleus of the existing 
‘*boarding-out ” system of Scotland. 


The Boarding Out of Insane Persons. 


In their first report the Commissioners contemplated the 
removal of, at any rate, the greater number of the insane 
from private dwellings to asylums, and in addition a 
scheme of cottage homes in the neighbourhood of each 
asylum for the residence of patients and under the 
supervision of the asylum authorities. In the twelfth 
report the views of the Board had materially altered 
with regard to the desirability of fostering the system of 
boarding out a section of the insane in private dwellings. 


} In the year 1862 an amending Lunacy Act was passed which 


gave power to the Board ‘‘ to grant special licences to occupiers 
of private houses for the reception and detention therein of 
lunatics, not exceeding four in number, subject to such rules 
and regulations as they may appoint.” In the year 1866 a 
second important Lunacy Amendment Act was passed for 
Scotland. Section 9 of that Act gave power to parish 
councils to remove pauper lunatics from asylums. By 
Section 18 of the same Act the powers of the Board were 
extended to embrace lunatics detained in private dwellings 
under the sanction of the Board. Notwithstanding these 
legal enactments the number of the pauper insane in private 
dwellings continued to decrease from the year 1859 until, in 
the year 1876, it fell to 1381. After that year the number 
rose steadily until in 1913 it reached 2909. 

In recent years patients residing with relations have 
tended to fall in number since the year 1891, while those 
boarded with strangers have increased continuously up to the 
present time. Most of the latter class had formerly been 
inmates of asylums and had been transferred from these 
institutions to private dwellings. 

It. has all along been recognised by the Board that there 
is generally in asylums an undesirable accumulation of 
patients who have ceased to require the special arrange- 
ments ofanasylum. The reasons for the continwed detention 
of such patients in the relatively more expensive method of 
asylum care are three in number—namely : (a) indifference 
on the part of authorities; (%) the difficulty in procuring 
any other method of care; and (¢) doubts as to the suffi- 
ciency of the care which may be taken of the patient in 
private dwellings. Of the pauper patients added to the 
register of patients in private dwellings during the five 
years 1860 to 1864, only 27 per cent. were discharged 
from asylums; during the five years 1908 to 1812, the 


corresponding proportion was 58 per cent. A much larger ~ 


number of such patients is now under the guardianship of 
unrelated persons than formerly. The rate of board at 
present paid for the guardianship of pauper lunatics residing 
with persons unrelated to them averages about 7s. a week. 
The parish council provides clothing and medieal attendance, 
so that the cost altogether cannot be put at less than 8e. 6d. 
a week, considerably below the average cost of maintenance 
in asylums. With regard to patients living with relations, 
the cost to the parishes is considerably less, the average 
weekly rate being about 4s. 

That the conditions of life of the insane poor in private 
dwellings in Scotland are on the whole favourable may 
be inferred from their death-rate. This rate, which in 
the qttinquenniad 1865 to 1869 was 5-9 per cent., was 
in the quinquenniad 1908 to 1912 3-8 per cent. For 
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38 years after the establishment of the Board there were no 
serious assaults or injuries caused to others by patients in 
private dwellings. In 1896, however, a patient boarded out 
from an asylum, in a fit of anger struck a child a fatal 
blow. In 1902 a patient who had lived for over 13 
years under the guardianship of a cousin killed his 
guardian, These are the only instances of that special 
nature which have occurred among an insane population 
averaging in number between 2000 and 3000 persons. The 
average number of private and pauper patients under care in 
private dwellings in Scotland in the quinquenniad 1864 to 
1868 was 23 private and 1577 pauper, while from 1908 to 1912 
the figures were 120 private and 2845 pauper. In addition to 
the private patients in private dwellings there are nearly 
200 persons living in private houses under the inspection of 
the Board who, owing to mental incapacity, are unable to 
manage their own affairs, and who have been placed under 
curatory by order of the court. In no other country are such 
large numbers of the insane who are not in institutions or 
under any form of asylum control so carefully guarded and 
protected by the State. 
Institutional Provision for the Insane. 

In 1858, Jan. 1st, the insane in Scotland, excluding private 
patients in private dwellings, numbered 2718 males and 
3030 females, giving a total of 5748. Of these, 1011 were 
private and 4737 pauper patients. 

The public asylums in Scotland at that date consisted of 
the seven royal or chartered asylums of Aberdeen, Dumfries, 
Dundee, Edinburgh, Glasgow, Montrose, and Perth, and 
the pauper asylum of Elgin, with 2380 patients. The 
private asylums or licensed houses were 18 in number, and 
contained 219 private and 526 pauper patients. At the same 
date there were 17 poorhouses with wards for the reception 
of patients, and in these were resident 6 private and 833 
pauper patients. There were also two schools for the train- 
ing of imbecile children: one at Baldovan, near Dundee, 
and the other in Gayfield-square, Edinburgh—afterwards 
removed to Larbert, where it now exists as the National 
Institution for the Training of Imbecile Children. No 
country, proportionately to its population, has voluntarily 
done so much for this class of sufferers as has been done by 
the chartered asylums. With regard to private asylums the 
Royal Commissioners have not so favourable an account to 
give. In regard to insane paupers the Commissioners 
report : ‘‘ We have no hesitation in saying that in providing 
accommodation for insane paupers, the parochial authorities 
have more consulted the interests of the ratepayers than 
the well-being of the patients. Economy is their rule of 
conduct, and has greatly influenced the nature of the 
accommodation.” Reference is made to the open-door 
system and liberty on parole, the use of restraint 
and seclusion, the recognition of the importance of 
hospital accommodation in asylums, the reform of night 
nursing in asylums, the nursing of male patients by female 
nurses, the segregate or village type of asylum, and observa- 
tion wards and pathological laboratories. 

aimendment of the Law.—Statistics for 1918. 

In the last section of the report it is stated that ‘‘ during 
the 48 years which have elapsed since any lunacy legislation 
of importance was passed for Scotland, matters have 
repeatedly come under our observation pointing to the 
necessity for amending defects in Lunacy Acts or for extend- 
ing their provisions. The sections of the Lunacy Amendment 
Act which forms part of the Mental Deficiency Act, 1913, 
fulfils to a great extent most of these deficiencies.” <A 
summary of the main provisions of the amending Act is 
given. 

The earlier part of the report shows that on Jan. Ist, 
1914, exclusive of insane persons maintained at home by 
their natural guardians, there were in Scotland 19,346 insane 
persons of whom the Board had official cognizance ; 
this was an increase of 158 as compared with Jan. lst, 
1913. 222 private peat were discharged recovered 
during 1913, which is 24 more than the number in the pre- 
ceding year and 7 below the average for the five years 
1905-09. The number of pauper patients discharged 
recovered was 1199, which is 109 more than in the preceding 
year and 48 more than the average for 1905-09. The 
number of escapes during 1913 was 132. There were 176

SANITATION IN HONG-KONG. 

The total civil population of the colony of Hong-Kong in 

1912 was estimated at 467,777, of whom 21,163 were non- 

Chinese, consisting of British and Indian soldiers and sailors 

and civilians. During 1911 a considerable influx of Chinese 

took place, amounting to some 40,000 or 50,000, owing to 

the political unrest in China. This led to a great deal of 

overcrowding, resulting in a severe outbreak of plague. The 

general death-rate from all causes was 25°67 per 1000, or if 

a correction be applied for the abnormal increase just men- 

tioned, 23:21 per 1000. Amongst the Chinese community 

the ratio was 26°33, and for the non-Chinese 14°51. The 

chief causes of death were plague (1768), pneumonia (1113), 

phthisis (738), small-pox (565), malarial fever (432), and 

general tuberculosis (385). In regard to phthisis, the lower 

class of Chinese have ar inveterate habit of spitting at large, 

and efforts are being made to stop this by the posting 

of notices in public buildings, tramcars, &c., and by the 

distribution of leaflets, pointing out its danger. An 

increase in malaria during the year is considered to have 

been largely due to cases imported into the colony from the 

Canton district ; the military statistics show that there has 

been a steady decrease in malarial infection, the admissions 

among the European troops having been only 84 per 1000, 

while in 1903-07 they averaged 349 per 1000. Since 1899 

antimalarial measures have been carried out on the usual 

lines, mosquito destruction, training of nullahs, instruction 

of children, &c. There was a heavy incidence of plague, 

1847 cases, due probably to the great influx of Chinese in 

1911. The cases mostly occurred in April, May, and June. 

Energetic measures were taken to destroy rats, with the most 
satisfactory results ; an area of some ten acres was declared: 
infected, and the sanitary staff removed all ceilings, 

stair-linings, wainscoting, &c., behind which rats could 

breed, throughout this area. Before the work was begun 19) 
cases of plague had occurred in this particular area. During 
the two months in which the work was being carried out 
21 cases occurred, and 15 specimens of M. decumanus 
and three of M. rattus were found to be plague-infected. 

After the completion of the work only two cases occurred. 

It is proposed to extend this work gradually throughout the 
city. There was an increase in typhoid fever (138 cases, 
32 of which were imported). Infection is attributed mostly 
to eating salads of raw vegetables grown in Chinese market 
gardens, where it is customary to water the plants with 
diluted human excreta, fecal and urinary. The health of 
the jail prisoners was satisfactory, and it is noteworthy that, 
in regard to the selection of cooks in the prisons, a thorough 
system of examination to detect any possible typhoid 
carrier has been instituted with the aid of the Government 
bacteriologist. At the Bacteriological Institute investiga- 
tions are also in progress as to the occurrence of stegomyia. 
fasciata, and as to anopheline mosquitoes as malaria 
carriers.

HEALTH OF ENGLISH TOWNS. 

In the 97 English and Welsh towns with populations- 
exceeding 50,000 persons at the last Census and whose 
aggregate population at the middle of this year is estimated 
at 18,120,059 persons, 9168 births and 4497 deaths were 
registered during the week ended Saturday, June 20th. The 
annual rate of mortality in these towns, which had been 
13°3, 13:2, and 13°5 per 1000 in the three preceding weeks, 
declined to 12°9 per 1000 in the week under notice. 
During the first eleven weeks of the current quarter the 
mean annual death-rate in these towns averaged 14-0, against 
13-2 per 1000 in London during the same period. Among the 
several towns the death-rate last week ranged from 2:2 in. 
Ealing, 4°6 in Northampton, 49 in Acton, 6°6 in Edmonton 
and in Eastbourne, and 7:2 in Gloucester, to 18-9 in Liverpool, 
19:1 in Bradford, 20°1 in Blackpool, 20°3 in Barnsley, and 21°5 
in South Shields. 

The 4497 deaths from all causes were 190 fewer than the: 
number in the previous week, and included 390 which were 
referred to the principal epidemic diseases, against 401 and 
395 in the two previous weeks. Of these 390 deaths, 140 
resulted from measles, 99 from whooping-cough, 79 from 
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scarlet. fever, and 8 from enteric fever, but not one from 
small-pox. The mean annual death-rate from these 
diseases was equal to 1:1 per 1000 and coincided with the 
rate in the previous week. The deaths attributed to 
measles, Which had declined from 143 to 119 in the four 
preceding weeks, rose to 140 last week, and caused the 
highest annual death-rates of 1:3 in Manchester, 14 
in Smethwick, 16 in St. Helens and in Sheffield, 1-8 
in Darlington, and 2:1 in Bootle, and in Warrington. 
The deaths referred to whooping-cough, which had 
been 111, 117, and 111 in the three preceding weeks, 
further fell to 99 last week; the highest death-rates from 
this disease were 1:0 in Oldham, 14 in Plymouth, in 
Warrington, and in Cardiff, and 3-3 in South Shields. The 
fatal cases of diarrhoea and enteritis (among infants under 
2 years), which had been 52, 80, and 69 in the three pre- 
ceding weeks, rose to 79 last week, and included in 
London, 8 in Liverpool, 6 in Birmingham, and 3 each in 
Bristol, Bradford, Burnley, and Leeds. The deaths attributed 
to diphtheria, which had been 47, 38, and 56 in the three 
preceding weeks, declined to 40 last week, of which 16 
occurred in London, 3 in Birmingham, 3 in Liverpool, 
and 2 in Salford. The deaths referred to scarlet fever, 
which had declined from % to 24 in the four preceding weeks, 
were again 24 last week, and included 8 in London and 
7in Manchester. The fatal cases of enteric fever, which had 
been 11, 9,and 16 in the three preceding weeks, fell to 8 last 
week, of which 2 were recorded in.Gateshead. 

The number of scarlet fever patients under treatment in 
the London Fever and the Metropolitan Asylums Hospitals, 
which had steadily increased from 2862 to 2993 in the five 

receding weeks, had further risen to 3038 on Saturday last ; 

new cases were admitted during the week, against 
377, 339, and 391 in the three preceding weeks. hese 
hospitals also contained on Saturday last 1114 cases of 
diphtheria, 339 of whooping-cough, 87 of measles, and 37 of 
enteric fever, but not one of small-pox. The 1053 deaths 
from all causes in London were 55 fewer than the number 
in the previous week, and corresponded to an annual 
death-rate of 12°2 per 1000. The deaths referred to diseases 
of the respiratory system, which had been 165, 179, 
and 143 in the three preceding weeks, rose to 163 in the 
week under notice, and were 41 above the number recorded 
in the coteeapending week of last year. 

Of the 4497 deaths from all causes in the 97 towns, 185 
resulted from different forms of violence and 393 were the 
subject of coroners’ inquests, while 1400 occurred in public 
institutions. The causes of 29, or 0°6 per cent., of the total 
deaths were not certified either by a registered medical 
practitioner or by a coroner after inquest. All the causes 
of death were duly certified in London and in its 14 
suburban districts, in Manchester, Leeds, Bristol, Hull, 
Newcastle-on-Tyne, and in 61 other smaller towns. Of the 
29 uncertified causes of death, 6 were registered in Liver- 
se 3 in Birmingham, 3 in Gateshead, and 2 each in 
ortsmouth, Cambridge, Sheffield, and Sunderland. 





VITAL STATISTICS OF LONDON DURING MAY, 1914. 


In the accompanying table will be found summarised 
complete statistics relating to sickness and mortality in 
the City of London and in each of the metropolitan boroughs. 
With regard to the notified cases of infectious diseases, it 
appears that the number of persons reported to be suffering 
from one or other of the ten diseases specified in the table 
was equal to an annual rate of 7°5 per 1000 of the popula- 
tion, estimated at 4,516,612 persons in the middle of the year; 
inthe three preceding months the rates were 8°5, 7°4, and 
63 per 1000 respectively. The lowest rates last month were 
recorded in Chelsea, St. Maryletone, yy reg Battersea, 
and Wandsworth ; and the highest rates in Stoke Newington, 
Finsbury, the City of London, Southwark, and Deptford. 
Scarlet fever was much more prevalent than it had 
been in other recent months; the greatest proportional 
prevalence of this disease during May occurred in Hammer- 
smith, St. Pancras, Finsbury, the Cityof London, Southwark, 
Lambeth, and Deptford. The number of scarlet fever 
patients under treatment in the Metropolitan Asylums Hos- 
pitals, which had been 3138 and 2826 at the end of the two 
preceding months, had risen again to 2859 at the end of last 
month ; the weekly admissions averaged 376, against 337 and 
512 in the two preceding months. Diphtheria was rather more 
prevalent than it had been in the previous months; this 
disease was proportionally most prevalent last month in Stoke 
Newington, Hackney, Shoreditch, Bethnal Green, Stepney, 
Lewisham, and Woolwich. The Metropolitan Asylums 
Hospitals contained 1078 diphtheria patients at the end of 
last month, against 1306 and 1121 at the end of the two pre- 
ceding months; the weekly admissions averaged 130, against 
158 and 114 in the two preceding months. The prevalence of 
enteric fever showed a slight increase over that recorded in 
the preceding month; the greatest proportional prevalence 
of this disease during May occurred in Fulham, the City of 





Westminster, St. Marylebone, Hampstead, St. Pancras, and 
Islington. There were 39 enteric fever patients under treat- 
mentin the Metropolitan Asylums Hospitals at the end of 
last month, against 66 and at the end of the two pre- 
ceding months; the weekly admissions averaged 6, against 
6 and 7 in the two ger months. The 43 cases of 
puerperal fever notified during the month included 5 
in Fulham, 5 in Islington, 4 in Poplar, 4 in Lambeth, 
3 in Stepney, and 3 in Wandsworth. Erysipelas was 
proportional! most prevalent in Fulham, Hackney, 
insbury, Shoreditch, Bethnal Green, Southwark, and 
Deptford. Of the 3 cases of <a ae meningitis, 
2 belonged to Islington and 1 to Camberwell ; and the 2 cases 
of poliomyelitis occurred in Paddington and Islington 
respectively. 
he mortality statistics relate to the deaths of persons 
actually belonging to the several boroughs, the deaths 
occurring in institutions having been distributed among 
the boroughs in which the deceased persons had previously 
resided ; the death-rates from all causes are further corrected 
for variations in the sex- and age-constitution of the popula- 
tion of the several boroughs. uring the four weeks ending 
May 30th the deaths of 4474 London residents were regis- 
tered, equal to an annual rate of 12-9 per 1000; in the three 
receding months the rates were 148, 15:2, and 13:8 per 
000 respectively. The death-rates last month ranged 
from 9:2 in Wandsworth, 10°8 in Lewisham, 11:0 in Lambeth, 
11°6 in Paddington and in Camberwell, and 11°8 in Ken- 
sington and in Deptford, to 14-5 in Stoke Newington, 14-7 in 
Stepney, 16:2 in Shoreditch, 16°6 in Bermondsey, 17:0 in 
Southwark, 17°7 in Finsbury, and 186 in _ Holborn. 
The 4474 deaths from all causes included 322 which 
were referred to the principal infectious diseases; of 
these, 98 resulted from measles, 26 from scarlet fever, 
40 from diphtheria, 84 from whooping-cough, 11 from 
enteric fever, and 63 from diarrhea and enteritis among 
children under two years of age. No death from 
any of these diseases occurred last month in Chelsea; 
among the other boroughs they caused the lowest 
death-rates in Kensington, the City of Westminster, Stoke 
Newington, Lambeth, and Camberwell; and the highest 
rates ir. Holborn, Finsbury, Shoreditch, Bethnal Green, 
Stepney, Southwark, Bermondsey, and Greenwich. The 98 
fatal cases of measles were 80 below the corrected average 
number in the corresponding period of the five preceding 
years ; this disease was proportionally most fatal last month 
in Finsbury, Shoreditch, Bethnal Green, Bermondsey, 
Deptford, and Greenwich. The 26 deaths from scarlet 
fever were 8 in excess of the corrected average number, 
and included 4 in Islington, 4 in Southwark, and 2 
each in Kensington, Fulham, and Finsbury. The 4 
fatal cases of diphtheria were 6 above the corrected 
average number; this disease showed the greatest pro- 
rtional fatality in Hackney, Holborn, Bethnal Green, 
ermondsey, Deptford,and Woolwich. The 84 deaths from 
whooping-cough were 42 below the corrected average 
number; this disease was proportionally most fatal in 
Hampstead, Holborn, Shoreditch, Stepney, and Bermondsey. 
The 11 deaths from enteric fever were 4 above the corrected 
average number, and included 3 in Islington. The mortality 
from diarrhea and enteritis among children under two 
ears of age was proportionally greatest in Hammersmith, 
Shoreditch, Bethnal Green, Stepney, Poplar, and Lewisham. 
In conclusion, it a | be stated that the aggregate mortality 
in London last month from the principal infectious diseases, 
excluding diarrhoea, was 28°7 per cent. below the average.

Coronprs’ SocreTy OF ENGLAND AND WALES. 
—The annual banquet of this society was held at 
the Holborn Restaurant on June 18th, the President, 
Dr. Ernest A. Gibson, coroner for Manchester, being 
in the chair. After the usual loyal toasts, Dr. F. J. 
Waldo, coroner for the City of London, in proposing 
the toast of ‘‘Imyerial and Local Government,” said 
that though the coroner’s duties were chiefly concerned 
with the dead, they also tended in the direction of the 
prevention of disease and crime. He referred to the 
Coroners Bill, drafted on the lines recommended by the 
Home Office Committee in 1909, and’made suggestions for 
the improvement of the service in the direction of the 
general holding of fire inquests, the payment of fees to 
medical men (including those attached to institutions), the 
payment of coroners by salary instead of fees, and the 
establishment of pensions for coroners. Mr. R, Pearce, 
M.P. for the Leek Division of Staffordshire, and Mr. 
Urquhart Fisher, L.OC.C., responded respectively for the 
Imperial and Local Governments. Mr. Alexander Mac- 
morran, K.C., in proposing the toast of ‘‘The Coroners’ 
Society,” congratulated the society on the fact that it bad 
300 members, about three-fourths of the possible number. 
He emphasised the increased importance of the coroner's 
position as compared with a generation ago, and referring 
to the fact that the Coroners Bill was to be promoted, 
congratulated the coroners on recommending the retention 
of their jurisdiction over treasure trove and the ancient 
jurisdiction of the sheriff's office. He spoke of the sym- 
pathy, care, and discretion with which coroners generally 
fulfilled their duties, and in coupling the toast with the name 
of the President, Dr. Gibson, congratulated him on the issue in 
the action for libel which he had had to bring for the protec- 
tion of his position as coroner. Dr. Gibson, in responding, 
spoke of the Coroners Bill as an unsatisfactory compromise 
in all respects. The teast of ‘‘The Guests” was pro- 
posed by Mr. F. N. Molesworth, coroner for Rochdale, and 
was responded to by Earl Russell. president of the Medico- 
Legal Society, and Mr. A. G. C. Harvey, M.P. for Rochdale. 
Sir Luke White, M.P., who is also coroner for the East 
Riding of Yorkshire, proposed the toast of ‘‘ The Officers of 
the Society,” which was suitably acknowledged by Mr. 
Walter Schréder, coroner for the Central District of the 
County of London. Excellent singing was provided by 
Miss Zelinda Davis and Mr. Alfred Hurley, and Mr. Arthur 
Helmore gave selections from his well-known humorous 
tepertoire, 


MEDICAL PRACTICE UNDER THE 
INSURANCE ACT. 


(By OUR SPECIAL COMMISSIONER.) 
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XLIX.—YARMOUTH AND LOWESTOFT: OPPOSITION 
TO THE ACT. 
The Working of the Medical Aid Institute at 
Yarmouth. 


BEFORE describing what I found in the neigh- 
bouring town of Lowestoft I must say a few more 
words on the painful position of affairs at Yar- 
mouth. 

Complaints as to the working of the Medical Aid 
Institute at Yarmouth would probably have been 
more numerous but for the fact that when 
members wanted to complain they were told that 
individual representations could not be entertained. 
The members must complain of their executive to 
their executive. Before the Act members of Friendly 
Societies strove to help each other. They were proud 
of not coming on to the funds of their society. They 
had the proper spirit. Now they do not care, as it is 
the employers and the Government more than 
they who pay—that at least seems to be the 
spirit at Yarmouth, though I have not found 
it universal. The most regrettable feature of the 
situation is that but for the Act the institute at 
Yarmouth would not have survived till this day, 
for the Yarmouth practitioners had very success- 
fully fought the battle of the clubs, and many 
members of the institute came as private patients 
to medical men. It was galling for the Yarmouth 
practitioners that, after having won what seemed a 
conclusive victory, the Medical Aid Institute should 
revive, strengthened by the National Insurance Act. 
The Working of the Act : Complaints of Negligence. 

Against the panel doctors complaints are made at 
Yarmouth, and actual cases with full details were 
put before me. The complaints most frequently 
relate to the difficulty of getting the panel doctors 
to attend with sufficient promptitude on emergency 
cases. Also it was asserted that some prescribe 
a large quantity of medicine to prevent the 
patients returning so soon to the surgery. 
Nor will they mark their prescriptions “ Urgent,” 
entailing an extra charge. The panel doctors 
give quite a different version. They are doing 
more work than formerly, and therefore, they say, 
the public are getting more medical attendance, 
and there must consequently be less neglect than 
fermerly. Much depended on the Insurance Com- 
mittee and how it treated the panel doctors. The 
panel doctors I visited expressed satisfaction with 
regard te the Insurance Committee, its chairman, 
and the clerk; but I must say I did not find the 
clerk communicative. He told me that there were on 
April 12th last 18,265 insured persons, but I could 
not ascertain how many persons had been allowed 
to centract out of the Act, how many insured 
persons had not selected a medical attendant, and 
what would be done with the money paid by 
those persons. Such reserve suggests that the 


Yarmouth Insurance Committee feel that they 
certainly have no easy task. Indeed, it would be 
difficult to find many other towns where the local 
practitioners have made so good a stand against the 
Act and are still continuing the struggle. There 
remain ten dectors who refuse to go on the panel, 





but one of them lives outside Yarmouth, and there 
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are 15 that have joined the panel. The position at 
Yarmouth is decidedly strained. 


LOWESTOFT AND EAST SUFFOLK. 


Lowestoft, like Yarmouth, is a fishing town and 
a holiday resort. At Lowestoft also the members 
of the profession put on at first a bold front. Later 
at a meeting of local practitioners the chairman of 
the local division of the British Medical Association 
declared that he could not blame those who went 
on the panel. The local institute which provided 
medical attendance before the Act promptly seized 
the opportunity. The East Suffolk Insurance area 
stretches from Felixstowe to Gorleston, not in- 
cluding Ipswich, and it has about 60,000 insured 
persons. Nearly every medical practitioner or his 
partner thereupon enrolled themselves. 


The Good and Bad of Panel Practice. 


A Medical Committee was early elected, and now 
there is also the Panel Committee, both composed 
of the same persons, and, contrary to opinions else- 
where, it was stated they could not do anything 
beyond carrying out the instructions of the In- 
surance Commissioners. At Lowestoft, and in dis- 
agreement with what I have found in other places, the 
impression is that the Insurance Act has weakened 
the idea of organising the profession. I was asked 
this question by one who had most to do with 
the local struggle: even if the Government, so as to 
find the means for including the dependents, pro- 
posed to reduce the present 7s. to 6s. or less than 
6s., what could a panel doctor with a long list do? 
He could not afford to sacrifice some £500 or £600 a 
year; and if those who have the longest lists continue 
attending insured persons, what would be the use 
of those with short lists going on strike? Evidently 
the abolition of the long lists has its merits from 
the trade union point of view. And in many cases 
the public is equally interested in the prevention 
of long lists. On the other hand, there are 
instances all over the kingdom where capability and 
good organisation have met the exigencies of long 
lists. The matter splits professional opinion. Before 
the Act came into force the Lowestoft practitioners 
hung well together and collected a large fund 
to compensate victims under the new legislation. 
Nevertheless, when two or three practitioners went 
on the panel, not at Lowestoft but in the neighbour- 
hood, all this successful organisation fell to pieces. 
And now when many doctors are making good 
incomes under the Act they would be still less 
inclined to strike. The trouble is that all the 
men with long lists are not necessarily the best 
men, and at Lowestoft, as elsewhere, complaints 
were publicly made concerning the methods em- 
ployed to influence members of Friendly Societies 
to go on certain lists. That there was some touting, 
I was assured, could be substantiated. Then 
followed the offer to give me details of insufficient 
attendance and of carelessness on the part of a 
certain class of panel doctors. The complaints the 
club patients used to make are repeated to-day by 
some panel patients who certainly produce more 
money, even if they demand more service. The 
troubles that resulted from contract work have 
not been lessened and may be more frequent than 
before the Act. 

Under such circumstances I was not surprised 
to hear that the one practitioner in Lowestoft who 
was not on the panel had many insured persons 
who came to him as private patients so as to 
obtain more careful treatment. In refusing to join 





the panel he threw up some £300 a year, but the 
increased number of private patients had more 
than compensated him. Also both at Yarmouth 
and Lowestoft there are a number of old men and 
men in very small businesses who cannot be 
insured. 

The Fishermen Difficulty. 


The position of the fishing population on the 
east coast, unlike what occurred with Scotch fisher. 
men, does not debar them from profiting by the 
Insurance Act. They are partners, or codperators, 
sharing the profits made. The boats and the nets 
do not belong to them, the owner of the boats 
paying them according to the fish caught; this is 
enough to constitute them employed persons under 
the Act. They go where the fish is to be found, and 
are generally near some other port of call for two or 
three months at atime. On the other hand, we 
have seen that the Scotch herring fishermen and 
the women who clean and pack the herrings come 
down to this coast, to Yarmouth principally, for 
some three months in the year. This complicates 
the situation. Last year, it will be remembered, 
insured persons when away from home had to 
possess green vouchers. But this was a rule 
established by the English Commissioners and not 
by the Scotch Commissioners. Therefore, when the 
Scotch fishermen came to English ports, the Local 
Insurance Committee had to make out green 
vouchers, this entailing much work for which no 
preparation had been made. This year, now that 
the green voucher system is abolished, it will be 
easier. 

This matter of the fishermen has prevented 
for six months the payment to the panel doctors 
of the full amount due for the work done 
last year. There are many little fishing ports 
where the fishermen were treated by the local 
panel doctors. On the other hand, the panel 
doctors of Yarmouth and Lowestoft have some- 
thing to receive for having treated Scotch and 
other fishermen. Nor is thisall. Even the Lowestoft 
fishermen are not all from Lowestoft. Some are 
agricultural labourers, insured in the surrounding 
villages, where they work, only going to sea for two 
or three of the best months each season. The divi- 
sion of the 9s. for medical benefits is a com- 
plicated matter, and it takes much time to settle 
the claims. During all that time the panel doctors 
must have received some 10 per cent. below the 
sum due. Perhaps next year there will be less 
delay. Meanwhile many practitioners are agree- 
ably surprised at receiving more than they ex- 
pected, and are not disposed to complain because 
10 per cent. is withheld.

MANCHESTER. 


Vaccination in Lancashire. 

From the official returns of the vaccination 
officers for 1908 and 1911 it appears that the number 
of exemptions from vaccination has considerably 
increased. In Lancashire alone in 31 unions in 
1908 the total number of births was 133,554, and in 
1911 120,762. In spite of the falling birth-rate the 
number of exemptions in 1908 was 19,748, and in 
1911 27,704. The following table gives some of the 
statistics :—

It appears, therefore, that in Burnley, Oldham, and 
Rochdale the number of exemptions was more than 
half of the total births recorded in 1911; while in 
Ashton-under-Lyne, Blackburn, and Bury the ex- 
emptions represented nearly half of the births. The

The Radium Committee and its Needs. 


A special meeting in connexion with the Radium 
Fund was held in the town hall on June 23rd, the 
Lord Mayor presiding. The money is coming in 
much more slowly than was expected; hence the 
meeting to stimulate the movement. The com- 
mittee set out to obtain £25,000, but so far they 
have only received £8400, a sum not sufficient for 
effective purposes for the seven hospitals which 
are concerned. Dr. Dawson Turner, of Edinburgh, 
was invited to explain the beneficial effects of radium 
in curing certain diseases. He said that the use of 
radium in certain cases is no longer experimental, 
adding, “a tube of radium procured now could 
be used to alleviate human suffering for more 
than forty generations, and at its present price of 
£20 per milligramme its annual cost would only be 
something like 2d.” It is hoped that the informa- 
tion which will be brought to public notice through 
this meeting will give the necessary impulse to 
the rich men of Manchester to provide a sum of 





money adequate to the requirements of the hospitals 
of the city. 
Baby Clinics. 

A meeting was held at the town hall on June 16th 
to urge the institution of municipal clinics for 
babies and children under school age. The con- 
ference was convened by the Manchester and 
Salford Sanitary Association. The appalling in- 
fantile disease and mortality in certain areas of the 
borough and city have convinced an ever-increasing 
number of citizens that further preventive action 
by the municipal authorities is urgently needed. 
The Lord Mayor, who presided, suggested that the 
provision of a babyclinic—the missing link at present 
between the maternity case of the Insurance Act and 
the school clinic—would be a saving to the nation 
and to the rates. A paper by Professor Benjamin 
Moore was read, in which he argued that 
the need for healthy care, for good nutritious 
food, for airy and wholesome places to grow 
and live in both by day and night, were more 
obvious and imperative in the period between birth 
and school age than at any other period of life, yet 
this period was the one period of life that health 
legislators had hitherto treated witk neglect. In 
great cities like Liverpool and Manchester there 
should be, he said, one health authority instead of 
the score now existing, and there should be a 
complete system which would cover these five years 
during which now disease was left free to do its 
work. The following resolution was carried :— 

That in the opinion of this conference the time has now 
come for the institution of clinics for babies and children 
under school age, under the control of the sanitary committee 
of the city council.

BRISTOL AND WESTERN COUNTIES. 


Assistance for the Blind in Bristol. 

FOLLOWING up ‘the appeal issued by Mr. C. Arthur 
Pearson on behalf of the blind, the committee of 
the Royal School of Industry for the Blind in Bristol 
have determined to appeal for funds to enable them 
to employ a larger number of their blind dependents 
in wage-earning occupations. Not long ago the 
school moved out from its original premises, now 
used by the University, to larger premises on the 
outskirts of the city, so that there is no lack of 
workshops. The Lord Mayor has backed this appeal 
in a letter to the local papers. 

Treatment of Tuberculosis in Bristol. 

The chairman and members of the Bristol Health 
Committee recently entertained the Lord Mayor and 
other members of the city council to tea at Ham 
Green, where the new sanatorium buildings are 
soon to be built. They will comprise 72 beds, in 
addition to which the city will soon be in possession 
of 50 beds at Winsley. A further scheme is afoot to 
provide sanatorium accommodation for 100 cases of 
surgical tuberculosis in codperation with the neigh- 
bouring county authorities. The number of con- 
sumptives treated under the Insurance Act to date 
in Bristol is 762. 

New Sewage Disposal Works at Bath. 

For 50 years Bath has been striving after a better 
disposal of its sewage, but there have been many 
obstacles, and it was not till this month that 
the new works were actually opened by the 
Mayoress (the Mayor, Dr. Preston King, being unable 
to attend through illness). The scheme includes a 
pumping station at Twerton and sewage works ati 
Saltford, and provides for the needs of a population 
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of about 80,000 at a cost of about £250,000. At the 
luncheon which followed the formal opening Sir 
James Crichton-Browne congratulated the city of 
Bath on having provided itself with what he 
described as the best sewage disposal system 
established by any public authority, and spoke of 
the importance of such an achievement in respect 
of Bath’s reputation as a health resort. 
Action against a Medical Officer of Health. 

On June 9th, at the Gloucester county court, 
before his honour Judge Ellicott and a jury, a girl 
aged 13 years, through her father, claimed £6 15s. 
damages for assault from Dr. Middleton Martin, 
medical officer of health of Gloucestershire. The 
particulars of the claim stated that the defendant, 
without permission of the plaintiff or parents, cut 
off a portion of the girl’s hair and took it away with 
him without the knowledge of the parents. Evidence 
showed that complaints had been made by the 
education committee in reference to the child's 
hair. Dr. Martin stated that he went to the plaintiff's 
house to satisfy himself as to whether there were 
“ nits”’ in the girl’s hair, and she gave her consent 
to a small portion of hair being removed for exa- 
mination purposes. He claimed he had power to 
ensure the girl’s attendance at school under 
Section 13 of the Education Act, 1907. The jury 
assessed the damages at one farthing. Judgment 
will be given at the next court, which will be held 
in July. 

The Devon County Council and Notification of 
Cancer. 

At the last meeting of the Devon county council a 
resolution was passed requesting the Local Govern- 
ment Board to allow voluntary notification of cases 
of cancer, with the payment of the usual fees, and 
also to sanction payment by local sanitary authori- 
ties for disinfecting and cleansing houses where 
deaths have occurred from cancer. 


Death of Mr. R. D. Boase. 


Mr. Richard Davey Boase, L.R.C.P.Lond., M.R.C.S. 
Eng., late medical officer of health of Penzance, died 
at his residence, Bay View-terrace, Penzance, on 
June 11th, in his fifty-fifth year. Mr. Boase received 
his medical education at the Middlesex Hospital, 
and had been in practice for several years in 
Penzance, having been medical officer of health for 
a considerable period of time.

Milk and Dairies (Scotland) Bill. 

AT a recent conference on this Bill in Edinburgh 
there were present representatives of the Highland 
Agricultural Society, the Scottish Chamber of 
Agriculture, the Glasgow and District Dairymen’s 
Society, and other organisations interested. While 
favourable to the measure on the whole, it was felt 
that considerable alterations will yet have to be 
made. Equality of treatment, in relation to public 
health requirements, of foreign and home produce 
and milk products, was not regarded as having been 
ensured, and it was also thought that no Dairy Bill 
should be passed which does not protect the public 
against the risk of subsequent deception through 
so-called synthetic milk or other substitutes. The 
proposed incidence of the cost of administration of 
the Bill was also the subject of much discussion. 
It was pointed out that the imposition of the cost 
on rural districts—the Bill being designed purely 
for the protection of the consumer—is unfair, 


Edinburgh Sanitary Arrangements : Report by the 
City Inspector. 

This report of the city inspector for the year 1°13 
has been recently issued. A marked feature is the 
decrease’in the number of nuisances dealt with by 
the department—18,944, as compared with 23,458 
in the previous year. A large proportion of the 
work has been devoted to supervising the common 
stairs of tenements and to the removal of noxious 
accumulations of various sorts from open spaccs 
and from cellars. It was found that much more 
attention was now being paid by occupiers to the 
cleanliness of their cisterns. There were fewer 
“ticketed houses” under supervision, this being 
due to the fact that more houses unfit for habita- 
tion had been completely closed. Only 4 cases of 
marked overcrowding were noted. During the year 
2375 visits were paid to houses where persons 
notified as phthisical lived, and it was found that in 
29 cases beds and bedding required cleansing, while 
the walls and ceilings of 59 houses were size-painted 
or repapered. 

The University of Glasgow and Lister. 

Commemoration Day was celebrated at the Uni- 
versity on June 23rd, when Lord Rosebery, the 
Chancellor, presided over the ceremony. Sir Hector 
Cameron, emeritus professor of surgery, delivered 
an oration on Lord Lister, at the close of which 
Lord Rosebery announced that the Royal Infirmary 
had agreed to present to the University the struc- 
ture of Lord Lister’s ward and lecture-room, in 
which the principles of antiseptic surgery were 
first exemplified, for re-erection in the University 
grounds. 

Appointments at Anderson’s Medical College, 
Glasgow. 

Dr. Ivy McKenzie has been appointed lecturer in 
mental diseases at Anderson’s College, in room of 
Mr. John Carswell, resigned; and Dr. J. Goodwin 
Tomkinson has been appointed lecturer on diseases 
of the skin. 

Memorial to Dr. D. Maclure Cowan. 

A short time ago a committee was formed to 
raise funds for a suitable memorial to the late Dr. 
Maclure Cowan, who died while a comparatively 
young man, leaving his widow and family at 
Maybole unprovided for. It has now been announced 
that the subscriptions received amounted to £573, 
and the committee has resolved to purchase an 
annuity payable for 18 years on behalf of the widow 
and children, the annuity to cost £500. A monu- 
ment erected at the grave is to embrace a bronze 


medallion likeness of Dr. Cowan.

IRELAND. 
The Certification Question. 


Masterman from the Irish Medical Committee. 
who protested aguinst the proposed appointment of 
paid officers to certify insured persons in Ireland for 
the sickness, disablement, and sanatorium benefits. 
The deputation consisted of Mr. R. J. Johnstone 
(Belfast), Mr. T. Hennessy (County Tipperary), Dr. 
R. J. Rowlette (Dublin), and Mr. M. R. J. Hayes, 
medical secretary. The members of the [Irish 
Insurance Commission were present with Mr. 
Masterman. The deputation urged that any system 
of certification which neglected or excluded tle 
evidence of the medical attendant of the insured 





persons could not fail to cause hardship and 
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injustice to the persons claiming the benefits. 
Instances of such injustice which had occurred 
under the present system of certification by medical 
advisers were quoted. It was also pointed out that 
the exclusion of general practitioners from the duty 
of reporting on those of their patients who may be 
claiming sanatorium benefit is contrary to the 
advice of the Departmental Committee on Tuber- 
culosis, and is certain to hamper the movement 
against tuberculosis. Mr. Masterman gave an 
attentive hearing to the arguments of the deputa- 
tion, and it is perhaps a result of these arguments 
and of the views expressed at the recent mass 
meeting in Dublin that the Irish Insurance 
Commissioners have decided to continue the 
present arrangements for certification for another 
four months instead of instituting the threatened 
whole-time service of certifiers. 
Tuberculosis Dispensary for County Dublin. 

On Monday last a temporary building in the 
grounds of the Meath Hospital, Dublin, was opened 
as a central tuberculosis dispensary for the county 
of Dublin. A permanent building is in course of 
erection by the county council. Representatives of 
the county council, of the County Insurance Com- 
mittee, and of the Local Government Board took 
part in the opening ceremony. A return was read 
of the cases of tuberculosis dealt with in the county 
of Dublin from the appointment of the County 
Dublin Insurance Committee (July, 1912) up to 
the end of the last completed Insurance Act period 
(Jan. llth, 1914). It showed that a total number 
of 317 persons were recommended by the com- 
mittee for sanatorium benefit. This number was 
composed of 137 male and 75 female insured persons, 
and 32 male and 72 female dependents on insured 
persons. Treatment was accepted and received by 
141 male and 99 female patients suffering from 
pulmonary tuberculosis, and by 19 male and 23 
female patients suffering from other forms 
of tuberculous disease. The result in the case 
of patients whose treatment terminated prior 
to Jan. 11th last, or who had since completed treat- 
ment for which they had been recommended before 
that date, was as follows: Condition on discharge: 
fit for work, 91; improved, 60; not improved, 41; 
worse, 6; discharged for breach of rules or left 
contrary to medical advice, 34; died, 28; total, 260. 
In the cases of 77 persons discharged as fit 
for work or improved, who were among those 
treated in the earlier operations of the committee, 
and who had been kept under observation by the 
committee, the following results were recorded: 
Improvement maintained, 43; disimproved, 14; 
returned for treatment, 17; died, 3; total, 77. 

Belfast Hospital Saturday Collection. 

A sum of over £1100 has been placed to the credit 
of the Belfast Royal Victoria Hospital as a result 
of the recent Saturday collection. This is the 
largest sum ever collected from the district in any 
one year since the collection was first started. As 
all the returns have not yet been made it is 
expected the total sum will be over £1200. 

‘ater-supply of Belfast. 

Owing to the very dry spring the water in store 
for the supply of Belfast on June 11th was 2011 
million gallons, or 502 million gallons less than the 
quantity in store on the corresponding day of 1913, 
when it was a wet spring, but between 300 and 400 
million gallons more than at the corresponding 
date of 1911 (a dry year). The Water Commis- 
sioners have appealed to the public to assist, in the 





event of dry weather, in preventing any undue loss 
of water, especially in the watering of gardens. 


Water-supply for County Tyrone Towns. 

At a meeting of the Omagh district council held 
on June 13th attention was drawn to the deplor- 
able water-supply of Fintona and Sixmilecross. In 
the former town the water-supply was stated to 
be not only insufficient, but so polluted (sewage 
actually flowing down the lane leading to the well) 
that fears were seriously entertained by the 
inhabitants lest an epidemic should break out. In 
Sixmilecross it was stated that there was no water 
in one pump and very little in two others. The 
surface of the reservoir was said to be covered with 
all sorts of décaying material. As a result, an old 
wel!—which was condemned 25 years ago as being 
unhealthy because it was situated at a lower level 
than an adjoining graveyard—was, of necessity, 
being used by the inhabitants. The council decided 
to look into the matter so that a proper water-supply 
might be provided, and in the meantime to 
have the present dangerous condition of affairs 
remedied. 

Alexandra Day in Belfast. 


The gross proceeds from the sale of wild roses in 
the streets of Belfast on June 19th amounted to 
£927, as compared with £1045 last year, a decrease 
of £118; but as it is expected that the expenses on 
this occasion will be £80 less than in 1913, the 
institutions in aid of which the sale was under- 
taken will really benefit to about the same extent 
as they did 12 months ago.

The Mortality of Military Medical Officers in 
Morocco. 


To the Académie de Médecine Dr. Huguet, who 
had taken part in the expeditionary corps to 
Morocco, sent a report on its sanitary condition 
since the commencement of the present campaign. 
M. Blanchard, in presenting the report, called 
attention to the much greater losses sustained by 
the medical service than by the rest of the army. 
Among medical officers the mortality reached 30 per 
cent. Three were killed by the enemy’s fire, 3 died 
from typhoid, 2 from typhus, and 1 from ameebic 
dysentery. The situation has improved since 
the introduction of antityphoid inoculation, but 
prior to that it was serious. Overwork was one 
factor in this, due to the inadequate number 
of the medical personnel and to the fact that 
the medical officers had to attend the natives as 
well as the soldiers. Among the former hygiene is 
simply unknown, and they live in overcrowded 
towns, where the filthy streets and dwellings, the 
contaminated drinking water, and the absence of 
any sewerage render epidemics frequent and 
serious. Many medical officers were killed by 
Moroccan marauders on the field of battle after the 
fighting was over, while they were searching for 
the wounded whom the enemy never fail to 
mutilate. M. Blanchard seized the opportunity of 
pronouncing a eulogy on the devotion of the army 
medical officers, and the Academy paid a unanimous 
tribute to them. : 

The Variety of Treponemata. 

Dr. A. Marie, chief medical officer of the 
Villejuif Asylum, and M. Levaditi, of the Institut 
Pasteur, as a result of prolonged researches on 
the treponemata met with in the brains of 
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general paralytics, have laid before the Académie 
des Sciences the important conclusion that the 
treponema of general paralysis belongs probably to 
a different race from that which causes the other 
lesions of syphilis. The incubation period of general 
paralysis is much longer than that of ordinary 
syphilis, and the appearance of its lesions differs 
sensibly from that of other manifestations thereof. 
Syphilis particularly causes deep ulcerative lesions. 
In general paralysis superficial lesions and erosions 
covered with scales are found. Puysicians have 
long noted, moreover, that general paralysis super- 
venes especially in syphilis when the onset has 
appeared benign, and this fact has been usually 
attributed to the benignity having induced a certain 
laxity in following up treatment. M. Marie and M. 
Levaditi consider that this benignity of the primary 
and secondary lesions is a constant character of 
the nerve treponema. Observations favouring 
the initial specificity of this treponema also 
exist. The history is well known in medical circles 
of men who in their youth had been internes 
in the same hospital, and had _ contracted 
syphilis from the same source, all of whom at the 
end of a varying number of years have succumbed 
to general paralysis. The virus of syphilis appears 
more vigorous, for in the laboratory, notwithstand- 
ing numerous transmissions, it always induced 
syphilis. Accidental laboratory contamination even 
has been known in man from cultures. On the 
other hand, the virus obtained by culture of the 
treponema of general paralysis has appeared 
incapable of infecting the lower monkeys, chim- 
panzees, or rabbits. Dr. Roux, in presenting this 
communication to the Academy, observed that the 
virus of general paralysis did not confer any 
immunity in regard to the virus of syphilis, 
and that many cases were known in which 
general paralytics had subsequently contracted 
syphilis. The one virus, therefore, secures no 
immunity against the other. From this it would 
seem that there are two varieties of treponema, the 
first of which attacks the mucous membranes and 
the visceral parenchyma, while the other has a 
particular affinity for nervous tissue, a kind of 
specificity of which other microbes, such as the 
bacillus of tetanus, meningococci, and the virus of 
rabies, furnish examples. Salvarsan acts equally 
well on both races, and if it frequently fails in 
treating general paralysis, this is because of the 
greater difficulty encountered by the drug in 
reaching the infected cerebral tissues. 


A Hieropagus Monster. 


Some months back a xiphopagus monster was 
shown at the Académie de Médecine, and was ‘sub- 
sequently operated on, gud operation, successfully, 
although one of the two individuals succumbed 
some days later. On May 22nda monster was born 
in a little town in the Céte d'Or from a family 
in which all preceding children were entirely 
normal. It consisted of two females united back 
to back by a sacral bridge. This bridge is 
made principally of cutaneous tissue, and owing 
to its relative elasticity allows the two children to 
recline obliquely with a certain freedom of move- 
ment. Palpation discloses inside this bridge a chain 
of soft ossicles corresponding to the union of the 
last sacral vertebra. The chief malformation con- 
sists of a single anus communicating with a cloaca 
into which the two recta discharge. This is the 
only complication Dr. Mignot expects to encounter 
when he operates in two or three weeks’ time. It 





will not be difficult to provide a separate anus for 
each child, though it is by no means certain that in 
default of a complete sphincter for each child%the 
anus will be continent.

Obituary. 


Str HENRY WILLIAM NEWTON, L.F.P.S. Guasa., 
LATE MAYOR OF NEWCASTLE. 

THE death occurred on June 21st of Sir Henry W. 
Newton, the “ father” of the Newcastle city council. 

He was born in 1842 at Newcastle, and was the 
son of the late William Newton, physician and 
surgeon, who in the early “ fifties” took a leading 
part in public affairs. The son adopted his father's 
profession, and commenced practice in the “sixties.” 
In addition to private practice he held various 
public appointments, including those of factory 
certifying surgeon and public vaccinator, but not- 
withstanding the heavy claims on him he found time 
for much public work of diverse character. For 
close on half a century municipal matters received 
unremitting attention at his hands. He entered the 
city council in 1866; in 1877 he filled the office 
of sheriff, and proceeded ‘to the mayoralty in 1883. 
Sir Henry Newton was mayor for the second time 
in 1901-02, and again filled the office to the satis- 
faction of his fellow citizens. While his public 
work was of a general character, his chief 
interests were in the direction of the public 
libraries and public parks, and to him must be 
ascribed chiefly Newcastle’s enviable position in 
these respects. Much might be written about 
his labours on behalf of sanitation and public 
health. No more striking proof of his earnest- 
ness in these matters could be desired than 
that represented by the fact that in the year 
1907 he, with Mr. H. E. Armstrong, the former 
medical officer of health for the city, promoted a 
union of public health authorities, which subse- 
quently developed into a national organisation with 
Sir Henry Newton as its first president. Through 
other channels Sir Henry Newton gave the com- 
munity the benefit of his wide knowledge and 
experience. Thus he was chairman of many im- 
portant local committees, and he was chiefly 
instrumental in establishing the Northumberland 
Counties School of Cookery and Domestic Economy. 
Some eight years ago he received the freedom of 
the city, and in 1909 he was knighted. Much 
sympathy will be felt with Lady Newton, who is 
herself a devoted public servant, in the loss which 
she has sustained. 


JAMES NEIL, M.D., C.M. ABERD., 


LATE MEDICAL SUPERINTENDENT, WARNEFORD MENTAL HOSPITAL. 


Dr. James Neil, for 17 years medical super-- 


intendent of the Warneford Asylum, Oxford, died 
on June 20th. He was the son of the Rev. Robert 
Neil, and was born at Glengairn in 1848. He entered 
the Faculty of Medicine in the University of 
Aberdeen in 1873, graduating M.B. and C.M. with 
honours in 1877, and proceeding to the M.D. degree 
in 1881. In 1877 he was appointed assistant 
physician of the Royal Asylum, Aberdeen; from 
1878 to 1883 he was assistant medical officer of the 
Cheshire County Asylum at Macclesfield; in 1883 
he became assistant medical officer of the Borough 
Asylum at Portsmouth, and went in 1887 as assistant 
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medical officer at.the Warneford Mental Hospital. 
In 1897 the medical practitioners of Oxford gave 
him a testimonial, and the position of medical 
superintendent having become vacant, the staff and 
officials of the institution presented a petition to 
the governors praying for his appointment. Many 
improvements in the asylum were carried out 
during Dr. Neil’s term of office. , 

Mr. Charles Williams sends the following appre- 
ciation of his work and character: “Dr. Neil 
was an exceptionally good as well as clever 
man, and as an administrator, business man, 
and master of method I never met his equal. By 
his unceasing energy and untiring devotion to its 
interests he brought the institution over which he 
presided to the highest pitch of perfection in every 
department, and his loss is a most serious one, and 
on account of his constant thought for the comfort 
and happiness of those around him, is deplored by 
all connected with it. By no one, however, is it 
more deeply deplored than by the writer of these 
lines who was closely associated with him for the 
last 12 months of his working life, and who not only 
learnt much from him but who learnt to love him 
for his genial, kindly nature, and especially for 
his numerous acts of personal consideration and 
kindness.” 





JOSEPH HAY KEAY, M.D., C.M. Evin. 


AFTER a long and painful illness, borne with great 
fortitude, Dr. J. Hay Keay passed away at his 
residence, Greenwich-road, on June 17th, in his 
sixty-fifth year. He was born at Forneth, near 
Blairgowrie, on Nov. 13th, 1849, and received his 
early education at Perth Academy, afterwards enter- 
ing the University of Edinburgh, where he graduated 
M.A. at the age of 18, winning many prizes and 
scholarships. For four years he studied theology, 
eventually becoming a licentiate of the United 
Presbyterian Church of Scotland. Later he turned 
his attention to medicine and graduated M.B., C.M. 
at the University in 1876, proceeding to the M.D. 
degree in 1892. After studying at Leipzig he entered 
on general practice at Crook, co. Durham, sub- 
sequently going to Blairgowrie, where he was in 
general practice for seven years. Later he went to 
Colne, in Lancashire, where he stayed for ten 
years and took a prominent interest in the building 
of a cottage hospital and in other municipal affairs. 
In 1899 he went to Greenwich and was appointed 
a member of the Greenwich board of guardians. 
He was an active member of the British Medical 
Association, and frequently represented the Green- 
wich division at the annual Representative meet- 
ings. He was a keen student of the various 
systems of State insurance against sickness in 
operation on the continent, and took an active part 
in endeavouring to allay professional anxiety in 
connexion with the introduction of medical benefits 
in this country. He was the chairman of the first 
committee formed to represent the panel practi- 
tioners in London, a post which he was compelled to 
relinquish owing to his failing strength, and the 
breakdown in his health was no doubt largely due to 
his devotion of his time and energies to public affairs. 
Dr. Keay was the author of many pamphlets and 
articles on medical and allied subjects, and showed 
much thought and acumen in the presentation of 
his ideas. In 1906 he read a paper’ before the 
West Kent Medico-Chirurgical Society, of which he 
Was an ex-President, on Medical. Attendance on the

Working Classes, in which he ‘contemplated a 
possible ,extension of the principle of the Educa- 
tion Acts to illness, and a provision of free medical 
treatment for the sick at .the expense of public 
funds, either local or imperial. The paper was a 
shrewd prophecy of much that has since happened. 

Dr. Keay married Anna Laura, eldest daughter of 
Mr. Candler, of Crook; whom he leaves a widow 
with a son and two daughters.

THE WORKING OF THE MENTAL 
DEFICIENCY ACT. 
To the Editor of THE LANCET. 


Sir,—The letter of Sir H. Bryan Donkin in THE 
Lancet of June 20th regarding the position of 
defective criminals under the Mental Deficiency 
Act raises a point of very great interest and import- 
ance. Without entering into any discussion as to 
the meaning to be attached to the words “ feeble- 
minded” and “ defective,’ as used in the terms of 
reference of the Royal Commission, I think most 
persons will agree with Sir Bryan Donkin that it is 
regrettable that the labours and careful inquiries of 
this Commission were not utilised to construct a con- 
solidated Act which should.deal, not merely with 
one variety of mental abnormality, but with the 
whole class, whether due to arrested develop- 
ment (amentia), perversion (insanity), or decay 
(dementia). The law regarding the responsibility 
of two of these classes is admittedly very unsatis- 
factory and in need of amendment. In particular 
there are many persons suffering from mild 
dementia who commit offences for which they 
are not fully responsible, and who need care and 
control and not punishment. I quite agree with 
the statement that many of these cannot in actual 
practice be certified. and detained under the 
Lunacy Act (as was formerly the case with the 
mildest grade of aments), and it would undoubtedly 
have helped to remedy this if “mentally infirm 
persons” had been included in the Act of 1913. As 
it is, it is most important for physicians and 
lawyers to realise that this Act deals with aments 
only—that is, with persons defective from birth or 
from an early age. 

With regard to the difficulty in dealing under 
this Act with criminal aments in whose case 
sufficient history is not forthcoming to show that 
the defect has existed from birth or from an early 
age, which I take to be Sir Bryan Donkin’s 
meaning, I am not quite in agreement. The Act 
defines four classes of defectives—namely, idiots, 
imbeciles, feeble-minded, and moral imbeciles, 
Presumably such persons should come under the 
last category. Moral imbeciles are defined as 
“persons who from an early age display some 
permanent mental defect coupled with strong 
vicious or criminal propensities on which punish- 
ment has had little or no deterrent effect,” and 
from this it would certainly appear that in the 
absence of a previous record the person who 
commits a crime, even though he is shown at the 
time to be suffering from mental abnormality, 
cannot be dealt with under this heading. But may 
he not be dealt with as an idiot, imbecile, or feeble- 
minded person? The definitions of each of these 
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classes state that the defect must have existed from 
birth or from an early age. It is of course clear 
that the previous personal history of the alleged 
defective must be an exceedingly valuable factor in 
determining this; but, with all deference, I submit 
that it is not necessarily essential. Undoubtedly 
there are cases of weak-mindedness (using this 
term in a literal and non-technical sense) in which 
it is not easy at first, in the absence of a history, to 
say whether the condition is one of dementia or 
amentia—in other words, whether it has super- 
vened upon a “ normal’ .mind, or whether it has 
existed from birth or from an early age; but by 
means of a careful physical and psychological 
examination there are very few cases in which the 
expert is unable to do this. And this is all that is 
necessary. The Act lays down that upon being 
satisfied by medical evidence that the person is a 
defective within the meaning of the Act the court 
may sign an order for hisdetention. The difficulty, 
therefore, is much more theoretical than real. 

My opinion is that there will be very few 
criminal aments, even if nothing is known as to 
their antecedents, who cannot be dealt with under 
this Act; and, as a matter of fact, the person who 
gave rise to Mr. Wallace’s strictures upon the Act 
failed to come within it, not because nothing was 
known as to his former history, but because enough 
was known to make it quite clear that he was not 
an ament at all, but a dement. The position of 
dements and lunatics is still where it was before, 
and I am in complete agreement with Sir Bryan 
Donkin in regarding this as unfortunate and in 
need of amendment; but the Mental Deficiency 
Act of 1913 will certainly do good, inasmuch as it 
provides for the care and control of aments, a very 
large section of whom were previously outside the 
pale of the law. The most pressing need at the 
present time is the provision of suitable establish- 
ments for these persons, but doubtless this will be

REMEDIAL AGENTS AND CEREBRO- 
SPINAL FLUID. 
To the Editor of THE LANCET. 


Strn,—In my paper on the introduction of 
remedial substances into the cranial subarachnoid 
space, published in THE LANCET of May 30th, I 
refer to a paper by Professor Foerster, which I had 
not had the opportunity of reading. Professor 
Foerster has now written to me and the following 
translation of his letter may be of interest to your 
readers. 

“Up to now I have not published my experiences 
with the treatment of salvarsanised serum, but 
I have given a lecture on the subject in Halle. 
{ have treated a number of general paralytics. In 
these I have injected as much as 60 c.cm. of their 
serum both into the ventricle and under the pia. 
The serum was obtained from blood drawn one 
hour after the injection of 0°6 gramme of salvarsan. 
I have treated several patients in this way eight 
times, and though I occasionally observed a 
remission of the symptoms the final result was 
entirely negative. The patients stood the treat- 
ment well, but recovery from general paralysis 
has not been observed.”

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THE PLEA FOR IMMEDIATE OPERATiON 
IN APPENDICITIS. 
To the Editor of THE LANCET. 


Str,—Though I have nothing new to add with 
regard to the question in dispute in THE Lancer 
between Sir George Beatson and Mr. Paterson, and 
though I would be well content toleave it with them, 
still, as my name has been mentioned on several 
occasions, a wrong inference might be drawn if 
I continued to remain silent. It might be thought 
that I did not deem the matter important, or that 
I did not interest myself in it, or that my opinion 
had been shaken by Sir George’s expressions. Such 
an inference would be incorrect. 

Unless septic appendicitis is a different disease 
in Scotland from what it is in the south of 
England, I assert that neither Sir George Beatson 
nor any other surgeon should lay claim to be able to 
guide it. He may adopt palliative treatment and 
the patient may happily recover from the attack, 
but, in my opinion, itis not a safe claim to make 
that in any stage whatever one can guide a case of 
acute disease by palliative means. 

And now a word or two to Mr. Battle, who 
claims to be able to tell the exact pathological 
condition of an inflamed appendix by regard- 
ing the patient’s symptoms. A few weeks ago he 
published in THE LANCET an interesting series of 
reports in which he showed how he foretold the 
precise state in which he would find the appendix 
at the operation. Every surgeon, I suppose, makes 
a guess at what the operation will reveal; some- 
times one is right and sometimes one is wrong. 
But my point is this, that there are a certain 
number of cases of appendicitis which refuse to 
yield their secret by any clinical signs. I do not 
mind a surgeon making a guess at the secret, pro- 
vided that he does not guess in such a manner as 
to justify himself in delaying operation. I do not 
for a moment suggest that Mr. Battle is likely to do 
this; but other surgeons might make guesses 
greatly to the disadvantage of their patients. To 
them I would say, “ Don’t guess: look and see.”’ 

I once knew the editor of the racing column of a 
newspaper who, some days before the St.’ Leger, 
published in large type his forecast of the race, 
based on what to him corresponded somewhat to 
our clinical evidence. He placed his selection 1, 2, 
and 3, and it proved absolutely correct. But in this 
he set himself a standard which he was never after- 
wards able to approach. The gift of prophecy— 
correct, unerring prophecy—is a rare one; and the 
gift of the art of guiding with unerring certainty a 
case of acute appendicitis is equally uncommon. 

Sir George Beatson says (p. 1784); “ To hold ...... 
that gross changes can take place in an organ such 
as the appendix without affording some definite 
physical signs is incorrect, and it is not warranted by 
clinical experience.” I reply, on the contrary, that 
an appendix may be perforated or gangrenous, and 
shut in by no peritoneal adhesions, and yet there 
may be an entire absence of urgent clinical sym- 
ptoms. I do not dispute that such cases may be 
“in a small minority.” But small as the minority 
may be, it should be respected. And the only way 
of being sure of saving this “small minority” is 


by operating in every case. Palliative treatment 
cannot save such as these. There may be 2 
mysterious absence of all urgent symptoms i 
acute appendicitis. And it is because of a very 
general want of precise knowledge as to the con- 





dition of an inflamed appendix, and because of the 
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inability of surgeons to control, or even to guide, 
the attack, that I urge the resort to immediate 
operation as the only safe line of treatment.

To the Editor of THe LANCET. 


Sir,—I notice in THe LANCET of June 13th a 
letter by Mr. H. J. Paterson which attacks Sir 
George T. Beatson for his conservatism and lays 
down the rule that operation in appendicitis should 
in every case be performed as soon as possible— 
that is to say, “in the first 48 hours.” I suggest 
that Mr. Paterson has overlooked the frequency of 
the occurrence of the incipient appendicitis and the 
readiness with which appendicitis in its earlier 
stages yields to medical treatment. Among families 
attended by me through a course of years there 
are few which do not include members who have 
suffered from appendicitis. Yet in my practice the 
operation for this complaint has been a rare 
incident. Ina period of 30 years’ duration opera- 
tions have numbered no more than four or five. 
Nevertheless, with cases so numerous and with 
operations so few, no death has occurred from the 
complaint or from its sequele. In the class of 
cases I attend I have the advantage of seeing a 
patient at the beginning of his illness. 

Let me emphasise this fact. Treatment followed 
in every case has been after the method employed 
universally years ago. It was formerly regarded 
as among the rudiments of treatment that the pro- 
cesses of resolution of intestinal lesions should be 
allowed a fair field for their activities, and this end 
was attained by the administration of drugs such 
as opium and hyoscyamus, which reduce spasm and 
minister to a restful state of the parts. This 
method, although now regarded as mischievous, is 
nevertheless based upon a true conception of the 
nature of the complaint, a conception which seems 
to have been forgotten. Uncomplicated incipient 
appendicitis possesses no pathognomonic symptoms. 
A foreign body may retain lodgment in the lumen 
of the appendix, yet no symptoms significant of its 
presence appear. Inflammation limited to the 
intestinal wall causes no pain. Ulceration may 
even be present, and yet signs of perforation be the 
first intimation of its existence. 

The symptoms recognised as those of the appendi- 
citis are in truth those of complications of the 
appendicitis—namely, the central nervous and the 
peritoneal. The complication, which usually first 
attracts attention to the complaint, is a state of 
irritability of the central nervous system. A seg- 
mentary reflex neurosis affecting the ninth and 
tenth sections of the thoracic cord is called into 
being by irritative impressions directed from the 
intestinal wall. Since the ninth and tenth thoracic 
sections innervate the bowel in that part of its 
course which lies between the pyloric vestibule and 
the cecum the segmentary reflex neurosis found 
complicating the appendicitis may arise from 
sources of irritation far removed from the appendix, 
and thus it constitutes a pregnant source of error 
in the matter of differential diagnosis as between 
lesions of the duodenum, gall-bladder, and appendix. 
Symptoms of the neurosis are rigidity and spasm of 
perietal and visceral sheets of muscle. The right 
rectus abdominis muscle is hard and lumpish. The 
ileo-eeaxcal sphincter and the pyloric vestibule are 
seats of spasia. Gas and feces are held up in the 
intestine and vomiting is a frequent incident. 





Algesia is present, pain is felt, and exacerbation of 
pain occurs when intra-intestinal pressure is raised 
by peristalsis. 

Sometimes sections of the cord, involved in the 
neurosis, are affected bilaterally, and then mani- 
festations of algesia, pain, and rigidity appear upon 
the left side of the median line as well as upon the 
right side. A healthy abdominal cavity may now 
fall under suspicion as the seat of diffuse peri- 
tonitis. The advent of the segmentary reflex 
neurosis upon the scene introduces a new danger. 
The blood-supply of the appendix is controlled by 
sections of the cord implicated in the neurosis and 
the organ is dependent for its nutrition upon the 
integrity of a single artery. Under a vaso- 
constrictor impulse, exaggerated by the irritable 
state of the centre, total extinction of arterial 
supply may occur and then necrosis results. Under 
these circumstances delay in the reduction of the 
neurosis invites disaster and in view of this con- 
tingency the policy of the administration of opium 
receives abundant defence. When this precaution 
has been taken, delay in the matter of operation 
loses its chief danger. 

In no type of disease is the beneficial effect of 
opium shown to better advantage than in appendi- 
citis. Within afew hours the entire aspect of the 
case undergoes change. Pyloric spasm relaxes, and 
retching, eructation of flatus, and vomiting cease. 
The ileo-cxecal sphincter no longer holds up gas and 
feeces ; peristalsis is stayed, intestinal tension falls, 
and pain declines. Administrations of opium reduce 
rigidity and algesia of the abdominal wall. Sym- 
ptoms which mask are removed, and symptoms 
which matter are allowed to manifest themselves. 
Unless the dose be excessive peritoneal algesia 
remains unaffected by it. Visceral structures con- 
stituting the contents of the abdominal cavity now 
lie in a field open for clinical investigation. The 
outline of the hyperplasic tumour may be defined, 
and patches of localised peritonitis detected. Under 
continued administration of opium these last traces 
of appendiceal complication soon disappear. In 
my experience recurrence of the disorder is not 
frequent, although in certain cases I have known 
secondary and tertiary outbreaks to occur. These 
I attribute to shortness of the period during which 
the patient had remained under treatment, a 
sufficiency of time not having been allowed for 
resolution of the original lesion.

TOUCHING FOR THE KING’S EVIL. 
To the Editor of THE LANCET. 


Str,—The interesting letter on this subject in 
THE LANCET of June 20th from Miss Helen Farquhar, 
proves conclusively that the supposed touch-pieces 
of Charles I.in bronze (by their appearance I should 
think they were bronze rather than copper or brass) 
were not touch-pieces at all, but medallet-like admis- 
sion tickets used in connexion with the ceremony 
of touching for the King’s Evil. Other questions 
arise, however: 1. Are the old well-cast specimens 
in existence to be regarded, all of them, as forgeries 
of the period, counterfeits produced “for the use of 
ill-disposed persons to gain fraudulent access to the 
king”? It may be so, but cannot be regarded as 
certain. 2. What were the copper tickets ordered 
in 1635 to be made at the Mint and “to be in 
breadth the compasse of an angell” for replacing 
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the older tickets? If they were ever produced it is 
unlikely that no specimen should remain. Perhaps, 
after all, they were made not of the breadth 
of an angel but considerably smaller. If so I 
would suggest that they were of the type figured 
in W. Boyne’s “Tokens Issued in the Seven- 
teenth Century,’ London, first edition, 1858, 
Pl. 36, No. 6. That piece (specimens of which 
exist in the British Museum and _ elsewhere) 
has on the obverse the device of a thistle, crowned, 
between the letters C and R, surrounded by the 
inscription, “ Pray for the King”; the reverse bears 
the inscription, “ Lord give Thy Blessing,” in three 
lines within a beaded circle. Or else they may have 
been a bronze piece with a rose crowned on the 
obverse and a shield bearing the cross of St. George 
om the reverse, which I believe the late H. Montagu’ 
was wrong in assigning to Elizabeth’s reign. The 
obverse inscription is indeed, “ Rosa sine spina,” but 
the reverse inscription (“ Pro lege, rege, et grege’’) 
and the general appearance of the piece, which is, 
I think, met with as a cast of the period as well as 
struck from dies, accord much better with the 
reign of Charles I. than with that of Elizabeth. It 
is quite likely that some document is missing and 
that after the order referred to by Miss Farquhar 
was made it was found for some reason incon- 
venient to issue tickets as broad as an angel. If, 
then, one cannot accept the size of the pieces as a 
criterion a third question remains to be solved— 
Which type was the earliest one? That cannot 
apparently be answered at present. 

There are still some surprises for those interested 
in touch-pieces. For instance, in the Wellcome 
Historical Medical Museum there is a silver touch- 
piece of the “ Old Pretender,” James III., exactly 
similar to the well-known one described in Medallic 
Illustrations (London, 1885, vol. ii., p. 315, No. 139), 
but instead of the obverse legend commencing 
with “IAC. 3” it commences with “IAC.8.” The 
specimen in question in the Wellcome Museum, 
though very much worn by rubbing, seems to be 
genuine, and there is no appearance of the legend 
having been tampered with. The “ Old Pretender” 
was called James VIII. of Scotland as well as 
James III. of England, and some confusion of the 
die-engraver connected with this fact may account 
for the existence of the piece. No other speci- 
mens of this variety, as far as I know, exist 
in public or private collections. In the Wellcome 
Museum there is likewise an impression in 
bronze or copper struck from dies similar 
to those used at Rome for the touch-pieces 
of the last “ Pretender,’ Henry. IX., but the 
border is wanting and the breadth is therefore 
less. The piece is not pierced with a hole for 
suspension, and is probably a nearly modern im- 
pression, either from original dies very much 
‘touched up” or from dies made in imitation of 
original ones. I believe that, at least up to 1870, 
visitors could obtain impressions, at fixed charges, 
from medallic dies preserved at the Papal Mint at 
Rome, and that when the dies of interesting and 
much sought for medals became worn out they were 
frequently replaced by copies. The original die 
for the obverse of the touch-piece of the “Old 
Pretender,’ described in Medallic Illustrations, 
vol, ii., p. 315, No. 139, is preserved in the British 
Museum collection, and it is possible that other 
original touch-piece dies are still in existence at 
Rome.

SOCIETY OF TUBERCULOSIS OFFICERs. 
To the Editor of THE LANCET. 

S1r,—The purposes of a society such as that pro. 
posed for medical officers of the tuberculosis 
service are, we may take it, twofold. It primarily, 
by corporate action, looks after the interests of its 
members, and secondarily, provides a meeting-p|ace 
for men engaged in the same work for discussion. 

As your previous correspondents have pointed 
out, there is in existence a tuberculosis society. 
So far, however, its excellent work seems 
to have been confined to the consideration of 
tuberculosis problems more from the purely 
medical aspect. At present there are 30 tuber. 
culosis medical officers members or fellows of 
the Society of Medical Officers of Health. It has 
been suggested that they form themselves, as in the 
case of the school medical officers, into a group or 
branch of this society. The formation of such a 
group would obviate the danger, pointed out by Dr, 
Thompson Campbell, of the creation of separate 
societies. The constitution of the Society of 
Medical Officers of Health provides for the forma- 
tion of as many district or county branches as may 
be necessary. The existing organisation likewise 
provides every facility for a working basis. It is most 
desirable that all the branches of the public health 
service should be brought together as much as 
possible; it would be to the interests of all 
concerned. 

I suggest that the existing Tuberculosis Society 
take over the tuberculosis medical officer members 
of the Society of Medical Officers of Health and, if 
necessary, alter its constitution to meet the altered 
conditions. It might be named the Society of 
Tuberculosis Medical Officers and a definite group 
arrangement be made with the Society of Medical 
Officers of Health. I trust that negotiations may 
be opened on such lines. 

Meantime, the evident thing for all tuberculosis 
medical officers to do is to become members of 
either the Tuberculosis Society or the Society of 
Medical Officers of Health, pending any such pro- 
posed arrangements. The honorary secretary of 
the former is Dr. W. O. Pitt, 42, Upper Walthamstow- 
road, Walthamstow, Essex. The offices of the 
latter are at 1, Upper Montague-street, Russell-

THE ELECTION OF MEDICAL REPRESENTATIVES ON 
INSURANCE COMMITTEES. 

The Insurance Commissioners (England) issued 
recently a circular (46/I.C.) explanatory of their 
regulations for the election of representatives of 
the medical practitioners resident in the area of 
each insurance committee to be members of that 
committee in place of those whose term of office 
expires on July 15th. No associations of medical 
practitioners have been formed as contemplated by 
the Act for this purpose, so that for the present 
year the election will have been confined to the 
practitioners of each area, as shown by a list com- 
piled by the Commissioners. This list, as medical 
practitioners interested will by now be aware, was 
compiled from the Medical Register corrected to 
June lst,and provision was made for the inclusion 
in it of medical practitioners qualified to vote who 
might not have received in-due course notice of 
their inclusion and the necessary ballot papers. 
The time for nominating candidates expired on 
June 23rd, such nomination, like the voting, being 
conducted by post. 


MATERNITY BENEFIT IN GLASGOW. 


AN inquiry into the effect of the maternity pro- 
visions of the National Insurance Act at Glasgow 
has been carried out by a committee appointed for 
the purpose by the Glasgow Obstetrical and Gynzco- 
logical Society. The report issued is generally of a 
negative character, and if maternity benefit is going 
to promote the health and well-being of mothers 
and newly born children in a substantial degree 
there is no evidence that such a result is being 
realised at present so far as Glasgow is con- 
cerned. The inquiry was made by means of 
questions addressed to 450 medical men in prac- 
tice in the city referred to, of whom 222 made 
returns, 56 having no midwifery practice and 
consequently nothing to say on the subject. 
In the insurable class it was estimated that the 
proportion of women having medical aid at child- 
birth before the Act varied from 100 per cent. in 
some districts to 10 per cent. in others, those of the 
class from which the Friendly Societies drew their 
members calling in-medical men in from 50 to 30 
cases in every hundred. Those of a lower class in 
the social scale received attention from public 
institutions or the ministrations of women wholly 
untrained, or possessing qualification for their work 
in varying degrees. Inquiry made through agencies 
engaged in social work showed that since the In- 
surance Act came into force the money received for 
maternity benefit took the place of their economies 
among the thrifty, not being accepted as an 
addition to their savings for the needs of 
childbirth, and that with them, as with the 
less prudent, it was liable to be diverted to other 
purposes than the benefit of the mother and infant. 
On the whole, there was no increase in the 
employment of medical men to attend confine- 
tents, and the outdoor cases of the maternity 
hospital and of the Poor-law hospitals having 
diminished in numbers in a marked degree led to 
the inference that there was an increase in the 
tumber of confinements attended by women, 
qualified or unqualified. The general question 
whether maternity benefit had been favourable to 
the comfort and safety of mother and child was 





answered by 57 .medical practitioners in the affir 
mative, by 36 in the negative, by 16 that 
they had observed no change, by 3 that it 
had. been prejudicial, by 24 that the effect 
was doubtful or that it was partly bene- 
ficial and partly prejudicial. Thirty declined 
to express an opinion. In the absence of any 
uniformity or decisiveness in the expression of 
opinion the committee naturally held that no 
marked amelioration of the condition of mothers 
and children had been discovered. It is to be hoped 
that their inquiry may be repeated before long, and 
that others conducted upon similar lines may be 
initiated in other cities and ‘districts. Before long 
also statistics of mortality should be obtainable 
upon a sufficiently large scale to be of interest. 





DEVON INSURANCE COMMITTEE. 


At the last meeting of the Devon Insurance Com- 
mittee it was reported that the estimated number 
of insured persons in the county was 120,000, but 
that estimate was exceeded by nearly 10,000. 
Seventy of the panel practitioners received less 
than £25 per annum, and one had £550. The 
smallest number of patients treated by a medical 
man was two, and the largest 1412. 





THE LONDON INSURANCE COMMITTEE AND ITS 
AGREEMENTS WITH MEDICAL MEN. 


Mr. Justice Bray has delivered the considered 
judgment of the Divisional Court in the case 
in which counsel, on behalf of Dr. A. Salter, 
obtained early in May a mandamus directed to the 
London Insurance Committee to show cause why 
it should not reinsert the name of Dr. Salter on 
the London panel. Dr. Salter had been one of the 
first medical practitioners to go on the panel in 
London under the agreement then in use, notice of 
coming variations in which was given in November, 
1913. The actual variations proposed were not, 
however, placed before the medical men con- 
cerned until Dec. 6th, two months before the 
commencement of the new medical year being 
the proper time for notice of such varia- 
tions to be given. The draft agreement then 
sent out contained a stipulation that prescrip- 
tions should be duplicated by the medical men 
giving them and handed in that form to patients, 
so that the druggist might retain one copy while 
one would be for the use of the Insurance Com- 
mittee. Dr. Salter objected to the imposition upon 
himself of clerical work which seemed to be rather 
the duty of the druggist, if of amyone, and he 
accordingly returned the agreement to the Insurance 
Committee with the words “in duplicate” erased. 
Upon this the committee removed his name from 
the panel. In claiming to have his name restored 
Dr. Salter raised two main points—that the In- 
surance Committee had no power to impose upon 
him the clerical work in question, and that if he 
was to be removed from the panel it must be done 
after an inquiry such as was provided for by the 
regulations of the Commissioners. The court in 
the judgment referred to adopted the view 
put forward upon Dr. Salter’s behalf in both 
respects, holding that the regulation with regard 
to duplicating prescriptions went beyond what was 
necessary in regulations to secure that each insured 
person should receive adequate medical treatment 
under the Act. The court was also of the opinion 
that the agreement under which the medical man 
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was placed upon the panel contemplated a period 
of service which could only be ended by his own 
act ot after an inquiry. An order was accordingly 
made that Dr. Salter’s name should be restored to 
the panel, and he is to be congratulated upon a 
complete victory. The decision of the court so far 
as it affects the regulation as to duplicating pre- 
scriptions, appears to lay down principles of a 
character valuable to the medical profession with 
regard to the making of regulations to govern their 
services under the Insurance Act. 





NORTHUMBERLAND INSURANCE COMMITTEE AND 
THE Cost OF DRUGS. 

On June 6th a report was presented to the 
Northumberland Insurance Committee from a joint 
meeting of the Panel Committee and the Pharma- 
ceutical Committee. The report stated that, having 
examined prescriptions of the doctors on the panel 
for the county of Northumberland, those present 
were of the opinion that the marked increase in 
the cost of drugs and appliances for the past 
quarter, causing a large excess over the amount 
allowed to be credited to the drug fund for 
the payment of chemists’ accounts, was mainly 
due to the following causes: (a) excessive pre- 
scribing of the more expensive appliances 
included in the tariff; (b) excessive prescrib- 
ing of drugs; and (c) excessive ordering of partial 
foods, such as cod liver oil, malt, and emulsions. 
The Finance and General Purposes Subcommittee 
fully appreciated the serious position in which the 
committee had been placed owing to the action of the 
medical practitioners. If they continued to exceed 
the amount allowed under the Act the Finance 
and General Purposes Subcommittee would have no 
option but to recommend the committee to surcharge 
the doctors and to take such action as might be 
found to be necessary to prevent repetition of the 
excessive prescribing. If such a state of affairs 
were allowed to continue, the panel chemists, who 
were by their agreements compelled to dispense 
the medicines prescribed, would suffer a serious 
loss. The report was adopted. 








Mepicat Derence Unton.—The report of the 
council of the Medical Defence Union for the year 
1913 was presented and adopted at the annual general 
meeting on June 18th. The progress of the union is 
described as satisfactory, notwithstanding the multiplicity 
of societies which are being formed for the protection 
of the varied interests of the medical profession. In 
the repert the remarkable case of fraudulent impersona- 
tion for registration of one soi-disant Antonio Ciaramelli, 
M.D. Naples, which was detected by the Medical Defence 
Union at whose instance the registration was erased, as 
recorded in THE LANCET of May 28th, 1913, is recounted 
in interesting and circumstantial detail. (The real Dr. 
Antonio Ciaramelli is a reputable practitioner in New 
York.) Among the services rendered to the profession 
was the successful intervention of the union in cases 
in which sickness certificates under the Insurance Act were 
refused when signed by practitioners other than those on the 
panel. The solicitor, Mr. W. E. Hempson, in his report 
states that 214 cases were placed in his hands by the 
council during the year, exceeding any previous record by 
21. Of these, 52 dealt with libel or slander cases, instituted 
or defended by members, 40 with actions for alleged 
malpraxis, and 12 with suppression of unauthorised practice. 
The remaining 110, of which 41, or one-fifth of the whole, 
had relation to matters arising out of the National Insurance 
Act, were of a personal character affecting members. The 
secretary of the society is Dr. A. G. Bateman, 4, Trafalgar- 
square, London, W C.

NOTES ON. CURRENT TOPICS. 
The Milk and Dairies Bill. 

THE Milk and Dairies Bill came before one of the standing 
committees of the House of Commons on Thursday, 
June 18th. 

Clause I. prohibits the sale of tuberculous milk for human 
consumption or for use in the manufacture of products for 
human consumption. Mr. GEORGE TERRELL, as an amend- 
ment, moved the omission of the words “‘ for use in the manu- 
facture of products for human consumption.” Condensed 
milk, butter, and cheese, he said, were imported in large 
quantities into this country, and before condemning the use 
of British milk in the manufacture of these articles steps 
should be taken to see that the foreign milk similarly used in 
articles consumed in this country was likewise free from 
impurities. Mr. HERBERT SAMUEL, who was in charge of 
the Bill, declined to accept the amendment on the ground 
that it was impossible to apply the regulations to imported 
milk products owing to the obstacles of inspection. After 
some discussion the amendment was negatived without a 
division. 

Mr. AsTOR then proposed as an amendment that a prosecu- 
tion against any person for selling tuberculous milk should 
only be instituted after that person had been notified in 
writing by the medical officer of health that the cow giving 
the milk was tuberculous. Mr. HERBERT SAMUEL said that 
he was willing to give consideration to the point before 
report. As the clause stood the prosecution would have to 
prove that the farmer or dairyman knew that the cow was 
giving tuberculous milk. If the cow was emaciated owing to 
contagious disease, and a prosecution took place, then the 
onus would lie on the farmer or dairyman to prove that he 
did not know this. The amendment was under discussion 
when the committee adjourned. 

Milk and Dairies (Scotland) Bill. 

This Bill is being considered by the Standing Committee 
of the House of Commons on Scottish Bills. When it was 
before the committee on T'uesday, June 23rd, it was decided 
to introduce an amendment bringing places where milk was 
extensively used in the manufacture of products for human 
consumption under the Bill for the purposes of inspection. 
A lively discussion took place on the provision that a 
medical officer might inspect dairies in areas which lay 
outside his own area, but from which milk was consigned to 
his district. A final decision had not been reached on the 
point when the committee adjourned. 

Modification of the Budget. 

The Government has decided not to proceed with the 
new grants under the Budget except with those relating. 
to necessitous school areas, the feeding of school children, 
and insurance. 


HOUSE OF COMMONS. 
WEDNESDAY, JUNE 17TH. 
The Home Secretary and Dr. Warrington Yorke. 

Mr. GEORGE GREENWOOD asked the Home Secretary 
whether his attention had been called to the case of Dr. 
Warrington Yorke, who was charged before the magistrates 
at Runcorn, on Sept. lst last, with cruelty to a donkey upon 
which he had been experimenting under a Home Office cer- 
tificate, and was acquitted ; whether he was aware that part 
of the experiment in question was conducted in a place not 
licensed for that purpose under the Cruelty to Animals Act, 
1876—namely, in the field where the donkey was left lying 
for upwards of seven days; whether Dr. Yorke thereby 
became liable to a penalty under that Act; and whether he 
proposed to take proceedings to recover such nalty, 
or what action he* had taken or proposed to take in 
the matter.—Mr. McKENNA replied; I am aware of the 
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case and caused very careful inquiries to be made at the 
time. Two irregularities were committed’by Dr. Yorke, one 
in keeping the animal in a field, which though attached to 
the registered poems was not specifically included in the 
registration ; the other, in injecting a wate, Foctene though 
included in his general certificate, had not m specifically 
mentioned in the special certificate required for experiments 
on donkeys. I was, however, satisfied that the irregularities 
were committed through oversight and not deliberately, and 
were not, in fact, harmful, and that it was not a case for 
taking proceedings under the Act; but I have warned Dr. 
Yorke as to the necessity of strict compliance with the law 
on_his part if his licence is to be continued. 


THURSDAY, JUNE 18TH. 
Cheshire Panel Practitioners. 


Mr. STEWART asked the honourable Member for St. 
George’s-in-the-East, as representi the Insurance Com- 
missioners, whether the Insurance Committee for Cheshire 
had paid all the balances due to the panel doctors for the 
year ending Jan. 15th, 1914; and, if not, what was the amount 
of outstanding yments due and when would they be 
liquidated.—_Mr. WEDGWOOD BENN replied : My right honour- 
able friend understands that the settlement of accounts for 
the 1913 medical year has been delayed in the case of the 
area referred to, pending consideration by the doctors con- 
cerned of certain outstanding questions as to the method of 
distribution to be adopted. 

Sanatorium Benefit in Manchester. 

Mr. HAMILTON asked the Parliamentary Secretary to the 
Local Government Board whether his attention had been 
drawn to statements made at a recent meeting of the South 
Manchester guardians that there was no provision at the 
Withington hospital for dealing effectively with the 112 men 
and 41 women suffering from consumption, and to a lady 
guardian’s further statement at the same meeting that, as a 
member of a Local Insurance Committee, she was aware that 
88 people applied for sanatorium treatment and that it could 
only be given to three; and, in view of these statements, 
would he inform the House what provision-had been made 
in this district to supply sanatorium treatment.—Mr. 
HERBERT LEWIS: The attention of my right honourable 
friend has not been previously drawn to these statements. 
The Manchester corporation had provided 323 sanatorium 
and hospital beds for the treatment of es yours ra on 
March 3lst last, and my right honourable friend understands 
that they are presenting rapidly with the provision of 
further beds. e is making special inquiry into the matter. 


School Clinics. 

Answering Mr. HILLs, Mr. J. A. PEASE (President of the 
Board of Education) wrote : According to the latest complete 
returns received from local education authorities in England 
and Wales, those returns being in respect of the Pipe ending 
March 3lst, 1914, 115 authorities have established clinics for 
the treatment of children attending public elementary 
schools. The number of clinics is approximately 200. 


Domiciliary Treatment of Tuberculous Patients. 

Mr. AsTOR asked the President of the Local Government 
Board whether it was necessary for the Local Government 
Board to issue an Order or Regulation sanctioning arrange- 
ments by local authorities under Section 3 of the Public 
Health (Prevention and Treatment of Disease) Act, 1913, in 
regard to the giving of domiciliary treatment, including the 
provision of milk, eggs, meat, bread, &c., to uninsured 
fe suffering from tuberculosis; whether any such 

rder or Regulation had been issued; and, if not, at what 
date it was proposed to issue such Order or Regulation.—Mr. 
HERBERT SAMUEL wrote in oeey: The sanction of the 
Board is required under Section 3 of the Public Health (Pre- 
vention and Treatment of Disease) Act, 1913, to any arrange- 
ments proposed to be made by a local authority for the 
domiciliary treatment of uninsured persons suffering from 
tuberculosis, but this sanction need not necessarily take the 
form of an Order or Regulation, and no Order or Regula- 
tion has been issued. 

Local Government Board Administration. 

Speaking on the Local Government Board Estimates in 
Committee of Supply. 

Mr. HERBERT SAMUEL (President of the Local Government 
Board) dealt with various matters of administration. Re- 
ferring in the first place to housing, he said that under the 
Housing Act, 1909, during the last three years the local 
authorities had dealt with no fewer than 130,000 houses 
which were unfit for human habitation, and had com- 
pelled the owners of those houses at their own cost to 
put them into a proper state of repair. A great many 
other houses had been similarly dealt with under the Public 
Health Acts in reference to which the Local Government 

rd was not in a ition to give tistics. During the 


first five months of this year, for which returns had n 
received from two-thirds of the local authorities, 40,000 





houses had been “ in a proper state of repair at the expense 
of the owners. uring the period’1910-15 ‘for the building 
of new houses, loans: had been granted amounting t, 
£1,400,000, and the rate of expenditure was increasing with 
great rapidity. This year in a iod of five and half 
months loans had been gram to the. amount of 
£979,000 for the building of new houses alone, of 
which £166,000 applied to rural districts. One of his firs 
actions in his new office was a survey of the housing con. 
ditions throughout the whole country. The Board called for 
returns from the local authorities under the Housing ani 
Town Planning Act. It had obtained replies from 1100 autho. 
rities out of 1800, and so far as the inspection of houses hai 
gone—and it was far from being complete—the Board had 
already information of 47,000 still remaining which were either 
unfit for habitation or seriously defective from the point of 
view of danger to health or structural faults. The number in 
regard to which no information had been received was prob- 
ably considerably larger than 47,000, butit was quite clear from 
the returns already received and from the general informa- 
tion at the disposal of the department that there was great 
inequality of administration in various parts of the country, 
and while many local authorities were fully alive to their 
duties and were using their utmost energies to meet the 
need for new houses to cure the evils which existed, he 
regretted that in respect of new houses many local authori- 
ties et gee pag d doing nothing. The Local Government 
Board had had a number of inspectors continually at work 
visiting localities and urging the local authorities to take 
action in the matter. In two years 150 places had been visited 
on the initiative of the Board itself and not in consequence of 
complaint. In about one-third of these localities it been 
found that new houses ought to be built, and action was 
being taken to meet these needs. Local authorities were 
undoubtedly chary of using their powers to make slum 
clearances because of the immense costliness. The Govern. 
ment desired to reduce those costs, and were proposing to 
place larger funds at the disposal of the local authorities, 
and they trusted that the slum clearances which were 
undoubtedly necessary would benefit. At present local 
authorities had prepared under the Town Planning Act 
about 90 schemes dealing with 142,000 acres of land. There 
were 142 more schemes under the consideration of local 
authorities, but they had not yet reached the Board. This 
was not an unsatisfactory beginning. 

Lord HENRY CAVENDISH-BENTINCK: How many schemes 
have been sanctioned ? 

Mr. HERBERT SAMUEL: Only two schemes have gone 
through all their stages, but in 68 cases the schemes have 
reached the stage at which the Board has given authority to 
prepare the schemes, and in the meantime the land is being 
protected from being wrongly built upon. 


Tenure of Medical Officers. 

Proceeding, the right honourable gentleman said: The 
Government is of the opinion that it is of real ys te 
ance to the efficient inistration of our health laws 
throughout the country that not only sanitary inspectors 
but medical officers should have a better degree of security 
of tenure with a view to rendering them independent 
of influences that may be brought to bear upon them in 
the administration of duties that may sometimes bring 
them into conflict with the members of their local 
authorities. The Local Government Board is now engaged 
in examining what can be done to secure this object without 
legislation, and I am beni ge egos the issue in the near 
future of a new General Order which will make use of 
such powers as are vested in me in order to secure this most 
desirable object. Further, there is no sufficient information 
at the present time with respect to hospital accommodation 
throughout the country. There is no complete information 
as to the amount of accommodation available. Tiere, again, 
through the medical inspectors and the women inspectors of 
the Board, I am acquiring information as to the precise 
amount of hospital accommodation and the number of 
dispensaries, both voluntary and official, hospitals and 
dispensaries maintained by the public local bodies, and 
also philanthropic institutions, with a view to enabling 
Parliament to take action if it so desires, to make good 
the deficiency, or to assist to make good the deficiency 12 
the future where such deficiency exists. 

Nursing Services. 

With regard to nursing, the right honourable gentleman 
said, there again the Board is taking action. We summoned 
a conference with respect to nursing in London at the Local 
Government Board. The.conference consisted of repre 
sentatives of all the official and philanthropic agencies wiiich 
are engaged in this work. T 7 appointed a committee 
under the chairmanship of one of the medical inspectors of 
the Board. That committee has now reported. The con 
ference has met in in the last few days and has recom! 
mended the creation of a central council of nursing 2 
London whose duty it shall be to secure that the euesiane ns 
of nursing agencies in certain districts shall be avoided and, 
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on the other hand, that Rebctency which exists in nursing in 
other districts.shall be made good. 

Mr. W.,CRooKs: To nurse whom? 

Mr. SAMUEL: To nurse. the people generally—not in 
institutions but district nursing and other nursing of 
that character. We have further encouraged the codpera- 
tion of voluntary health organisations in London, and a 
central committee has been established there under the 
chairmanship of one of the assistant secretaries of the Board 
in order to secure a proper coérdination of the very large 
number of health societies and othér similar bodies which 
are at work in the various boroughs of London. Generally 
the policy of the Board is in all these matters to lend its 
codoperation asa Government department with the voluntary 
agencies that are also at work in similar fields. The day is 
long past, in my view and also in the view of my one pe no 
whenany Government department should hold itself aloof from 
the private societies which are engaged in the work of health 
or nursing, or in the provision of hospitals or dispensaries, 
and regard its own sphere as something wholly apart from 
theirs. The State is not apart from the nation. The State 
is the nation. It is organised for the purpose of coéperative 
action, and it is clearly the duty of any Government depart- 
ment which represents the State in particular matters to 
combine with itself all that admirable voluntary philan- 
thropic work which is touched by an enthusiasm that 
officialism cannot bring, but which voluntary action often 
carries with it, and to enable the two to work side by side in 
matters in which they are jointly concerned. That is being 
done ~ these conferences with regard to nursing and public 
health. 

An Intelligence Department. 


In the course of his subsequent remarks Mr. Samuel 
said that hitherto the Local Government Board had had 
no means of collecting and diffusing information upon 
many of the subjects with which it was concerned. A new 
department which he proposed to create would issue reports 
upon matters of pressing interest, such as housing, land, 
infant welfare, tuberculosis, and health questions generally. 
It would keep in touch with similar work done in other 
countries, about which at the present time there was 
no systematic means of obtaining information. It would 
keep in touch with the work done in the dominions 
and colonies, and not least of all with the work of 
the Local Government Boards in Scotland and Ireland 
which at the present time worked in watertight com- 
partments in the same kind of work as the Local Govern- 
ment Board. The intelligence department would also make 
it its business to keep in touch with voluntary institutions 
which were in a position to supply it with information. 

Mr. H. W. ForstER: Will the reports be published ? 

Mr. SAMUEL: Yes. Some of them will be published, 
and much of the information will be of a kind that will 
be useful to local authorities generally. He contemplated 
that it should be disseminated in leaflets and in other ways 
in order that the country at large should have the advantage 
of the facts that had been collected. The whole of this 
would involve a very small additional cost. 


MONDAY, JUNE 22ND. 
Sanatorium Accommodation in Carmarthenshire. 


Mr. GODFREY LOcKER-LAMPSON asked the honourable 
Member for St. George’s-in-the-East, as representing the 
Insurance Commissioners, whether he had now any further 
information which he could give to the House regarding 
sanatorium accommodation in the area of the Carmarthen- 
shire Insurance Committee.—Mr. WEDGWOOD BENN replied : 
My right honourable friend is informed that so far as the 
Insurance Committee are aware no such statement as that 
referred to in the honourable Member’s previous question 
has been made. During the past three months 23 persons 
in the area in question were recommended for treatment in 
sanatoria, and all, except one, who will be admitted this 
week, and five who refused the treatment, are already 
receiving that treatment. 


Sanatorium Treatment in Manchester. 


_Mr. HaMILTon asked the honourable Member for St. 
George’s-in-the-East whether he had any further informa- 
tion to communicate to the House with regard to the state- 
ments made at the recent meeting of the South Manchester 
guardians, that there was no provision at the Withington 
hospital for dealing effectively with the 112 men and 41 
women suffering from consumption, and to a lady guardian’s 
further statement at the same meeting that, as a member 
of a Local Insurance Committee, she was aware that 88 
people applied for sanatorium treatment and that it 
could only be given to three; and, in view of these 
Statements, would he inform the House what provision 
had been made in this district to supply sanatorium 
treatment.—Mr. WEDGWOOD BENN answered: As regards 
the first part of the question, I would refer the honourable 





Member to the reply given to him on Thursday last. The 
second part appears to relate to the Salford Insurance Com- 
mittee. At a meeting of the Sanatorium Benefit Sub- 
committee on May 13th 88 cases were considered. Of these, 
42 were old cases who were recommended for further periods 
of treatment, ten of them in residential institutions, and all 
have received the treatment recommended, except one, who 
has left for Australia, and one who was found after attend- 
ance at the dispensary not to be suffering from tuberculosis. 
Of the new applications, 45 were recommended for benefit 
and all have received treatment, eight in residential 
institutions.

The Supply of Nurses. 


Mr. KinG asked the President of the Local Government 
Board whether he could state the total number of nurses in 
the United Kingdom who were trained with hospital or 
private training, how many were workhouse nurses and 
asylum nurses respectively, and what was the number of 
midwives, including nurses, in midwifery homes.—Mr. 
HERBERT SAMUEL wrote in reply: There are no statistics at 
present available showing the total number of trained nurses 
in. the United Kingdom or the number of midwives in 
midwifery homes. The number of nurses in Poor-law 
institutions in England and Wales is approximately 9000, 
and the total number of names on the roll of midwives for 
1913 is 35,513. The information I am now collecting as to 
hospitals will, I hope, enable me to furnish the particulars 
desired by my honourable friend, so far as regards hospital 
nurses in England and Wales. 


Telegraphists’ Cramp. 


Mr. BOWERMAN asked the Postmaster-General whether he 
was aware of the numerous cases of breakdown in the health 
of the staff at the Central Telegraph Office due to nervous 
diseases—i.e.,. telegraphists’ cramp, neurasthenia, &«c.; 
whether he was aware that for many years almost con- 
tinuous complaints had been made against the administra- 
tion of this office; and whether, in view of the fact that all 
ranks were concerned as to their future prospects of health, 
he would have inquiry made into the working conditions 
of this office.—Mr. HOBHOUSE (in a written answer) replied : 
I can find no evidence of any recent increase in the 
number of cases in which officers employed in the 
Central Telegraph Office have broken down in health by 
reason of telegraphists’ cramp or other nervous affections. 
Iam aware that complaints are made from time to time as 
regards the working conditions of the office, and these com- 
plaints have been fully investigated. A committee, under 
the chairmanship of the honourable Member for the Hawick 
Burghs, considered the causes and incidence of telegraphists’ 
cramp, and a further committee, under the chairmanship of 
my right honourable friend the Assistant Postmaster- 
General (on which the honourable Member for Hoxton 
served), was appointed to consider certain points of detail 
in connexion with the hours of duty and intervals for 
meals enjoyed by certain sections of the staff. The working 
conditions are under the constant supervision of the chief 
medical officer, and I do not see any ground for the 
suggested inquiry.

Collective Medical Arrangements. 


Mr. JoHN WILLIAMS asked the honourable Member for 
St. George’s-in-the-East, as representing the Insurance Com- 
missioners, whether he was aware that the British Medical 
Association offered opposition to workmen who desired to 
make their own collective arrangements uncer Section 15, 
Sub-section (3), of the National Insurance Act, and that the 
General Medical Council placed a ban on any doctor who 
contracted to work under such collective arrangements; that 
it was made imperative upon every member of a collective 
arrangement under Section 15, Subsection (3), to re-sign a 
very complicated statutory form every year, notwithstanding 
he had no desire to change his doctor or scheme ; whether 
he would take steps to so amend the Act as to make it easier 
for such collective arrangements to be made and established ; 
and whether a doctor who had accepted service on & 

nel had any limit to the number of patients, and, 
if not, would he take steps to set such a limit.— 
Mr. WEDGWOOD BENN replied: With regard to the earlier 
part of the en. if the honourable Member will give 
particulars of the cases which he has in mind, will 
make inquiries. With regard to the last part of the question 
a doctor on the panel is under an obligation to give proper 
attendance to all the insured persons reqtiring treatment 
for whom he is responsible, and the regulations provide for 
the removal in certain circumstances of insu persons 
from the list of a doctor who has assumed a greater 
responsibility in this respect than he can fulfil. The whole 
matter is, however, under consideration.

THE ADVERTISING MONEYLENDER. 


MEDICAL men are said to share with the clergy the reputa- 
tion of being the least business-like of professional men. 
Certainly they must be the most guileless, to judge by the 
amount of attention bestowed upon them by advertisin 
moneylenders and sharks of all kinds. The daily flood 
of specious circulars from these gentry is a perpetual 
nuisance, which most practitioners have to put up with 
for the reason that they cannot avoid it; and the huge 
expenditure on adverti which is thus displayed is 
clear enough evidence to nterested critics both of the 
protenite nature of the moneylending business and of the 

eavy Cc es which have to come ultimately out of the 

pockets of the borrowers. One of the latest forms of this 

scandal has just been brought to our notice, in 

which the National Insurance Act is invoked as an excuse 

for the medical borrower. The circular, which is type- 

written and addressed from a London West-end street 
much frequented by usurers, is in the following terms :—

Whether this offer has been addressed solely to practi- 
tioners whose names appear on panel lists we are not ina 
position to say. Nor have we ascertained what exact rate 
of annual interest is meant by the phrase “low com- 
mercial cost.” But the whole letter is interesting as an 
example of the activities of the advertising moneylender, 
and humiliating as a proof that the medical profession 
contains a sufficient percentage of flats to make such a 
transparent artifice for catching them worth his while.

OFFENCES UNDER THE DENTISTS ACT. 


AT the Marylebone police court recently F. J. Oaten and 
N. Machon, both of an address in Connaught-street, 
Edgware-road, were fined under the Dentists Act, 1878, 
their offences being the use of descriptions implying regis 
tration or qualification to practise dentistry. In the case 
of the former, the fines inflicted amounted with costs to 
£30 9s., with three months’ imprisonment as an alterna 
tive. He had described himself as F. J. Oaten, D.D.5., 
U.S.A., and also as having ‘“ dental ay 2 training (cum 
curriculo), London, as recognised from the Royal College of 
Surgeons, England.’’ 


THE VENTRICLE-STRIPPING OPERATION 
IN HORSES. 

ON previous occasions we have commented on the work of 
Professor Hobday in introducing to this country the 
ventricle-stripping operation of Dr. Williams, of Cornel! 
University, for roaring in horses. Professor Hobday has 
now published (Veterinary Journal, April, 1914) a fifth 
season’s report as to the permanent value of the operation, 
from which we learn that in his experience, now extending 
to 837 individual horses, there have been less than 2 per 
cent. of relapses, and most of these did one or two seasous 
hunting before the relapse occurred.

THE BLOCK ACCUMULATOR FOR X RAY WORK. 
ONE well-known serious drawback to the accumulator when 
it is in occasional use is that it is liable to “ run down”’ to 
such an extent as often to be useless when it is required. 
Any advance, therefore, made towards ons a Parag 
nent activity of the cell will be appreciated. his is 
what is claimed for the block accumulator designed 
by the Fuller Accumulator Co., Limited, of Woodland 
Works, Wick-lane, Old Ford-road, Bow, London, E. 
This accumulator is said to have the property of 
retaining its charge for over 12 months, and we are 
inclined to accept this statement in view of the 
results of tests we have made extending over two 
months. Like most cells, it will oe a considerably 
greater output after being rechar; a few times. The 
block cell, however, whilst containing the same elements 
as the ordinary plate cell, differs from it in having the 
electrodes in the shape of blocks of taper form in 
cross section, so that each block is a geometrical solid 
of such conformation that when two or more are assembled 
with insulation between their adjacent faces they form 
oblong or round blocks. The blocks are in the form of 
triangular solids or sectors of cylinders by which two or 
more blocks are assembled into groups of square or other 
rectangular cross section, or of circular cross section. 
The blocks in either instance are thick in one direction 
and taper to relatively thin edges, thus permitting 
the in uction of a metallic core surrounded by a 
comparatively thick mass of active .material. This 
secures a structure of cell which proves to be resistant 
to forces which are usually destructive to the ordinary 
late type of accumulator. The grouped electrodes are 
found tightly together with insulating bands. It is stated 
that the block ell may be left in charge of inexperienced 


hands, and may even be short-circuited or reversed or 
allowed to stand idle in the discharged state without any 
deterioration whatever. These advantages are so obvious 
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to those who employ accumulators for surgical work, m8tor 

purposes, lighting, and in other directions, as to offer a 

considerable inducement to place this new form of cell 

under practical trial. In our hands it has given results 

which, so far as they go, substantiate the claims of the 
S inventors.
